Famous Northampton Raid. 

The famous bank robbery in Northampton, 
Mass., took place on the night of Jan. 24, 
1876.

Dualap and Scott were the only ones who 
were imprisoned for the crime. The others 
escaped sentence by restoring a-portion of 
the plunder ‘after they had spent $300,000 of 
it abroad, 

The bank robbers went to the house of 
John Whittlesey, cashier of the bank, bound 
and gagged the members of his family, and 
after many threats secured the combination 
of the yaults and safes. A man named Ed- 
son, who had worked for a firm of safe- 
makers, originated a method of safe break- 
ing by exhausting the air ina safe with un

The house, which is at 9 May street, is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Hughes and used as 
a rooming-house. Residents of it were 
aroused shortly after 10 o'clock by an alarm 
of fire. Fleming and his wife occupied rooms 
in the rear of the basement.

Anxiety for Mafeking. 

To have to hand over a considerable part 
of the recruited transport to the relief col- 
umn moving northward on the line of the 
Buluwayo railway, with perhaps inadequate 
support, is a serious drawback at the pres- 
ent time, when the one chance of ending 
the war speedily seemed to lie in a rapid 
movement northward to the Vaal River, 
before the Boers could rally and again con- 
solidate for their defense. 

However, Mafeking must be relieved for 
its heroism. The son of the Prime Minis- 
ter is there, and the. sister-in-law of Lady 
Randolph Churchill, with not a few. other 
people of distinction or of the society, globe- 
trotting order, whose presence so much in- 
creases the anxiety.

Coming back to the war, it has been stated 
that Lord Wolseley predicts that Pretoria 
will be occupied by British troops by the 
1dth of May. He may possibly be right, and 
if it were merely a question of overcoming 
the forces of the Boers in the field one 
might, perhaps, consider the date rather 
too far off. 

Cecil Rhodes, in that amazing outburst of 
Vulgar spite and wounded vanity communi- 
cated to the Daily Mail a week ago by one of 
its correspondents in south Africa—an cul- 
burst that has disgusted all classes of peo- 


ple in this country and revealed to 
many of them the true character of 
‘this man--roundly declared the 


Boers had never placéd more than 3v,- 
000 fighting men in the field. His infer- 
ence was that they ought to have been swept 
away long ago but for the incredible bun- 
gling of the British commanders and general 
stupidity of everything British. 

This estimate is probably much under the 
mark, but it is doubtful whether 40,000 men 
could now be mustered-.against us, reckon- 
ing all their armies together. They may 
have had 50,000 at first, counting the Trans- 
vaalers and Free Staters, but they now ad- 
mit that between 4,000 and 5,000 have been 
killed and wounded, and we know that some 
5,000, including Cronje’s old guard, have 
been taken prisoners, so that their original 
fighting strength, apart altogether from the 
loss by disease, must have been reduced by 
10,000 

Even half of 40,000 men within fortifica- 
tions well designed and resolutely held may, 
as we know from our own experience at 
Ladysmith, Kimberley, and, Mafeking, hold 
out against an enemy for a prolonged period. 

, But if General French manages to capture 
the Boer levies now creeping northward 
from the Orange River, and if General Buller 
is able to overcome and entrap the army 
now said to be holding the Biggarsberg 
passes 16,000 strong, Lord Roberts vught not 
to find his way to Johannesburg barred by 
any army capable of detaining him a fort- 
night. |

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ally some foundation for the tales that ru-

orous tongue. Therefore I mention two sto- 
‘riés that have been current for some time, 
meeting with daily denial and popping up 
again as soon as contradicted. 

Qne’is that Lord Salisbury and President 
‘Kruger are still negotiating with a view to 
peace. Mention this report to any jingo, and 
by the word jingo I do not mean the conserv- 
ative, but the hybrid, half wild animal in 
the street who raves about war, and he will 
look as if ready to slay you on the spot. 
Yet many reasons @an be found calculated 
to have weight with the Prime Minister in 
leading him to seek to avoid pushing matters 
to the utter extremity of the giege of Pre- 
toria and the final massacre o e burghers. 

I shall not run through the list, but will 
mention only one or two considerations, and 
first comes the probable fate of Johannes- 
burg and of the. Witwatersrand mines, 
should the British es overcome the 
burghers in the field and draw near to that 
town and region preparatory to laying siege 
to Pretoria. 

To Destroy the Mines. 

Unquestionably as far af 1 can ascertain, 
the Boers will destroy Johannesburg to the 
utmost of their capacity, and as much of the 
mining machinery as they have dynamite 
to blow in pieces. 

Not only so, but it is probable that they 
will do something to considerably destroy the i 
shafts of the deep level mines on which the 

_ permanence of the Rand gold fields most 
depends. Even were President Kruger and his 
ministry anxious, as I am assured they are, 
to prevent this barbaris destruction, I lear 
that it will be impossible for them to control 
the fury of their people, and especially of 
the women, when the hour for making the 
last stand approaches. 

Now, we cannot afford to run the ci 
the destruction of he mines and of Jo- 
hannesburg involves. It is not merely that 
we stand the loss of many millions by the 
deed, but that every European country has_ 
more or jess enormous stakes in both town 
and gold fields. It might follow, therefore, 
that if as a consequence of the war some 
£20,000,000 of £30,000,000 damage is done to 
Witwatersrand and its town the continenta! 
nations would have a new grievance against 
us and plausible ground for lodging claims 
to compensation, beside which your Ala- 
bama claims or the claims of the Delagoa 
Bay railway company are mere bagatelies. 


Increases Strain on the Army. 
Further, it must not be forgotten that 
the longer the campaign is drawn out from 
now onward until October the more terrible 
will the strain be upon our armies in the 
field and in all that pertains thereto. It is 
easy enough to turn the position of the 

Boers with the forces at our command and 
to rout them, but the difficulty is to get at 
them, and people here are impatient. The 
mobs that cheer in the streets and fill the 
drinking bars to celebrate victories know 
nothing whatever about the enormous la- 
bors thrown upon our forces, the fatigues 
the men have to endure, the hunger often, 
and thiret, and burning heat they have to 
work under by day, and the piercing cold 
that shrivele them up at night. If victories 

‘do not come at once enthusiasm cools, and 

the temper that was all for the war turns 
sour and becomes inclined to condemn the 
government. 

Parliament’s End in Sight. 

Here comes in the second important con- 
sideration that induces me to believe there 
is some faint foundation in the peace rumor. 
and that is the probability’of the early dis- 
solution of Parliament. All sorts of dates 
are given, from next month to next Novem- 
ber, or the beginning of 1901. I shal! fix no 
date, but this is sure: The House of Com- 
mons acts precisely as if dissolution were | 
near at hand. It has broken loose from con 
troL It pays no effective attention to its 
business. Its members are eager to pose as 
social reformers, and the ministry seems 
perfectly helpless when the storms burst, as 
they have done once or twice lately without 
warning. 

Witness the row in the House on Thursday 
between the Irish members and the Union- 
ists. The place was in pandemonium for an 

. hour and a half, full of yelling mobs, seem- 
ingly only lacking weapons to be ready to 
slay each other. We often have wild scenes 
in Parliament, especially when the Irish 
party contrives to heal its divisions and fight 
in line, but there is something about these 
sudden gusts that indicates a sense among 
the members of a coming change. 


Zlection Might Be Awkward. 

The present House of Commons might le- 
gaily last until 1902, but no House of Com- 
mons ever does live out its time, and by the 
fifth session. most governments have com- 
pletely rubbed bare the gloss of popularity. 
Members have lost touch with their constit- 
vencies, trend of public opinion cannot be 
discerned, and a general election is required 
to reinvigorate the representative body and 
stimulate our energies. 

Although I think the present ministry is 
certain to return to power with an effective 
majority, if the election is held soon, it might 
come back compelled to change its attitude 
in gouth Africa and to cease to act in appar- 
ent obedience to that vulgar bouncer, Cecil 
Rhodes. Chamberlain, in short, would not 
be supreme in the next Cabinet. 


Peace Not in Sight. 

For all this I candidly see no way at the 
present juncture how peace can be brought 
about. After the publication of the mes- 
sages of the two Presidents and Lord Salis- 
bury to each other, nothing can really be 
gone. The fight must be fought to-a finish.

DISASTER TO BRITISH OFFICERS 


Small Party Ventures from Camp With- 
out Escort—All Are Killed 
or Wounded. 


LONDON, March 24.—At a late hour the 
War office posted the following dispatch 
from General Roberts, dated at Bloemfon- 
tein, March 24: 


“Westerday Lieutenant Colonel Crabbe,’ 


Captain Trotter, and Lieutenant the Hon. 
E. Lygon of the Grenadier Guards, and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Codrington of the Cold- 


stream rode eight or nine miles be-- 
yond their p on the Modder River with- 
out escort, cept one trooper. 


“ They, were fired upon by a party of Boers 
and Lieutenant Lygon was killed, and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Crabbe, Lieutenant Colonel 
Codrington, and Captain Trotter were seri- 
ously wounded. The trooper also was 
wounded. 

“One of the wounded officers held up a 
white handkerchief, and the Boers came to 
their assistance and did all they possibly 
could, attending to their wounds. The Boers 
then conveyed the wounded to the nearest 
farmhouse, where they were taken care of.”’ 


Country Settling Down. 

In an earlier dispatch Lord Roberts tele- 
graphed to the War office from Bloemfontein, 
under date of March 23, evening, as follows: 

“There is no special news to report. The 
country south of this place is generally set- 
tling down. Numbers of arms have been 
delivered up, and people are beginning to 
recognize the advantage of bringing in sup- 
plies for sale. The movement of the troops 
in the western district is being attended with 
good results." 3 

Death of General Woodgate. 

Advices received here announce the death 
in the Mooi Hospital yesterday of General 
Sir Edward Woodgate, who was wounded in 
the engagement at Spion Kop on Jan. 24. 


Battle Ahead for French. 

A dispatch from Maseru, Basutoland, un- 
der yestérday’s date, seems to dispose of the 
story that General French was fighting yes- 
terday, but it indicates that a batitle is im- 
minent. 

From elsewhere come stories of the Boers 
rallying at various points. Kroonstad is well 
intrenched, and General Joubert is preparing 
to make a determined stand, while the Boers 
in the eastern districts have been ordered to 
rally at Ficksburg, northward of Ladybrand, 
in the Orange Free State, doubtless with the 
view of attempting to intercept the junction 
of the forces commanded by Lord Roberts 
and General Buller. 

Boers in Defiant Mood. 

Another Boer force at Fauresmith, south- 
west of Bloemfontein, is in a defiant mood, 
so the southern part of the Orange Free 
State is not yet subdued. | 

Sir Charles Parsons, commanding a col- 
umn in the. western district, composed of 
Canadians and others, has arrived at Van 
Wykslei, between which and Kenhardt a 
force of insurgents is reported to be in- 
trenched. 

Colonel Herchmer, commanding the Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles, is convalescent at Car- 
narvon and will rejoin Parsons Sunday. 

Says Boers Are Leaving Kroonstad. 

A dispatch from Bloemfontein dated March 
24 says: ‘‘ Rudyard Kipling has arrived 
here. The Boers are reported retiring from 
Kroonstad after having blown up a bridge.”’ 


REVIEWS SITUATION AT FRONT. 


Spenser Wilkinson Is Confident That 
Lord Roberts Is Taking His Own 
Way to Relieve Mafeking. 


LONDON, March 24.—Spenser Wilkinson, 
reviewing the situation at the seat of war at 
midnight, says:

Com- 
mandant Snyman, therefore, has attacked 
him, and Colonel Plumer has prudently re- 
tired, expecting, no doubt, to return after 
Commandant Snyman, whenever the latter 
goes back. 

*“ General Methuen has been nearly a week 
near Fourteen Streams, probably waiting 
for troops enough. The Boer General who 
is hoping to get past General French up at 
Kroonstad may be caught and made to 
fight, but with a few thousand mounted men 
he ought to be able, by temporary disposi- 


| tion, to elude the British. If he stands to 
fight he may be detained for some time. 

“The design no doubt is that General 
Buller in the next advance will move simul- 
‘taneously with Lord Roberts. General 
Buller, perhaps, is not ready. 

‘“‘Lord Roberts will shortly have the 
Eighth Division, and may also form of the 
troops by now available a new Tenth Divis- 
ion. He will then have in his own hands 70,000 
men, and General Buller will have 40,000. 

“The former force need not necessarily 
be moving all on one line, for it would be 
easy to form a third column to cross the 
Vaal River at Kimberley, and turn any 
Boer defense on that river. In view of these 
figures and the known power of Lord Rob- 


erts as a leader, I attach little importance 
to the Boer declarations they will make a big 
fight. If they stand before they are driven 
into Pretoria I expect they will be enveloped. 
They may defend Pretoria, but that can help 
them but little. It will be a question of 
weeks, 

“‘Lord Roberts may be looked for north of 
the Vaal at the end of April, and before Pre- 
toria, if the Boers fall back to that place, in 
the first half of May.”’ 


GENERAL FRENCH’ IS RESTING. 


Cavalry Division Reported to Be Lo- 
cated Near Orange Free State 


BLOEMFONTEIN, Friday, March 23,—Ad- 
vices from Thabanchu, Between Bloem- 
fontein and Ladybrand, on the Orange Free 
State border, dated March 21, say General 
French's force is resting there and distribut- 
ing Lord Roberts’ proclamation. 

Brand, a son of the former President of the 
Orange Free State; Sir John Henry Brand, 
continues his duties as Landdrost. He ap- 
pears quite willing to codperate with the new 
régime. The people generally outwardly 
express satisfaction with the advent of the 
British. 

The insurgents in the northern part of Cape 
Colony have been detected in an ingenious 
swindle. It appears that before the depart- 
ure: of the Boers they purchased quantities 
of the notes of the Boer force, which they gre 
how presenting to the Britjsh authorities, 
demanding compensation for properfy al- 
leged to have been requisitioned or damaged. 
Tho loyalists, who are the actual losers of 
the goods, are infuriated. 


TO REWARD THE CANADIANS. 


Forty-two Commissions in the British 
Army Reserved for Colonial 
Officers. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 24.—[Special.]—The 
government has been notified by the British 
War office that forty-two commissions in 
the imperial army have been allotted to 
Canadians for the Royal Military College. 
There are four royal artillery and eight in- 
fantry commissions for the active militia; 
there are ten royal artillery and twenty in- 
fantry commissions. 


Vienna Replies to Joint Note of Kruger 
and Steyn, Refusing to In- 
terfere. 


Vienna, March 24.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that the government of Austria- 
Hungary has replied to the south Africa 
appeal for mediation in the War, that it.was 
only possible to take such a step when both 
belligerents desired it, and that, therefore, 
it was impossible under the present condi- 
tions to accede to the request made. '

‘George Lunt Missing and His Parents 
Fear He Has Started for South 
Africa. 


Inspired by a wish to relieve Mafeking, 
George Lunt, the 11-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Lunt, 6146 South Marshfield ave- 
nue, has run away from home, and the 
Englewood police have been asked to search 
for him. His parents say that the boy was 
an eager reader of all the Transvaal news 
and that his sympathies are with the British.

The boy 
attended the Earl School, Sixty-first street 
and Hermitage avenue. He left the school 
at noon on Thursday and disappeared.

NEW YORK INVESTIGATOR SPEAKS

Recommends That Chicago Try to 
Solve Its Tenement Problem by 
Urging the Poor to Go to the Sub- 
urbs—Wholesome Effect of Purefac- 
tion in Gotham — Further Steps 
Taken for Extending the Work in 
This City. 


Jacob A. Riis of New York told the housing 


| conference last night in the Art Institute 


how the other half lives, how New York 
had gone wrong, and how it had been 
straightened out again; how a million and a 
half of people live in 44,000 tenements; how 
the slums killed one baby of every four born 
in them; how people sold “ spots”’ to sleep 
wn at live cents a spot; how air shafts were 
puilt seventy feet high and two feet wide 
and the bottom of them formed playgrounds 
fur the children of the block. 

He told how Gotham court had flourished 
and how it had been destroyed; how Mul- 
berry Bend had given way to parks, and 
what sort of products had come from Pov- 
erty Gap and the Five Points; how the one 
good boy in Poverty Gap had been beaten to 
death by the gang simply because he was 
good and for nothing more; how people 
lived without sunshine, without fresh air, 
without “an honest blade of grass within 
a mile,”’ and how the results were disease, 


crime, and death. 

Then he told how Chicago should not go 
and how it should not build, how the archi- 
tect and the capitalists who built homes 
right were men most worthy of honor ina 
republic, how Chicago was rich in breadth of 
area, and how it need not build in the air 
because it was not ogo te in by rivers 

ich the ople would not cross. 
Riis large audience in Fullerton 
Hall to hear the story of the slums and of the 
other half and how it lives, and his pictures 
and his stories were effective from the be- 
ginning. Chicago, he said, was where New 
York was fifty years ago when its problem 
was starting, and Chicago could take a les- 
gon of the experience of -New York and not 
wait until it would have to pay a million 
and a half dollars for every block it wished 
to turn into small parks, and be glad to get 
it at that. 
Go to the Suburbs. 


The advice of the New York man who has 
worked through all the movements in his 
city for better housing of the poor was to 
go to the suburbs. 

“If I had to have a tenement I should 
want a model tenement,” he said, “ but I 
cannot bring my conscience to the tene- 
ment. It is not the thing, it ought not to 
do. If you had to have them it would bg 
different. We have to in New York. The 
people will live on Manhattan Island and 
they won't go across the river. We have 
to take care of them and we have to build 
six and eight stories into the air. But you 
don’t and so don’t build tenements.” 

“You have no more right to kill a man 
with a house than you have to kill him with 
an ax,’ he said, when he-quoted the figures 
which made the infant mortality rate in 
tenements one death of every four. 

builders’ discretion is the devil's 
invention,” he said, when the pictures 
showed the arrangements by which the 
architects had obeyed the law regulating air 
space and had so arranged it to leave it 
useless. 

“We have made the grass sacred,”’ he 
‘sald. ‘‘ Egypt used to have the sacred bull. 
We have added stupidity. We have made 
the grass sacred. The grass is sacred, but 
the boy is not.”’ 

M. Riis described life in the New York 
slums as he had seen it during twenty years’ 
work as a police reporter and as an agent 
of the housing reforms. He described the 
transformation of Mulberry Bend, “the 
most desperateiy bad spot from one end of 
Christendom to the other,’’ to a public park 
and playground, where the “ grass was not 
sacred,”’ and he added that there had been 
committed in Mulberry Bend before the 
transformation seventeen murders, of which 
he could remember the details, and that in 
the three years coming after its destruction 
there had been none in the neighborhood. 

His advice to Chicago was: 

“Deal honestly with the boys of your 
slums or they will deal dishonestly with 
you.”’ 

For a Permanent Organization. 


Plang for permanent organization of the 
conference were recommended in a com- 
mittee report submitted by Mrs. Henry 
Wade Rogers in the afternoon. The outline 
was decided upon at a conference at the 
residence of Mrs. Emmons Blaine on Friday 
night, and the report was signed by Miss 
Jane Addams, Mrs. Emmons Blaine, Mrs. 
Henry Wade Rogers, Leslie Carter, Chester 
Dawes, Cyrus Bentley, and Dunlap Smith. 
The suggestions were for the organization 
of a society to be known as “ The City 
Hiomes Council,’’ the name being subject to 
change, with an Executive committee of 
seven members and subcommittees as the 
need should be. 

The object as specified is to be for the im- 
provement of tenements and their environ- 
ments and the establishment of small parks 
and playgrounds in Chicago. As an ex- 


| planation it was stated by Mrs. Rogers that 


the expectation was for a corporation of 
business-men as one of the results, but that 
the ‘Civic Homes Council’’ would not be 
an organization with the primary object of 
raising capital, constructing model tene- 
ments, and demolishing uninhabitable 
houses. The object was to be the promoting 
of such a corporation and the encouraging 
of donations and investments. 

The machinery for the reform work, it was 
suggested, should consist of an Executive 
committee of seven members, to be appoint- 
ed for the first year by the small committee 
and to be elected by the members of the 
council. Subcommittees were suggested as 
follows: 

A Committee on the Enforcement of Existing 
Laws and Ordinances. 4 

A Committee on Tenements. 

A Committee on Small Parks and Playgrounds. 


Chicago’s Needs Are Shown. 

The necessity for correction of housing 
evils wag presented to the conference, as in- 
dicated mortality rates by Health Com- 
missioner A. R. Reynolds and as shown in 
the home life by Graham Taylor of the Chi- 
cago Commons. The success which could 
be expected to attend the construction of 
model tenements was explained by Dwight 
H. Perkins, who gave details of the design, 
methods of operation, and results of the 
experiment made in the tenement building 
at Bunker and Desplaines streets. Mr. 
Perkins stated a higher rental had to be 
charged tenants in the model tenements 
than they had been accustomed to pay in 
the ones they formerly occupied. but he said 
that the difference in rent was made up in 
the decreased expense of heating. 

“It has been shown recently,” he said, 
‘*that people who buy their coal by the bush- 
el are sold short weight bushels, and are 
uctually paying $16 a ton for their fuel. The 
$2 or $3 a month which they have to phy in 
rent in excess of.their former rentals is more 
than repaid thern in furnishing them heat.”’

If popular self-gov- 
ernment is to be a success—then.that gov- 
ernment, in practice as well as in theory, 
must be controlled and managed by all. Any 
system of party that permits a mass con- 
yention is fraught with a grave danger in 
any hot political contest. The people should 
control. 

“ Because of certain things that have been 
said with reference to my candidacy, you 
will pardon a few personalallusions. I have 
been charged with being the product of ma- 
chine methods. With one exception, no nom- 
ination for an elective office ever’ came to 
me without a vigorous canvass. The one 
exception was my renomination for County 
Judge two years ago. I never made a prom-. 
ise before an election except to say that I 
would strive to do my duty.” 

Judge Carter then replied to the charge 
that he had the power to influence the choice 
at the primaries by virtue of his position as 
Judge of the County Court. . 


Rights at the Primaries. 


: “Every member of the Republican party, 
| no matter who his choice may be, shall haye 
full opportunity to express his choice at 
the primaries,” he said. ‘* The great force 
for a fe'r expression of the party’s wish 
resis nc with the Count Court nor with 
Board of Election Commissioners, but with 
the members of our great party. If the pub- 
lie sentiment is not alive, if the people are 
not on guard, the present primary law can- 
not be enforced. 

“T am in this fight because there ought to 
be the same opportunity and right to vote 
at the primary as en election day. Every 
member of a party, whatever his position, 
whether a leader or a humble follower, 
whether rich or poor, whether black or 
white, should he permitted, without threats 
of ostracism or undue influence, to assist in 
selecting the candidates of his choice. Ifa 
few people are allowed to control the party 
organization and no one interferes, selfish 
human nature will cause the few to use that 
@ganization for their own interests. If 
party leaders, instead of seeking the inter- 
ests of the party and nation, become dic- 
tators, if they can insolently say as did 
Tweed. ‘What are you going to do about 
it?’ sooner or later public interests will be 
lost sight of and the private ends of these 
leaders will control. | 


Grave Questions of Government. 


“Think of such a situation when great 
questions which are now facing us are raised 
for settlement. Never before hag the prob- 
em of city government in all its phases re- 
quired such careful consideration. What 
measure of home rule shall we give to our 
great cities and what control shall the State 
retain? What shall we do with the civil 
service question? What disposition shall 
be made of valuable municipal franchises? 
What laws shall we have with regard to the 
great corporations and trusts? We naturally 
expect that the persons who control the 
corporations and trusts and those who ask 
for municipal franchises will look after the 
Interests of the corporation or trust. If the 
party leaders of any party are not answera- 
ble to the people, if the members cannot 
select—will not select—the candidates for 
their party, what chance is there for he 
protection of the people’s interests? Would 
the Allen bill have been passed if the people’s 
interests had been consulted? Such a con- 
dition always has in the past and surely will 
in cy future result in danger to the public 
weal. . 

“Combination in labor and capital un-: 
Goubtedly have come to stay, and if we are 
capable of self-government we will see to 
it that these combinations of labor and cap- 
ital are so regulated and controlled by the 
s0vernment that the interests of all classes 
of citizens are properly protected and pre- 
served. The leaders in the labor organiza- 
tions and the managers of these great cor- 
porations will be wise if they readily sub- 
mit to such regulations and control, not 
Only because the public interests require it 
but because their own interests will thereby 
be more fully preserved.” 


° Duty of the Citizen. 
' Judge Carter then told of the need of fear- 
men—men with high ideals, combined 
with the most practical common sense to 
make those ideals living realities. 

We cannot have such men in public office 
Unless all citizens believe it to be their duty 
Assist in selecting candidates for office as 
Well as to vote for them,’ “he said. No 
law, however perfect, will enforce itself, and 
MO System of laws can give us good govern- 
ment if our citizens are mere automatons 
and will not act for themselves.

‘Negro and White Man, Implicated in 

'* Murder at’ Emporia, Taken from 

-* Jail by Citizens and Strang Up toa 
Tree—Governor Tyler Places Re- 
sponsibility on the County Officer, 
Saying He Could Not Do Otherwise 
than Withdraw Militia. 


Richmond, Va.,-March 24.—The series of 
exciting events in Greenville County the 
-last week culminated today in-a double 
dynching at Emporia.. Both Cotton, the 
negro, who, according .to his confession, 
killed Sanders and Welter, and O’Grady, 
the white man who was with him in the 
cabin when the murder took place, were 
hanged by a mob variously estimated at 
from 1,500 to 2,000 strong. 

This morning the Sheriff of the county 

discharged from duty the military that had 
been sent from this city at his request and 
Major Cutchins, in. command of ‘the troops, 
notified Governor Tyler, stating at the same 
time that he.thought if the prisoners were 
left unprotected by the military they would 
se lynched. The Governor replied as fol- 
ows: 
_“ The responsibility is on the Sheriff. If 
he orders you to withdraw you can do noth- 
ing but obey. We have done everything 
Possible to uphold law and prevent mob 
violence and are still prepared to render 
every aid necessary. Have recalled train 
‘with Captain Cheatwood’s company and 
will again dismiss them. Will arrange with 
railroad to bring your men back.” 


Troops Sent Away. 

Accordingly Major Cutchins loaded his 
men on a train and started for Richmond. 
This Was about 11 o’clock. 

Hardly was the special out of sight when 
a mob entered the jail, took Cotton, hanged 
him to the: limb of a tree, and fired forty 
bullets into his body. 

Later, despite the protests of cooler heads, 
who claiméd: that the guilt of the white man 
had not been established, another crowd, 
composed largély of négroes, entered the jail, 
overcame the resistance of the few that 
tried to protect O’Grady, took him out, and 
hanged him also. 

The three other prisoners whom Cotton 
charged with having. committed the Block 
murder and robbery were discharged by the 
Judge and left town.. At last accounts the 
town had resumed its wonted quietude. 


Statement by Governor Tyler. 

Governor Tyler said this evening: 

**I feel that I have done all that I could 
in the matter. The civil authorities stated 
that they could handle the mob without mili- 
tary assistance, and when the Sheriff or- 
dered Major Cutchins to depart there was 
nothing left for him but to go. 

“IT am greatly distressed, but I could not 
keep the soldiers there without declaring 
martial law, and I could not feel that the 
prevailing conditions warranted that. 

“ The law in reference to such matters, I 
presume, will be carried out. The men who 
took part in the lynching will or should be 
arrested and dealt with accordingly. 

“We were given to understand that pro- 
tection would be given the prisoners. The 
result shows that this confidence was 
abused.”’ 


WOMAN HELD UP IN HER HOUSE 


Eight Robbers Attack Mrs. Kate Mc- 
Cauley, 152 Jackson Boulevard— 
John Flanady Caught. 


Mrs. Kate McCauley, 152 Jackson boule- 
vard, told Justice Doyle in the Desplaines 
Street Police Court yesterday that eight 
men had forced their way into her house in 
daylight, knocked her down, and while two 
of them held her the others looted the 
house. She identified John Flanady as the 
leader of the gang. He denied the charge. 

A cloth was thrown over her face as she 
lay on the floor to prevent her from see- 
ing what was being done. The thieves 
broke open the doors leading to the various 
rooms, and, after securing their booty, fled. 
Lieutenant O’Connor of the Desplaines 
Street Station was notified and detailed De- 
tective Sergeants Larkin and Collins, who 
arrested Filanady. Another man escaped 
by jumping through an open window. 
Flanady’s case was continued till tomorrow. 

Two burglars robbed the house of John 
Thompson,628 California avenue, at 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning.

CITY BUDGET IS PASSED. 


COUNCIL ACTS AFTER TUMULTUOUS 
SESSION AS COMMITTEE. 


Appropriation Bill Authorizes Expen- 
ditures of $3,112,594 in Excess of 
Estimated Largest Possible Rée- 
ceipts—@rabs for Salary Increases 
and Other Political Extras Expect- 
ed to Be Vetoed Promptliy—Kem- 
nants of Old “ Gang ” in the Fight.

timates a request that Superintendent 
Nourse’s salary be cut from $3,600 to $3,000, 
the $600 being given to the chief clerk, called 
a dozen reform Aldermen to defend Mr. 
Nourse and his services. 

“The reason a lot of you fellows are 
against him,’’ said Raymer, ‘is because 
you can’t use him.’’ 

There was a small riot in a moment, end- 
ed by Alderman Badenoch’s asking that the 
salaries of forty window clerks be advanced 
from $900 to $1,080 a year each. His amend- 
ment was voted down. Extra items aggre- 
gating $20,000 for legal expenses and car 
fare for employés were incorporated here, 
to be taken out of the water fund. The 
Water office must pay $11,845 for rent of Its 
quarters in the City Hall. 

One employé got an advance in the Bureau 
of Sewers, a total of $1,844,219 being allowed, 
as against $218,091 in 1899. The Department 
of Track Elevation got $7,090 instead of the 
$6,990 of one yearago. Election expenses in- 
cluded an item for $294,245; last year’s figure 
was $50,000, 

One city Job was abolished; the “ yard cus- 
todian "’ in the Department of Supplies, and 
$1,000 saved. The “ salesman of old mate- 
rial’’ suffered a cut in salary from $1,200 
to $1,000, and the “ invoice clerk an@ book- 
keeper's” salary of $1,000 was sent up to 


$1,200. 
For the Firemen. 


The Fire department estimate brought an- 
other attempt at a horizontal increase in 
salaries, Alderman Herrmann blocked the 
way. | 

“I serve notice right now,” he said, “‘ that 
I am opposed to any.increase in the Fire de- 
partment. If there is any money to spend 
let it go to the men who protect our lives 
and property—the patrolmen.”’ 

“I ask,’ shouted Alderman Duddleston, 
“that the entire department be given an in- 
crease in salary of 10 per cent, Chief Swenie 
alone excluded.’’ 

The Council chamber was in an uproar at 
once. The advance meant an added increase 
of $137,473 in. the budget. Alderman Dud- 
dleston’s order was killed under a viva voce 
vote, and the only advance allowed was to 
Second Assistant Fire Marshal Campion, 
who was given $3,600 instead of $8,500. The 
total salary allowance was $1,380,630, the de- 
partment receiving $1,763,647, against $1,586, - 
832 last year. 

In the Health department salary inflation 
continued. Alderman Nelson demanded abo- 
lition of the Bureau of Smoke Inspection, 
insisting that the office is now conducted 
in a farcical manner. His motion was de- 
feated. The bureau was left with $4,700, a 
chief, and threé inspectors. Salaries of 
matrons at the public baths were increased 
from $50 to $60 a month on motion of Alder- 
man Powers. The department was allowed 
approximately $238,900 instead of $206,270 
twelve months ago. Alderman Smulski 
smilingly asked the abolition of the House of 
Correction, involving an appropriation of 
$108,032. A fight was made against allowing 
$1,000 for a governmental commission, but 
this was passed. The appropriation was 
$75,857 for legal expenses in the Law depart- 
ment. | 

. Row Over Police Budget. 

Then the storm broke as Clerk McGaffey 
began the reading of the police budget. Al- 
derman Carey got the floor. 

“I object to the remark that this is 
politics,”” he began. “It isn’t.’’. This was 
the announcement that a 10 per cent salary 
raise would be asked, entailing an addi- 
tional expenditure of $290,272. Alderman 
Schiake’s gavel was beating a tattoo as 
Alderman Carey continued: 

“I want it understood that the Finance 
committee did not go on record as opposing 
an increase. Itis ashame to this city that its 
police force has been more than underpaid.”’ 
He asked a 10 per cent advance in the pay 
of $1,000 annually for each of the 2,500 
patrolmen allowed by the Finance com- 
mittee’s bill. Alderman Smulski asked that 
the increase be spread on the pay of all 
sergeants, of lieutenants, hostlers, and 
matrons. 

“If you are putting them in singly, run 
them all in,’ yelled Alderman Powers, and 
he was out with a substitute demanding 
that the blanket increase affect every man 
on the police force, the Chief of the depart- 
ment and the Chief of Detectives and their 
assistants alone excepted. This meant an 
advance on a salary roll aggregating $3,209,- 
180 for the year, or an additional expenditure 
of $329,918, Alderman Powers was charged 
with seeking to defeat the resolution to 
advance wages of patrolmen. P 

“If the committee passes this increase,”’ 
Alderman Cullerton yelled, ‘‘ we must stand 
by this decision against a veto. This is no 
time’ to trifle with so important a subject. 
We want a rising vote on Carey’s resolu- 
tion.’’ 

Aldermen Smulski and Powers ‘withdrew 
their amendments. Alderman Carey’s reso- 
lution affected the following items, asking 
a 10 per, cent advance: 


A motion to have policemen barred from 
during this discussion was de- 
eated. 


Alderman Goldzier’s Protest. 


Alderman Goldzier was the only man to 
vigorously protest against the passage of 
the resolution. 

“I favor this advance,” he said, “‘ just as

| the defense that we have no money. Street 
lamps are dark in many wards—' we have no 
money ’; we are closing bridges and viaducts 
—' we have no money. I will be with this 
resolution at any other time—at a time when 
we do not need to say that we can’t attend 
to the health and cleanliness of this city 
even in an elementary way, because we have 
no money. I would be dishonest—false to my 
convictions—if I voted for this resolution.”’ 

When the question was put there was a 
roar of “ ayes,’’ but the motion would have 
been lost under the gavel, Alderman Schlake 
watching every opportunity to stop the in- 
crease, had Alderman Goldzier had any sup- 
port in his single vote of *' no.”’ 

“TI must say the ayes have :it,” said 
Schlake after a long wait. 

Then Alderman Butler of the Twenty-fifth 
asked that the number of patrolmen be in- 
creased to 2,800. This was declared carried, 
calling for the Mayor’s veto. Carey claimed 
this was aimed at defeating his resolution, 
but an order to reconsider was voted down. 
This order sought to clinch Alderman 
Carey’s order. The announcement of the 
viva voce vote brought a howl from the 
Carey contingent. 

‘*‘ We want a new chairman,’ came from 
Alderman Brenner. ‘‘ I nominate Alderman 
Butier of the Twenty-seventh to succeed 
Schlake.”’ 

Alderman Schlake put the motion, sus- 
tained the ‘*‘ Noes’’ on the viva voce vote, 
and thus continued in control. Everybody 
was fighting by this time and the cooler 
heads asked Schiake, “for the good of the 
Council,” to allow a reconsideration and a 
rising vote on Butler’s motion to increase 


the force. The order was defeated. Then 
reconsideration of the “increase” vote 
followed.

Almost simul- 
taneously she received an invitation from a 
Boston firm and a woman living at the 
Lexington Hotel sent an order on her father 
at Indianapolis to give Mr. Robb a steady 
place. 

“I don't know how many more letters 
like these I may find at home tonight,” said 
Mrs. Robb. ‘* They are still coming in; on 
Friday I got twenty-eight, all offering help 
or sympathy.” 


J. S. Robb’s Varied Life. 

J. 8. Robb has had an eventful career dur- 
ing his fifty-six years. He was born in Scot- 
land and came to Chicago in 1859. In 1861, 
while taking a load of cattle to New York, 
he was injured and was taken to a hospital. 
Before hé récovered he was asked to sign 
a paper which he thought was necessary 
to his release. As he left the hospital he 
was confronted by a recruiting sergeant 
and forced into the One Hundred and Forty- 
sixth New York Volunteers. 

He served through the war and then be- 
came a painter, but in 1870 enlisted in the 
First Cavalry and was stationed in the 
Sioux Indian country for five years. In 1877 
he was discharged from the Sixth Cavalry 
at St. Louis. He was married soon after- 
ward in Cincinnati. 

Trade troubles came to him in Chicago in 
July, 1898. He was a union man, but, against 
strike orders, he put some panes of glass in 
the cable power-house at Blue Island ave- 
nue and Twelfth street. One day Chris 
Merry—hanged for murder—descended on 
the workmen in the power-house and with 
a gang of confederates is said to have beaten 
some of the men into insensibility. Robb 
had two ribs broken and was badly cut about 
the head and face. Since that time he is said 
to have been able to earn only $7, working 
at his trade. 

Mrs. Robb hopes to get into a place that 
will seem home to her. 

“If the sentiment that I seem to have 
awakened holds [I don’t know why I 
shouldn’t,”’ she said. “I know what home 
is—I know how to make it—and we shall

Lieutenant Stamford on Jan: 28, 1900, con- 
tinued the construction of a line from Cas- 
Ulejos north, reaching San, Marcelino the 
same night, a distance of nearly five miles. 
He was passed by Lieutenant Schenck and 
the Twenty-fifth Infantry scouts who were 
on their way to San Marcelino about 1:30 
Pp. m. About 7:30 p. m. Lieutenant Bates of 
Company K, Twenty-fifth Infantry, arrived 
bringing with him the balance of Lieuten- 
ant Stamford’s line material which he was 
unable to take owing to lack of transpor- 
tation. 

Lieutenant Stamford was informed by 
Lieutenant Bates the line had been par- 
tially destroyed behind the party already. 
All three organizations camped at San Mar- 
celino. On the following day Lieutenant 
Schenck and scouts left early en route for 
Subig. Lieutenant Stamford, leaving all 
surplus material in charge of the town offi- 
cials, retraced his steps to repair the dam- 
aged portion of the line. While engaged in 
this work he was overtaken by Lieutenant 
Bates. with Company K of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry on his way back to Subig. 

Just at this time heavy firing was heard 
in the direction of Castilejos, and Lieuten- 
ant Bates with his command started that 
way at double time while Lieutenant Stam- 
ford completed the repairs to the line and 
returning to San Marcelino extended 
the line towards the north. The next day 
the 80th, the Signal Corps detachment 
worked in wooded country until noon and 
then entered open country. 

By testing it was found that the line had 
again been destroyed in the rear. At 4

and with the aid of a fieldgiass could dis- 
tinctly see an insurgent officer, with sword 
in hand, directing the disposition of his 
company, placing his men in skirmish line 
on the crest of the bank of a small stream 
which commanded a view of the open road. 
His position was well chosen, both himself 
and his men being concealed by tall grass. 
A hasty survey of the ground showed Lieu- 
tenant Stamford that by deploying his com- 
mand to the right he could possibly out- 
flank the position of the insurgents and, by 
advancing in a stooping position through the 
long grass, reach a point within 100 yards 
or less of their position. This course was 
adopted, deploying rapidly to the right as 
skirmishers at five yard intervals. The line 
was advanced until the bank on which the 
irisurgents had formed could be seen through 
the grass. 

Passing the word to fire low three volleys 
were delivered, which were returned by 


. Mauser fire of the insurgents. Heavy fight- 


ing now followed on both sides, lasting from 
ten to fifteen minutes, when Lieutevant 
Stamford gave the order to advance by 
rushes, having to clear Oo open spacdas 
and mount the bank- beyond which the 
enemy were posted, when the enemy re- 
treated toward the right front.

JUBILEE OF A PIANISTE | 


MME. BLOOMFIELD-ZEISLER KEEPS 
PROFESSIONAL ANNIVERSARY. 


Celebrates the Completion of a Quar- 
ter of a Century as a Concert Player 
-—Central Music Hall Filled with an 
Enthusiastic Audience to Congrat- 
ulate the Artist and Be Entertained 
by an Admirably Rendered Pro- 
gram—The Numbers in Detail. 


Mme. Fannie Bloomfield-Zeisler celebrated 
with a pianoforte recital last night at Cen- 


- tral Music Hall the completion of a quarter 


of a century of public life as a concert 
pianiste. The exact twenty-fifth anniversary 
of her début was Feb. 26. She was greeted 
by a good sized and enthusiastic audience, 
which gathered both to congratulate the 
artist and be entertained with what it was 
known beforehand would be a fine illustra- 
tion of pianistic art. 

Twenty-five years is a long time anda 
matter to be reflected on with seriousness. 


' Jf at the conclusion of such a period one 


finds oneself worse off or even no better off 
than at its beginning there is just cause for 
regret and discouragement. But if twenty- 
five years have served but as a means for 
steady and sure artistic growth and ripen- 
ing, as in the case of this gifted woman, 
their flight is not to be deplored. Especially 
is this true with Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisler, 
who finds herself still less than 34 years old. 
Since her initial appearance, when less than 
10 years of age, she has accomplished won- 
derful things, winning renown for ‘herself 
throughout the musical world with her ex- 
traordinarily beautiful playing. 

The local profession was largely repre- 
sented in the audience last night, among 
those present being Carl Wolfsohn, who wes 
one of Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisler’s first teach- 
ers. When she advanced to the pianofort 
to begin her program the audience brok 
into loud applause, which was so prolonged 
that she was obliged to bow. her acknowl- 
edgments before she could enter on her 

Silence finally being established, the player 
embarked on the performance. of the fol- 
lowing array of attractive selections:

This adulation, it may be 
unhesitatingly said, was well deserved. 

Of all the throngs of pianoforte players 
one hears nowadays, Mme. Bloomfield-Zeis- 
ler remains, after all, one of the most thor- 
oughly satisfactory. No affectation nor 
sentimental nonsense comes to notice in her 
performances, which are uniformly charac- 
terized by straightforward and legitimate 
virtuosity. Her technique is exceptional, 
even in these days of phenomenal dexterity; 
her tone is unusually plastic and beautiful, 
and her musical perception is thoroughly 
sound. And beneath the grasp of real 
artistic genius all of these fundamental qual- 


{ties are combined in interpretations which 


seem to reveal the composer’s own mean- 
ings and purposes, rather than in an exploit-. 
ation of the player’s individuality. 

It is hardly necessary to particularize as to 
the program presented last evening. All of 
the numbers were played with the singular 
‘combination of dash and poesy which one 
expects from Mme. Bloomfield-Zeisler, and 


her performance, as a whole, left little to 


be desired. The Schubert-Liszt ‘* Hark, 
Hark, the Lark,’’ and the G flat Etude of 
Chopin had to be repeated on the spot; and 
following the “* Erl-King ’’ the applause was 
‘so boisterous and protracted that, after re- 


turning several times to bow to the audience, |

_“ Lucia,” which the French Grand Opera 
company gave in good style at the Audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon, failed to draw 
out an audience of even respectable size, the 
lower floor not being more than a quarter 
filled, at a liberal estimate, and the Bree 
being almost empty.

_vipe for a serious study of the existing con- 


dition of the musical situation—in its local 
aspect, at least—since it is obvious that the 
attitude of the public has undergone marked 
change. This is a matter which calls for 
deep and careful consideration on the part 
of every one interested, and is one which 
cannot be settled off hand. 

As to yesterday. afternoon’s performance, 
while it cannot be spoken of as ideal, it was 
fully as good as some for which Chicago 
folk in the past have paid much more heav- 
ily; and one which, in a general way, may 


be heartily commended.. The interest cen- 


tered chiefly in the work of Mme. Montjau 
and MM. Gauthier and Loyolle. . 
Mme. Montjau gave a pathetic and really 
beautiful impersonation of the hapless Lu- 
.cia. Her voice is, unfortunately, rather 
light in natural volume, and to remedy this 
weakness she frequently resorts to a forcing 


‘of tone, in order to make herself heard in: 


the heavy ensembles, and above the accom- 
paniment of the orchestra; which latier, in 
the present company, is often played too 
loudly. The result is that, in such instances, 
she manifests a tendency to sing sharp, and 
this without fully achieving the end for 
which she strives. A light voice is alWays 
a light voice, and no amount of physical 
effort on the part of the singer can conquer 
this drawback. And, moreover, such an en- 
deavor is almost invariably productive of 
some blemish, such as the one above cited. 

But no one can resist the charm of Mme. 

Montjau’s solo work, with its womanly 
sweetness and general refinement. There is 
also good cause to believe that this singer 
has not”yet attained her full artistic 
capacity. This is only her third season be- 
fore the public and she is not yet 26 years 
old. In view of the beauty of some of her 
work and her exceptional charms of person 
and manner it would appear that she has a 
most promising artistic future before her.

There is a peculiar charm in the romantic 
t and melodious beauty of the music of 
™ Mignon” which is not found in many 


French operas of the same period. Yet the 


opera never has won the same popularity 
as others of even inferior merit. . The reason 
probably is that the music, although melo- 
dious, is not of that simplicity which ap- 
peals to the ear of the average patron of 
opéra. Some of the most beautiful gems of 
the opera, like the romance *‘ Connais-tu le 
pays ou fleurit l’oranger?” sung by Mignon, 
Philine’s brilliant colorature aria “ Je suis 
Titania la bionde,”’ and Wilhéim’s passion- 
ate romance ** Elle ne croyait pas,”’ it is true, 
if once heard are never forgotten, but they 
appeal more to the educated than to the 
uneducated ear. 

The performance last evening was credita- 
ble and undoubtedly enjoyed by every one 
present. The ensemble was harmonious and 
every part was well filled. { 

Mile. Jarrie gave a thoroughly artistic and 
poetical interpretation of the difficult part 
of Mignon. She sang the romance “ Con- 
nais-tu’’ with fine sentiment, but carefully 
avoided undue sentimentality, a difficult 
thing to do in the peculiar character of 
Mignon. Her voice was in good condition 
and her acting intelligent and dignified. 
Mile. Berthet proved herself equal to the 
part of Phifne, which requires a high colora- 
ture soprano. She sang and acted with the 
proper vivacity and was. enthusiastically 
applauded after her “ Je suis Titania.”’ 

M. Bonnard made an excellent Wilhelm 
Meister. His voice was a trifle veiled in the 
first act, but it gradually cleared, and was in 
tine condition for the great scene in the last 
act. M. Zéry gave thorough satisfaction as 
Lothario, although he seemed to be a little 
indisposed. His powerful voice, however, did 
not fail to arouse the hearty applause of the 
audience, particularly in his scene with 
Mignon in the third act. M. Salvator sang 
and played the ungrateful part of Laerte 
with commendable skill, and made a good 
impression with his smooth and pleasing 
voice. The other parts were also fairly well 
filled. 

The orchestra played excellently, and the 
chorus sang with remarkable precision and 
vigor. , The inscenation was rich and artistic, 
although it slightly differed from the estab- 
lished customs’ of European stages.

GRAU-SAVAGE OPERA VENTURE. 


Organization Will Be Known as the 
Metropolitan. Company—State- 
ments by the Principals. 


The recent. announcement of the coalition 
between Maurice Grau and Henry W. Sav- 
age of the Castle Square Opera company 
is an item of especial interest and one which 
may be reflected on with genuine satisfac- 
tion. During the last week both these man- 
agers have been busily engaged over the 
details relating to their forthcoming venture 
of opera in English at the New York Metro- 
politan Opera-House and elsewhere. It 
seems to be the intention of Messrs. Grau 
and Savage to conduct this new enterprise 
on an imposing scale, and their project re- 
ceived the sanction of the directors of the 
Metropolitan Opera-House and the real es- 
tate company which owns the building last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The new organization is to be called the 
Metropolitan English Opera company, with 
Mr. Grau anti Mr. Savage as managers and 
principal proprietors. The New York season 
is announced to open about Oct. 1, continu- 
ing until the occupancy of the Metropolitan 
Opera-House by Mr. Grau’s regular com- 
pany on Dec. 15 for its fifteen weeks’ sea- 

on. There is to be a chorus of seventy and 
and orchestra of forty, each of which will 
be augmented when necessary. The New 
York prices will range from $2 for orchestra 
chairs, down to 25 cents for the cheapest 
seats at Wednesday matinées, with the 
boxes placed at $10 and $7 for each perform- 


igance. There will be six evening perform- 


ances and two matinées each week. 

The following statements by Mr. Grau and 
Mr. Savage in the New York Mail and Ex- 
press of last Thursday doubtless will be the 
most interesting and reliable reading obtain- 
able on this subject at the present time: 

Mr. Grau said: ‘‘ For many years I have been 
ready to give opera in English if ths public de- 
sired it. There is no reason why America and 
England should continue to be the bnly important 
countries wherein opera in the vernacular is un- 
heard on any large scale. I believe that twenty- 
five or thirty years from now évery considerable 
American city will have its opera-house and com- 
‘pany, where at least a short season of opera in 
English can be presented. Given a good company 

‘of principals and proper orchestra, conductors, 
and chorus, opera in English should prove suc- 
cessful again in this country.’’ 
’ Mr. Savage said: ‘‘For a month I have been urg- 
ing the directors of the companies to sanction 
the project. Now that the contracts have been 
signed and delivered, I am pleased at the situa- 
tion. Today I'am writing Ietters to Paris and 
ther European cities, and to a large number of 
musicians here, with whom I am in touch, open- 
ing negotiations with singers and starting active 
work on other details. As Mr. Grau says, it is 
too early to talk about definite singers, but we 
, shall have good ones. The two conductors will be 
Americans, other things being equal, though, of 
course, we s l want thoroughly good men. The 
chorus -will be drawn partly from the Castle 
.Square company’s 150 singers, leaving a nucleus 
for my two companies in Chicago and St. Louis, 
which will, of course, continue as usual. Operatic 
performances at the American Theater will cease 
with this spring.’’ |

COUNSEL FYFFE’S OPINION ON IN- 
SPECTORS’ EXAMINATION. 


Declares That the Proceedings Were 


Original and Explains Why They 
Should Not Be Promotional—De- 
duces That Otherwise Only Lowest 
Grade Would Be Eligible for Ad- 
vancement—Boldenweck Does Not 
Want Supervision of the River. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe has 
returned an. opinion holding that the Civil 


Service Commissioners were right in mak-. 


ing the recent examinations for Police In- 


spectors original. The opinion does not pass . 


on the merits of the examinations in other 
particulars. Corporation Counsel Walker 


‘has approved the opinion. 


After setting forth the various persons 
who took the examination and showing that 
it was “‘a free or open examination,’ the 


opinion states: 


An “ original ’’ examination means, and under 
the statute can only mean, an examination by 
whith vacancies in the places of employment in 
the city service are for the first time filled under 
the act. Before an office has been so filled its 
incumbent should be either a holdover or a sixty- 
day appointee. The examination in question here 
was from any point of view an ‘* original’’ ex- 
amination. As has been stated, all the inspectors 
in office at the time of the examination held their 
positions either as holdovers or as sixty-day em- 
ployés., The examination, then, was. an 
original examination by its nature. 

After stating the arguments advanced to 
support the contention that the examination 
should have been for promotion and quoting 
various legal authorities Mr. Fyffe con- 
tinues: 

The law could never have intended that at the 
time when original appointments came’ to be made 
under the civil service act to positions in the 
upper grades, these should be filled wholly by 
persons then holding positions in the next lower 
grade, 80 as to exclude from competition the per- 
sons in office at the time of the first examination. 
The things which our civil service law aims to 
secure for the city’s service—namely: experience, 
length of service, ascertained merit, executive 
ability, education, and intelligence—would all 
count for nothing. So, 1m the case of patrol ser- 
geants or desk sergeants, those who were already 
in office at the time when the act came into opera- 
tion would not permitted to fill the same posi- 
tions. They would, as would all employés in the 
force above the lowest grade, be discharged from 
the service. They could not compete for their 
own prositions. 

The result would be that the only persons who 
could hold office in the police force, with the one 
exception of the Chief of Police, who is exempt 
under section 11, would be those who had come 
into”™the service as second-class patrolmen after 
the passage of the act. 

Of the contention that the Civil Service 
Commissioners were in contempt of the Su- 
preme Court the opinion states: 

While I hesitate to differ from counsel's view 
of the case, I must say that my deliberate opinion 
is that under the facts there is no ground what- 
ever for considering any member of the present 
commission in contempt of the Supreme Court 
because of the mode in which the examination for 
inspectors has been held. 

tresident Boldenweck is opposed to the 
plan of the Drainage board assuming juris- 
diction over the Chicago River outlined in 
Trustee Eckhart’s resolution recently passed 
by the Sanitary board. In discussing the 
subject he said: 

“‘I think that when the Drainage board 
has finished the work it has undertaken it 
should be abolished by an act of the Legis- 
lature and the canal turned over to the 
city. I am opposed to the idea of having 
the Sanitary District assume any new re- 
sponsibilities. We should complete our 
work and then let the city step in and man- 
age things. I see no good reason for main- 
taining two separate municipal organiza- 
tions when one will serve the purpose.” 


Passenger Coaches Derailed. 


Joliet, Tll., March 24.—[Special.]—The express 
leaving “Chicago at 4 p. m. was delayed over an 
hour at New Lenox, eight miles from this city. by 
the smoker jumping the track. The smoker and 
another coach were derailed. A bundle of papers 
which had been thrown from the train is sup- 
posed to have caused the wreck by rolling back 
on the rails. The train was running about forty 
miles an hour, but beyond a severe shaking up no 
passenger was hurt.

* God created all men free and equal and 
intended them to earn their daily bread by 
the sweat of their brow,” declared Dennis 
McCarthy in his testimony as a non-union 
man before the industrial subcommission 
yesterday. ‘‘ The labor unions prevent the 
carrying out of God’s will. Labor unions 
are trusts of the worst form. Théy prevent 
men who are not members of their trust from 
working when woPfk is offered tothem. The 
unions make tramps of the non-union men. 
Every man in this land should be permitted 
to work when there is work to do.”’ 

The witness told how he had been unable 
to get work because of the opposition of the 
unions. He said he had been able to earn. 
only $15 In the last two months. McCarthy 
bad volunteered to testify, but when he was 
sworn appeared reluctant to answer the 
questions. It was said that he feared the 
consequences of giving testimony against the 
unions. He was excused after on the 
stand a few minutes. 

The session closed the first week of the sub- 
commission's investigation in Chicago. A 
member of the commission said that the in- 
quiry had not taken the direction at first in- 
tended, but that much information of value 
had been obtained. 


Will Look Into Department Stores. 

The fact was made public last night that 
testimony would be heard this week in re- 
gard to the workings of the department 
stores in Chicago. Attention will be directed 
‘to the wages paid and the general condi- 
tion of the employés. Both the Contractors’ 
association and the Building Trades council 
have accepted the invitation toappear. The 
representatives of the Building Trades coun- 
cil will be heard tomorrow and the repre- 
sentatives of the Contractors’ association 
on Tuesday. The subcommission probably 
will remain in Chicago the entire week. 

Eix-Senator Lee Mantle of Montana ar- 

rived at noon from Washington and sat 
with the subcommission during the after- 
noon session. George F. Harding, James H, 
Channon, and George F. Harding Jr. were 
the witnesses besides McCarthy during the 
day. 
Mr. Channon, a manufacturer of railway 
supplies, appeared to complain of the dis- 
‘crimination against Chicago in the letting of 
contracts for government supplies. Par- 
ticular reference wes made to the failure of 
Chicago firms to secure any contracts. 

“I know of cases where the bids made by 
Chicago firms were lower than those made 
by firms from other cities, but the others 
got the contracts,’ said Mr. Channon. 


‘Non-Union Men Afraid to Work. 


Mr. Harding told of»his experience as a 
builder of his own houses and flats. He'said 
he had had trouble with the combinations 
which control building Supplies and with the 
unions. They were both trusts. ‘ We em- 
ploy men all the time on our own property,” 
said Mr. Harding. ‘“‘ This morning some of 
our non-union men quit work because they 
had been assaulted and were afraid to work 
any longer. My sympathies, however, are 
with the unions, although they are led by 
misguided men. The unions are one of the 
greatest monoplies. They are kingly in their 
power. There will be friction as long as they 
exist, but the laborers are forced to organize 
to combat with other trusts. Our Mayor 
advises the Police department to enforce 
neutrality between the union men and the 
non-union men. It is like enforcing neutral- 
ity between a man six feet talland a man one 
foot tall. The police are in sympathy with 
the unions. They are never present when an 
assault is committed.’”’ Mr. Harding favored) 
placing a limit upon the dividends of indus- 
trial combinations.

VETOES CICERO LINE iE GRANT. 


| President Lewis Wants Five-Cent Fare 


—Ordinances Up Again on Thurs- 
Night. 


President Lewis of the Cicero Board of 
Trustees yesterday vetoed the ordinance 
granting the Aurora, Wheaton and Chicago 
railway a fifty-year franchise in the South 
Side of that town. His action was an- 
nounced at the meeting of the board, and was 


‘asurprise. The ordinance was referred back 


to the committee of the whole, and probably 


will come up again before the. board in some | 


form at the adjourned meeting next Thurs- 
day evening. President Lewis explained his 
‘yeto as follows: 

“ Within the territory asked by this road 
are two railroads, owned by different par- 
ties, and, consequently, competing for the 
traffic of that district. The present ordi- 
nance does not secure either a better service 
or a lower fare. At present the great desire 
seems to be for a five-cent fare. I object to 
the present ordinance, in the first place, be- 
cause it imposes on Cicero for fifty years the 
burden of a ten-cent fare to the business 
part of Chicago. If the fareis to be fixed for 
fifty years it should not exceed five cents. 

“In the next place, I object to the in-: 
definite and roving commission the ordinance 
grants to connect with any elevated road. 
I do not believe an ordinance should be 
granted which does not provide for through 

rvice to the loop. 
ee The board should take care that tt is not 
tricked into granting indirectly what it 
never would grant directly. If the Metro- 
politan should apply today for the privilege 
of extending its line to Harlem avenue there 
would be a universal demand that the privi- 
lege be not granted without the concession 
of a five-cent fare. The Aurora, Wheaton 
and Chicago railway may be the Metropgli- 
tan Elevated, and if not so today it may be 
tomorrow.”’

POLICE HOLD HIM PENDING OUTCOME 
OF LYMAN’S INJURY. 


Doctor Thinks Victim of Representa- 
, tive’s Revolver May Recover, but 
Refuses Positive Statement—Loss of 
Votes to Sampson Predicted—Chief 
Kipley and His Officials 
Satisfaction with Course of Their 
Men. 


' Ex-Senator John F. O’ Malley still is locked 
up at the East Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion awaiting the result of the injuries he 
inflicted with a revolver upon ex-Alderman 
William H. Lyman on Friday night in Lyons 
& O'Malley's saloon, 40 North Clark street. 

Dr. Thomas Crowe declined to make an 
official prediction as to the probable outcome 
ot Lyman’s injuries untiltoday. Pending the 
arrival of this report the police will not book 
O'Malley. The ex-Senator was locked up 
again, greatly to his disappointment, for he 
had bondsmen in the Captain's office wait- 
ing to sign the papers necessary to release 
him. Among these were William Livingston, 
Chiteago avenue and Wells street, and Abra- 
ham Cohen, a property-owner in Clybourn 
avenue. 

“It is my opinion that Mr. Lyman will get 
‘well,’’ said the doctor later, *‘ but, of course, 


- I cannot say positively. Dr. Nicholas Senn 


was called in consultation today, and he said 
all had been done that could be done for the 
patient. I tied an artery and stopped a little 
troublesome hemorrhage. The patient has 
s0me fever and is exceedingly restless.” 


‘ Predict Defeat for Sampson. 

Predictions that the shooting of Lyman 
would kill all possible chances of ‘* Major ”’ 
John W. Sampson’s election as Democratic 
Alderman of the Twenty-third Ward were 
made freely by both Democratic,and Re- 
publican politicians. A rumor was'rife that 
Sampson had decided to withdraw from the 
fight, but he denied this, saying he was 
** putting in eighteen hours a day" in can- 
Vassing. 

Captain Thomas J. Ford, the independent 
Democratic or City Hall candidate, who is 


Sampson's opponent, claimed that as a re- } 


sult of the shooting of Lyman Sampson 
would not get 100 votes. He said Sampson's 
candidacy was regarded in the ward “as 
a joke."’ Incidentally Captain Ford said 
that his life had been thréatened repeatedly 
by his political enemies. Three’ days ago he 
said he had been ‘ dared to walk in Market 
street at night,’’ and apprehending trouble 
he is conducting his campaign ‘ with his 
finger on the trigger of his revolver.”’ 

The statement that Sampson was losing 
strength was given out as “‘ inside informa- 
tion ’’ by Joseph P. Sikes, who until.yester- 
day engineered the candidate’s precinct 
committees. *“‘I have worked hard for 
Sampson as a house to house canvasser, and 
I thought a week ago that he had chances 
of winning,” said Sikes, ‘‘ but the shooting 
of Mr. Lyman has made his candidacy hope- 
less. Sampson has not allowed himself to 
be seen much, and I think within a few 
days he will announce his withdrawal. 
Sampson’s canvassing committees went to 
pieces today?’ 

Though Republicans were inclined to be- 
lieve that the shooting in O’Malley’s saloon 
would strengthen the chances of election of 
Albert J.“ Olson, Republican candidate for 
Alderman, the latter asserted that ‘‘ Samp-

I don’t have any 
doubt about my election,”’ he said. 
“Major ’’ Sampson declined to enter into 


.a discussion of his prospects. When told 


of a story circulated that O’Malley had 
decided to withdraw his ‘support, he said:

All my precinct committees are at work. 
I expect to be elected.” 


Democratic Committee’s Plans. 

The shooting did not bring any new moves 
on the part of the Democratic Executive 
committee to prevent the narhe of John W. 
Sampson from appearing on the official bal- 
lot as the Democratic candidate for Alder- 
man. While it was admitted that his candi- 
cacy was an incentive for the shooting, that 
nione, so members of the committee argued, 
would not furnish grounds on which to de- 
tinand that his name be kept off the ballot. 


‘But it was said that this affair could and 


undoubtedly would be used by the committee 
and its attorneys as one of the reasons for 
—— the “ Major” and his candi- 

acy. 

They ill ask for a hearing tomorrow of 
their charges that Sampson is not a qualified 
voter. In a general way, it is understood 
that the “ Major's” whole career will be 
brought up. 


Chief Kipley Will Investigate. | 

Alleged tardiness of the police in arresting 
O'Malley and their éfforts to prevent the 
shooting from becoming known probably 
will be made a subject of investigation by 
Chief Kipley. Detective Michael Whalen 
admitted that he, Lieutenant J. M. Collins, 
and Sergeant Cummings were in the saloon 
when the shooting occurred. According tu 
Dr. Crowe, Detective Whalen, who took Mr. 
Lyman away in a@ carriage, earnestly re- 
quested that the affair be kept from the 
newspapers. Detective Whalen said he sup- 
posed the shooting was an accident. He 
said he heard only one shot, while Dr. 
Crowe insisted that two shots must have 
been fired. He said he did nbdt arrest 
“he knew he 
could get him at any time.’’ 
The report of Lieutenant Collins states 
that he was standing talking to a friend 
when he heard a shot. He made inquiries 
and was told that the revolver was dis- 
charged accidentally. Later he learned that 
Lyman had been wounded by the revolver 
and caused the arrest of O’ Malley. 


Detective Whalen’s Report. 
Detective Whalen, in his report to the 
Chief, states that he entered Lyons & O'’ Mal- 
ley’s saloon together with Lyman and Kelly. 
He and Kelly left, but returned shortly. Just 
as they entered they heard a shot and saw 
O'Malley with a revolver in his hands. 
Whalen took the pistol away from him and 
then asked if any one had been hurt. He

But if, on the other hand, 
the shooting was done with deliberate in- 
tention, then we will see. that the prigoners 
are brought to trial for it. I will at¥once 
make-an investigation of the case together 
with Inspector Heidelmeier, ‘and will then 
be able. to say just what course we will 
pursue.”’ 

Heidelmeier Makes a Statement. 

Late in the evening Inspector Heidelmeier 
called on the Chief and had a long talk 
with him. Inspector Heidelmeier after- 
wards made the following statement: 

‘Lieutenant Collins: and Officer Whalen 
have made full reports in writing concerning 
the O'Malley shooting and I am satisfied that 
both did their full duty, and will prefer no 
charges against them. Lieutenant Collins 
did not learn of the shooting at O’Malley’s 
saloon, but was notified of it by Officer 
Whalen, and immediately arrested O’ Malley 
and Broderick. Whalen did not arrest 
O’Malley tn the saloon because he thought 
the affair was an accident and knew that 
fhe could get O’Malley at any time. 

** O’ Malley is locked up at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station and I will not let him go 
on bond until I have a written statement 
from the physician that Lyman is entirely 
out of danger. The reason that I was not 
notified immediately of the shooting is that 
I was not feeling well and had left orders 
not to be disturbed unless for a matter of 
great importance.”’

The first of these congresses will be that 
of ‘‘ Woman's Work and Institutions,” to be

‘“‘ All: papers are supposed to be read in 
French,’ said Mrs. Henrotin, ‘‘ and early 
notification may be essential to allow time 
for brushing up on the language. I have not 
had time to judge how widely my letters 
are to be responded to. Emily Sertain of 
Pennsylvania, Amelia Hofer, well known 
in Chicago educational matters, and Pro- 
fessor Lucy Salmon of Vassar are to accept 
departments in the congresses. 

The main features of these assemblages 
of women are to point out woman’s enlarged 
sphere in life. It will. be a great showing 


for Europe to see how the American woman 


has advanced. These women’s congresses 
will cover nearly every field of woman’s en- 
deavor.”’

WANT NATIONAL GUARD FREED 


EN and officers of the Illinois Na- 

tional Guard are a unit in the de- 

mand: “‘ Divorce the State military 

establishment from politics.’”” They 
declare the regiments to be in better 
condition than ever before, and yet 
there are signs of disintegration at a dozen 
different points. Bickerings, trivial but 
troublesome, have resulted in the mustering 
out of a company in one place, and the dis- 
banding of a company in another, until the 
feeling has become general that political 
interference with the affairs of the guard 
must be done away with. 

Members of the regiments say the recent 
troubles have been on the surface, and due 
in almost every instance to politics. Yet 
they have threatened serious results in the 
Second and the Seventh Regiments. 

The general uncertainty as to the condi- 
tion of the guard at this time, almost two 
years after it was called into service in the 
Spanish war, has suggested to Tue TrRIs- 
‘UNE an investigation of the exact state of 
the different commands. The results of this 
inquiry have shown the various regiments 
to be in a flourishing condition. The First, 
in the opinion of its officers, was never in 
such good shape, having almost 900 men, 
and but one Captaincy vacant. The best of 
feeling obtains between the men and the of- 
ficers. The Second has fifty more men, but 
is hardly so strong financially as the First. 

The Seventh Regiment numbers almost 
600 men. It possesses one of the best com- 
panies in the State, Cassidy’s Veterans, num- 
bering eighty-five men, every one of whom 
saw service in Cuba during the recent war. 
More than 250 men of the Seventh turned 
out in the parade on St. Patrick's day, and 
twice the number would have been in the 
line of march had the weather been milder. 
The regiment is greatly in need of uniforms, 
but the recent efforts of Colonel Daniel Mo- 
riarity, Roger Sullivan, and ex-Mayor Hop- 
kins to get the uniforms by private subscrip- 
tions have occasioned some criticism among 
the men, who feel that the State should pro- 
vide them. 

The cavalry squadron is regarded by its 
men and officers as being in the best of con- 
dition. The Naval Militia has a membership 
of 700 men, 400 in the First Ship's Crew, with 
headquarters in Chicago, and 300 in the 
Second, with headquarters in Quincy. The 
Naval Militia is reported by officers and men 
as in the soundest condition and flourishing. 
Efforts to inject politics into the First Ship’s 
Crew at the recent election of officers has 
caused some dissatisfaction, leading to a 
number of withdrawals among the men, and 


* 


resignations on the part of some officers. 
The troubles, however, are not expected to 
lead to any serious results. 


National Guard in Ill!nois is in bet- 
ter condition than it ever was before,’ said 
Lieutenant Colonel E. T. Glennon of the 
First Brigade. ‘‘ Some companies have dis- 
banded and some have been mustered out. 
But the trouble is always small, and fails to 
affect materially the'condition of the Guard 
generally. Company D of the Second Regi- 
ment was mustered out for reasons that 
were sufficient to satisfy any one. There 
were good reasons for the action of the Col- 
onel of the regiment, and if the whole truth 
did not come out it was because this was 
better for all concerned. Battery D has dis- 
banded, but it was on account of political 
differences among the members. ‘The Bat- 
tery never has been in so flourishing a con- 
dition as it was during the time it was lo- 


‘cated on the lake front. 


“Enlistment among the different regi- 
ments is rather slow at present. Thisisina 
great measure due to the fact that men who 
have a desire to enter a regiment hesitate 
from a fear that, not having gone to the 
front in tne late war, they might be sub- 
jected to some chaffing on the part of the 
boys who did. Whe manner in which the 
regiments are supported is also in a great 
measure responsible for any apparent lack 
of vigor. Most of the regiments have an 
appropriation of $9,000 a year. This is paid 
semi-annually, but not in advance. The 


current bills must be met by the officers, or 


by funds gained through private subscrip- 
tion, or raised by balls and entertainments. 
The State does not afford the regiments 
sufficient support. ‘The constant drdin on 
the moneyed men of the regiments causes a 
dissatisfaction that rapidly develops into 
lack of interest, and the men drop out. The 
proper thing for the State to do is to build 
armories. This is done in the East, and it 
should be here. The county could give, the 
ground for the buildings and the State 
erect the armories. At present when rent 
day comes and there are no funds on hand 
the officers must advance the money or 
prevail upon the landlord to wait. As the 
receipted bills must be sent to the State 
the landlord must also give a receipted bill 
to be forwarded to Springfield. If the money 
is slow in coming the landlord naturally 
thinks something may be wrong and writes 
to headquarters. The officer turning in the 
bills then may be court-martialed. I do not 
state this as an actual fact, but as an il- 
lustration.” 

“The First Regiment is ail right,” said 
Colonel J. B. Sanborn. “It was never in 
better condition. We keep politics out. In 
that respect we are situated better than 
some of the other regiments that seemingly

tions. Politics is something we have a mor- 
tal fear of. We refuse to countenance party 
lines or discussions of any description.”’ 


“ Politics,”” sald one of the prominent 
officers of the Second Regiment, “ has 
caused all the trouble the Second has passed 
through. At the time of the expiration of 
the commission of Colonel Moulton it was 
plain that he could not get a reélection. So 
strong was the desire to continue the Colonel 
in his office, however, that the Governor ap- 
pointed Colonel Moulton to his personal 
staff, and delegated him to command the 
regiment during the interval preceding the 
election. It was generally thought that this 
was a plan to help Colonel Moulton in his 
efforts to get a reélection. The effort did 
not succeed, however. In the Third Regi- 
ment Colonel Fred Bennett was removed. 
To accomplish this the entire regiment had 
to be mustered out while it was away during 
the war and a new regiment mustered in. 
When the Third returned it was merged into 
the framework of the new Third, but Ben- 
nett was left out. The Fourth Regiment 
went through a somewhat similar experi- 
ence. All of the regiments, however, are in 
flourishing condition, and the number of men 
in each is as great or greater than was the 
case before the war. Difficulty over the 
election of a Colonel or the resignation of 
one, two, or three officers cannot disrupt a 
regiment. No one man nor any ten men can 
disrupt a regiment. The Guard is a neces- 
sity to the State and the men are in it to 
stay. That is the feeling among our men.” 

“The Seventh Regiment has had some 
hard times, owing to political interference 
with its affairs,’’ said former Adjutant Cas- 
sidy, *‘ and there isn’t one of the men who 
would not be glad to see that element of dis- 
cord banished from our affairs. Among 
the men a political discussion or difference 
never arises. We have Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike in the regiment, although 
a common supposition is afoot that the 
Seventh is Democratia This idea is fostered. 
by a few people who profit by it to gain for 
themselves political positions. But the idea 
that any man or set of men in the regiment 
can dictate its politics or sway the vote of 
the regiments one way or another is a.mis- 
take, and any politician favoring the Sev- 
enth Regiment man with an office under the 
impression that he is enlisting the Seventh: 
in his behalf is making a mistake. 


** Politics is the only trouble tn the Seventh. 
We have over 600 men in the organizatiom’ 
and should there be a call to arms we would 
present ourselves ready for service with the 
full complement of companies filled to the 
maximum. Before the war the Second had 
about 700 men, but they went to Springfield 
with 1,441. The same would happen in 
the Seventh. There is no danger that poli- 
tics will disrupt the regiment, but there has 
been considerable trouble occasioned by po- 
litical interference in the regimental! affairs.’’

Two years of constant search by detectives

Moorehead, 57 Washington boulevard. Two 
‘hours after his arrest Martin was on his way 
to Memphis to answer to the charge of mis- 
appropriating $30,000 intrusted to his care as 
administrator of several estates of orphans. 
~ Martin was a member of the firm at 57 
Washington boulevard, organized several 
months ago, for the manufacture of vapor 
lamps. Two years ago he disappeared from 
Memphis, where he had been considered a 
wealthy citizen for years. He had had cus- 
tody gf several estates, and an investigation 
of his accounts showed a shortage of $30,000. 

Detectives worked to earn the $500 reward 
which was offered. They followed Martin 
from Memphis to Los Angeles, then to San 
Francisco, and then to Denver. Then Mar- 
tin managed to elude all pursuers and came 
to Chicago and went into business in his 
own name. 

It was learned by the authorities of the 
Southern city that he was in Chicago and a 
request was made of Captain Colleran to 
locate him. Colleran detailed Detectives 
Hartford and Tierney, and after a search of 
several weeks it was decided to give up. A 
few days ago Hartford entered the rooms oc- 
cupied by Moorehead & Martin, saw Mar- 
tin, and suspected his identity. He tele- 
graphed to Memphis, and when Detective 
Chiles arrived he identified the fugitive. The 
latter agreed to return to Memphis without 
requisition papers. Since his arrival in Chi- 
cago he has been living at 289 Washington 
boulevard.

He has 
explained his views in a sympathetic speech, 
and Lecky has dissented from the proposed 
echeme, preferring to endow liberally the 
existing Roman Catholic University in Dub- 
lin, and advocating the claims of the Irish 
for higher education in an atmosphere pe- 
culiarly their own. " 

Mr. Balfour really goes only half way, and 
his proposals will not satisfy the Roman 
hierarchy. This Irish debate leaves the 
question unsettled, and university education 
in Ireland will not be taken up by the pres- 
ent Parliament. ;

Parnell 
first said he would not perform this cere- 
mony, but since then, changing his mind, he 
has signified his readiness to pay homage 


to the Queen. 
Anna Parnell’s Bitterness. 


Anna Parnell, who holds her brother in su- 
preme contempt, again writes saying that 
absolute indifference is not a. sufficiently 
marked attitude for the Irish Nationalists 
to adopt toward the Queen. She deprecates 
‘‘unmannerly hooting,’’’ but: suggests that 
the crowds should sing Irish national and 
Boer songs. She proceeds: 

‘*As to the decorations, the only proper 
color will be black. The Queen is said to 
like the insignia of mourning, and there is 
no reason why she should not see plenty of It. 
Every day of her reign the Irish people have 
had to wear mourning in their hearts, though 
it has made them far too poor to wear it on 
their backs.”’ | 

Archbishop Walsh, at present in Rome, 
found that Lord Mayor Pito had put his 
name on the Committee of Decorations for 


‘the Queen’s visit without his assent. The 


Archbishop telegraphed him ‘that-this was 
an impertinence and ordered its removal. 
‘Other public men whose assent Pito had also 
assumed did likewise. 

Meanwhile Tim Harrington, M. P., in- 
forms me that Pito will be defeated when 
his term as member of the corporation ex- 
pires next January, and every Nationalist 
councillor who voted for an address to th 
Queen will also be rejeeted. 


Not All Against the Queen. 


The feeling of the Nationalists is not all 
against the Queen, but against Lurd Mayor 
Pito for what they regard as a gratuitous 
piece of toadyigm. The Queen will be well 
received—in fact, in the excitement of the 
moment, the Nationalists quietly admit, 
Irishmen may demonstrate with a fervor 
of hospitality which may be taken for con- 
tentment under British rule. ) 

The Queen and the royal family, as well 
as the government here, are anxious to calm 
the excitement raised by the Lord Mayor’s 
indiscreet act. The Duke of Connaught ex- 
pressly stated in Belfast on Thursday, in 
complete corroboration of my special in- 
formation, that the idea of the visit to Ire- 
land “‘ was the Queen’s own” and had no 
political intent or significance whatever. 

It will be a godsend to Dublin, where trade 
has been stagnant of'late. Immense crowds 
will flock there. Already the hotels are 
booked full. In addition the royal visit is 
expected to make Ireland a fashionable holi- 


day resort for the English this year, and 


especially as the violent hatred of France 
will keep the English away from the Paris 
exhibition.

PARIS, March 24.—Crooks are swarming 
to Paris for the exposition, the crowds prom- 
ising a splendid field for all sorts of confi- 
dence games. Already the courts are busy 
dealing with scores of swindling cases. 

The authorities, through the newspapers, 
warn everybody—especially foreigners—to 
fight shy of alluring promises concerning 
cheap hotel accommodations, agreeable fe- 
male guides, concessions within the grounds, 
societies of mutual entertainment, and for- 
tune-making schemes offering 500 per cent 
on the investment. 

Every Consul tells pitiful stories of people 
brought here from their different countries 
by fallacious promises of exposition employ- 
ment, and despoiled of their little resources 
by the advertising sharks. Now the victims 
are only anxious to be assistedhome. There 
is such an outpouring of needy strangers 
that hundreds apply to fill every conceivable 
position. 

The manager of a fashionable hotel told 
me that he engaged yesterday as chamber- 
maids three New York typewriters, who 
came here together two months ago, and 
had been unable to find work among the 
English-speaking firms. Now these girls are. 
paid 20 cents daily and board. In New York 
they held positions worth $15 and $20 a 
week. 

Shows American Energy. 

Commissioners Peck and Woodward yes- 
terday went to Rouen to attend the banquet 
tendered to the officers of the Prairie by the 
Rouen Chamber of Commerce. The Amer- 
ican cruiser returned today. ale 
Mr. Peck says the loss of the 
freighter Pauillac will not disorganize the 
American official section, but it will seriously 
impede several important private American 
firms. The commissioner cabled to the ex- 
hibiters to duplicate their exhibits abroad 
the Pauillac and ship them immediately, 
since the insurance companies consider the 
steamer lost, and at any rate it is impossible 
at this juncture to brook further delay. 

The French papers violently denounce the 
Campagnie Générale Transatlantique for 
jeopardizing lives and the success of the 
exposition by using a ship unfit to take 
to sea. They publish letters from members 
of the Pauillac’s crew, sent from New 
York, describing the lamentable state of the 
Everything was continually break- 
ing down during the outgoing voyage. As 
the French line is heavily subsidized, a par- 
liamentary investigation is probable. 


English Colonial Exhibits. 


The English colonies are rapidly nearing 
the completion of their section. It occupies 


that granted to the colonies of other nations. 
Ceylon is making a great show of its gold 
mines. Natives, too, will show the process 
of handling Ceylon tea and coffee from the 
bushes to the packages ready for shipment. 
India is beginning to unpack thousands of 
huge cases, displaying a marvelous variety 
of products. Within the same inclosure In- 
dia possesses a bungalow ‘devoted to an 
Indian restaurant, wherein exotic meals will 
be served by natives. 


Cable Message Exhibit. 

From the Electricity Building to the Vin- 
cennes Annex, three miles distant, a sub- 
marine cable will be laid at the bottom of the 
River Seine. At each end a complete cable 
station will be operated to show the public 
how transocean messages are sent and re- 
ceived. Few people realize how radically 
different the process is from ordinary tel- 
egraphing. The public will be permitted to 
send souvenir dispatches. 

Likewise the postoffice which was in- 
Stalled at the top of Eiffel tower in 1889 will 
again open. Souvenir letters, Ulustrated 
post cards, and telegrams will be stamped 
“Sommet de la Tour Eiffel, Paris Exposi- 
tion Universelle, 1900." On the second and 
third stories of the tower restaurants will 
be refitted, as well as the Hiffel tower roof 
garden, which has Deen so popular here 
every summer. 

Diamonds from Australia. 
Australia will make a feature of its 
precious stones and mines, besides showing 
how the gems are polished from the rough. 
Famous jewelsof the whole world, belonging 
to the crowned heads ef Europe, Indian 
Rajahs, or American millionaires, will be 
admirably imitated, so that the exhibit will 
constitute the most marvelous collection of 
gems éver gathered. The showcases will be 
guarded during twenty hours by detectives, 
At night time the whole exhibit will be low- 
ered hydraulically inte the vaults built ume 
derneath. 


In the Swiss Village. 

I visited the Swiss village, where the little 
confederation expects to boom its tourist 
business, whence half the income of its 
inhabitants is derived. It is really astonish- 
ing to see how successfully the whole pic- 
turesqueness of Switzerland has been con- 
densed into that twelve-acre plot. Moun- 
tains have been built, and a forest of firs 
and chestnuts planted among the rocky de- 
clivities and gorges, and the charming val- 
leys. The village proper nestles between the 
green hills. There is a mountain lake feed- 
ing many cataracts and a considerable 
stream. Miraculous bridges at dizzy heights 
have been built on the overhanging rocks. 

In curious nooks, reached by steep bridle 
paths, are cottages and resthouses. There 
is a reproduction of the St. Bernard mon- 
astery and inns and population. Guides, 
watchmakers, and milkmaids, dressed in ap- 
propriate costumes, will sell cuckoo clocks, 
alpenstocks, and fresh milk, 

A diorama effect will prolong the vista, 
showing in the far distance the glaciers of 
the snow-topped Alps. 

Unique Glass Palace. 

A glass palace, just completed last night, 
tried its electric illumination. That edifice 
exemplifies the most bizarre architecture, 
It is made entirely of glass of many colors, 
and even stands over a grotto made of glass 
blocks. 

Within there will be glassworking in all its 
branches—even the spinning and weaving of 
giass into gorgeous dresses. When lighted 
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will give the building, with the luminous 
cascade pouring out of the glass grotto, the 
appearance of some fairyland castle glow- 
ing marvelously from the darkness. 


The Society of.Christian Progress will. 


have several rather sensational exhibits, 
among others a wax museum showing how 
criminals have been tortured and executed 
in all countries. The figures have lifelike 
facial expressions, and some of them are 
calculated not only to illustrate the cruelty 
of capital punishment but to send beholders 
into fits. The same society shows in the 
same way the horrors of vivisection. All 
sorts of harsh experiments have been so 
faithfully reproduced that the animals op- 
erated on seem alive. 


Will Interest Americans. 

At the Engineering Palace I today dis- 
covered an exhibit sure to interest all Amer- 
ican visitors.. It is a relief production of 
the Isthmus of Panama, some sixty feet 
wide, and sufficiently large to show every 
detail of the ground. The visitor will be 
able to follow several canal courses over the 
light steel bridge spanning the relief map 
and judge for himself which route he would 
prefer. 

The present state of the work in Panam 
and Nicaragua has been reproduced, with 
the docks, locks, drags, laborers, gangs, and 
the harbors of both oceahs. 

Another interesting relief map reproduces 
Niagara Falls, showing how our engineers 
have utilized the enormous force to produce 
electric power. 


In the Transvaal Section. 
The Transvaal section includes four square 
.constructions. The chief building will face 
the Avenue d’Jena. In this will be shown 
all the documents, maps, photographs, plans, 
books, etc., having to do with the various 
branches of the administration, such as pub- 


lic instruction, railroads, postal and tele-“ 


graphic service, etc. 

In the same building will be a mineralogical! 
exhibit and a valuable collection of Kaffir 
curiosities. Behind this pavilion will be the 
Boer farmhouse, an excellent reproduction of 
the humble abode of the Transvaal peasant. 
This is a one-story structure, thatch-roofed 
and primitive. The only luxury possessed 
by the Transvaal peasant is an harmonium, 
used to accompany his singing of hymns. 
This and an old “ Staten’ Bible will ap- 
pear as in the Transvaal. 

Near the Trocadero there will be a mine’ 
gallery leading to a refining plant, where the 
ore will be worked. 

California has opened sumptuous offices 
opposite the opera. These headquarters are 
independent of the American commission. 
The Californians intend to attract attention 
to the resources of their State by all possi- 
ble means during the exposition. 


RUSH WORK ON PARIS FAIR. 


No Effort Being Spared to Complete Ex- 
. position, but It Will Not Be En- 
tirely Ready Before June 15. 


THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY C. |. BARNA RD.) 
PARIS, March 24.—Work on the éxhibition 
is now going on at the highest possible 
pressure, and continues night and day with- 
out a break. Relays of artists, plasterers, 
painters, and decorators are succeeding one 
another. With marvelous rapidity the out- 
side stell, as it were, of the world’s fair has 
at last assumed definite shape and form, the 
delicate pearl tones of the principal build- 
ings contrasting here and there with the 
reds and greens. Along the river front the 
light and graceful architectural schemes 
unquestionably give a brighter, more bril- 
Mant, and more artistic aspect than has yet 
been attained in Paris. | 

A spectator can already realize that the 
superb vista made by the broad, spacious 
Avenue Nicolas, leading from the Elysée 
Palace to the Invalides, and passing over the 
its four ele- 
vated golden groups of winged angels, trans- 
forms and beautifies Paris more than any- 
thing accomplished since the days of Baron 
Haussmann and the second empire. The 
American department is undoubtedly further 
advanced than any other foreign section, but 
the plaster is not yet dry, and scarcely any- 
‘thing can be done in any of the thirty-four 
different American isolated exhibits until the 
French authorities are ready to finally turn 
them over for installation. 

Commissary General Picard has made a 
concession to the wishes expressed by 
American and English exhibiters that the 
opening ceremonies do not take place on a 
Sunday, as was originally intended. Conse- 
quently the official opening of the world’s 
fair will take place at 2 o’clock on Saturday, 
April 14, but the intending visitors should not 
infer from this fact that the exhibition will 
be completed by April 14. 

Consultation with the most competent ex- 
perts unfortunately leads to the conclusion 
that it cannot be until June 15 that the ex- 
hibition will really be ready. Visitors ar- 
riving here before the middle of June will in- 


evitably lose much of their time in waiting | 


for the various departments to be systemat- 
feally arranged and displayed to advantage. 
Even in the two principal palaces scarcely 
anything has yet been finished in the in- 
terior, and Americans, especially those who 
wish to make thorough studies of special 
sections and of technical features, will find 
it scarcely worth while to begin any serious 
investigation of the wonders of the world’s: 
fair before the middie of June. —

Rare Illustrated, Manuscripts. 

The principal works in the library consist 
of manuscripts enriched with miniatures 
and rare editions with superb antique bind- 
ings. One of the most important numbers 
is a book of hours produced at the end of 
the fourteenth century for De Bouci- 
cault, the Marshal of France, and his wife, 
Antoinette de Turenne. It formerly belonged 
to Diane de Poitiers, and bears notes and in- 
scriptions in Henri IV.’s own handwriting. 
The miniatures which adorn the book are 
classed among the finest executed in the 
reign of Charles VI. Another work is an 
original edition of Bossuet’s history of the 
Protestant churches, published in Paris in 
1689, and superbly bound in red morocco by 
Du Seuil. This was Bossuet’s own copy, re- 
vised and corrected by himself, and contain- 
ing numerous notes and additions in his 
handwriting. 

Then there is the Cyclopedie de Xenophon, 
in quarto, published at Lyons in 1555, which 
belonged to Catherine de Medicjs, and con- 
tains Catherine’s signature and annotation 
in her handwriting. It is bound in lemon 
colored morocco, and is considered by ex- 
perts one of the most remarkable specimens 
existing of sixteenth century binding. 

Another rare work is the Q®uvres 
Morales de Plutarque,’’ in seven volumes, 
dated Paris, 1574. It is bound by Nicolas 
Eve in morocco, with the arms of Charles 
IX., to whom it first belonged. 

The first volume bears annotations in 
Charles IX.’s handwriting, but the second 
volume, however, is badly defaced. 


Many Other Curious Books. 

There are many other works in rich antique 
bindings with the arms of Francis 1., Henri 
‘IL, and Louis XIV., and also some fine 
eighteenth century books beautifully illus- 
trated with pastoral and amorous subjects 
bound with the arms of Mme. du Barry, 
Comtesse d’Artois, to whom they belonged. 

One of the most curious works is a morocco 
bound catalogue of the collection of the 
brother-in-law of Mme. du Barry, known as 
‘* Le Roue,’’ which was sold on Nov. 21, 1774. 
“Le Roue’’ was present at that sale and 
illustrated the margins of pages with charm- 
ing crayon sketches of the pictures, statues, 
and vases as they passed before him in the 
salesroom. 

Another interesting manuscript with six- 
teen- miniatures in the sixteenth century’ 
period is attributed to Geoffroy Tory. It has 
an eighteenth century binding, and at the 
sale of the Duke of Hamilton’s collection in 
1889 it fetched $6,000.

BERLIN, March 24.—[{Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—During the coming 
week the naval bill comes up before the 
special Reichstag committee.

ments pro and con were pretty thoroughly 
exhausted in the plenary debates, but the 
question of how the expenses, which alto- 
gether are supposed to amount to 170,000,- | 
000 marks, are to be met, will occasion lively — 
discussions. 

_ The government still adheres to the belief 
that no special taxation is necessary, but 
that the naural increase of the population, 
now nearly a million annually, brings suf- 
ficient increase in the amount of taxes to 
meet the required expenditures, always pro- 
vided that the present state of commercial 
prosperity throughout the empire continues. 

Against this calculation the Centrists es- 
pecially maintain that it is too uncertain 
and must reckon with years of depression. 
This party proposes new taxes, placing the 
weight of the fleet expenses on commercial 
circles, particularly on boerse operators and 
exporters. Naturally, the Liberal parties 
object to this. 


Since other tmportant questions, like the 
meat and HeinZe bills, have focussed public 
attention for weeks, the government is now 
reéngaged, through the semi-official press,

The realization of Canada’s dream of a 
fast Atlantic steamship service surpassing 
the services between New York and Europe 
is indefinitely postponed. The shipping in- 
terests of Great Britain are so active as a 
result of the war in south Africa it is found 
impossible to bring the negotiations to a 
favorable issue. 

Even the Canadian Pacific railway mag- 
nates, with all the resources at their com- 
mand, seem to be unequal to the task of 
furnishing this service. Canada will have to 
wait until the war is ovér and large fleets of 
modern steamships are freed to resume their 
stations on the regular lines of passage. 

A dull interval in shipbuilding circles is 
then looked for, when Canada’s scheme may 
be taken up again with some prospect of 
success. The Canadian government is re- 
solved to have an unsurpassed service or 
none at all. 


Plans of Prohibitionists. 


The enrollment of the army of 100,000 
pledged men to work for the election to 
Parliament of men only who can be depended 
on to vote for prohibition, does not satisfy 
the Dominion Council of the Roya! Templars 
of Canada. The report of that body, pre- 
sented to the annual session, calls for Imme- 
diate stéps to turn out the Laurier govern- 
ment. The Dominion Alliance army plan is 
considered too slow. 5 

The army of 100,000 might be doing more 
effective work in a direct effort to defeat the 
government, it is cgntended, than by con- 
centrating effort on a remote object. If the 
government can be defeated at the polls, it 
is claimed, the next step, the introduction 
and carrying of prohibition would be found 
all the easier. ,

THREE PUZZLES TOSOLVE. 


GREAT BRITAIN EMBARRASSED BY 
PERPLEXING QUESTIONS. 


Lord Salisbury’s Cabinet Called Upon 
to Face the Problems of Dissolution 
ef Parliament, Imperial Federa- 
tion, and the Treatment of the Sv- 
Called Rebel Prisoners in South 
Afriea—Election Likely to Depend 
Entirely on Duration of the War. 


LONDON, March 24.—(Copyright, 1900, 
the Associated Press.}]—Three questions in- 
volving endless controversy and speculation 
have been rife during the week. They are 


the possibility of the dissolution of Parlia-.| 


ment in the summer, imperial federation, 
and the method of treatment of the so-called 
rebel prisoners in south Africa. 

So far as Parliament is concerned, it migh- 
as well dissolve at once for all the interest 
that is being taken in its proceedings. 

Many apparently inspired articles appear 
forecasting dissolution at various dates, but 
as a matter of fact the existence of the 
present House depends entirely upon the 
progress of British arms in south Africa. 
If they meet with quick success there will 
be, it is thought, an early dissolution. If the 
war drags on Lord Salisbury will retair 
power till the last moment allowed by the 
British constitution. 

With less than a year in which to go to 
the country it is only natural that the gov- 
ernment will seize the most opportune mo- 
ment, but rio member of the Cabinet belleves 
that such a moment has yet come within the 
limits of reasonable determination, in spite 
of the fact that the Commander-in-Chief 
of the forces, Lord Wolseley, is credited with 
prophesying that Lord Roberts will be in 
Pretoria on May 15. , 

May Come in June. 

Ifthe forecast of the almost forgotten 
chief commander of the British army should 
prove correct, it would not be at all unlikely 
that Lord Salisbury may appeal to the 
electors in June. But several of the Cabinet 
Ministers, including Lord Lansdowne, the 


_ Secretary of State for War, have small hope 


that the war will be over before the fall of 
this year. With such a diversion of opinion 
prevailing in the best informed circles re- 
garding the duration of the conflict, it is 

ently futile to prophesy regarding the 

hure of the present government. 

~The latter is obviously dependent upon the 
former. Lord Salisbury has not any inten- 
tion of appealing to the voters until the 
British arms triumph in south Africa, and no 
one of any importance has yet been brave 
enough to declare over his own name when 


such an event is likely to be accomplished. 


When the general election comes it can 
scareely fail to return the present admin- 
istration to power, unless between this time 
and that period some miracle effects the 
cohesion of the disintegrated Liberal party. 
So disintegrated does this party appear to 
be that Sir Edward Grey, the shining light 
of the Rosebery faction, found it necessary 
this week, when speaking at the City Liberal 


club, London, to protest that internal dis- 


sension was no just cause for the death of 
the basic Liberal principles. 

It is a curious travesty upon truth that 
imperial federation and the formation of 
some great council of the empire have been 
brought more to public notice by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the Canadian Premier, in his speech 
at Ottawa than even by the presence in Lon- 
don of the federation delegates from Aus- 
tralia,

#ontrast with Sir Wilfrid Lawson, the Eng- 
lish Liberal, who insists that the war is not 
justified. Yet those who know the under- 
cufrents thoroughly are well aware that the 
Canadian Premier’s attitude and unwilling- 
nese to send out Canadian troops caused the 
Colonial office more anxiety than almost any 
recent occurrence. 

However, the imperial federation move- 
ment grows daily. The Imperial Federation 
committee has secured from Lord Salisbury 
& promise to seriously consider its proposals 
for the imperial council to watch over the 
intérests of the empire as a whole. 

On all sides articles appear debating the 
ways and means by which the colonies, who 


. have participated in the defense of the em- 


pire, may have a voice in its councils. 


Difficulties in the Way. 

What difficulties stand in the way of this 
are apparent from the proceedings of the 
Australian delegates daily visiting the Col- 
onial office in the interests of their federa- 


tion bill. All sorts of unexpected hitches 


have come up, and it is feared the federation 
may have to be submitted ad referendum 
to the Australian people in consequence of 
the changes, which, after closer inspection 
by the imperial authorities appear neces- 
sary, although the bill has already been 
passed by Australia, and the referendum 
would delay action for almost a year. 

The question of the colonial prisoners, 
from being the subject.of cable messages 


exchanged between Lord Salisbury and. 


President Kruger, has sprung into general 
discussion. 

In this connection it is understood that 
President Kruger set the ball rolling by de- 
manding that colonial insurgents and Brit- 
ish subjects commandeered by the Boers 
should, when captured, be treated as prison- 
ers of war, or else reprisals would be taken 
on the British prisoners at Pretoria. 

Lord Salisbury replied, saying he would 
deal with the rebels as seemed fit, and would 
hold President Kruger personally resposi- 
ble for the treatment of the Pretoria prison- 
ers, whereupon President Kruger is re- 
ported to have rejoined that he would hold 
Lord Salisbury personally responsible for 
the rebels, or something of that nature. 

Puzzle for Salisbury. 

On all sides it ie being discussed what 
should be done with the insurgents captured 
by the British. A commission of British 
Judges to go out to the Cape is talked of, 
though this is scarcely likely to happen. 
The predominating feeling seems to favor 
the poli¢y of leniency now being carried out 
under Lord Roberts’ direction, in spite of the 
fact that both through cable dispatches from 
south Africa and letters from English read- 
ers in the newspapers there has been a bitter 
outcry against allowing the insurgents to go 
ecot free. 

But the sober-minded newspapers are con- 
vinced of the fact that the main objective is 
a peaceful, prosperous south Africa under 
British rule, and that vengeful justice will 
not tend toward the accomplishment of this. 
They endeavor to allay harsh criticism of the 
present methods, but nevertheless now that 
British territory has been practically re- 
gained and the Orange Free State is nominal- 
ly annexed, the question of the treatment 
of the insurgents forms one ofthe most 
important questions upon which both British 
and south African opinions seem hopelessly 
divided. 


MAY CLOSE-LAKESIDE RESORT. 


Hotel Fixtures and Electric Plant of 
‘Methodist Summering Place Are’ 
Seized on a Judgment. 


Toledo, O., March 24.—The Moss National 
Bank of Sandusky, acting through Attorney 
H. L. Peeke, has seized all the movable 
property of the Lakeside company, includ- 


ing the hotel outfit and electric plant. This [ 


would indicate the ultimate wiping out of the 
famous Methodist resort. The action is be- 
gun to secure a judgment of $5,000 against 
the Lekeside company, and was made pos- 
sible by the recent removal of the com- 
pany’s receiver.

GLAD REDMOND IS CAPTURED. 


Detectives Talk of the Long Chase and 
Arrest at Manila of Alleged 
Murderer. 


The capture of James Redmond, reported 
to have been made at Manila, is looked upon 
with much interest in detective circles, end- 
ing, as it does, a Ong search. Redmond and 
John Kennedy were indicted on the charge 
of murdering Miss Emma Schumacher in 
Kansas City in February, 1898. 

The Superintendent of Pinkerton’s Chi- 
cago office, was in charge of the 
Kansas City office at the time of the mur- 
der. “*‘ The evidence against Redmond,” he 
said, “‘all comes from witnesses who ap- 
peared at the preliminary hearing. The fact 
- that .Marietta Younger, sister of the fa-

mous Younger brothers, was involved in the 


affair added to-the interest. It is charged 
that. Redmond and Kennedy entered Miss 
Schumacher’s store, and attempted to hold 
her up. It is believed she shot Redmond in 
the face. She then wasshot. An old negro 
servant in the household of Marietta Young- 
er testified that Redmond and Kennedy came 
there on the night of the murder, and that 
-one of them had a wound in the cheek. The 
wounded man was kept there for some time, 
while the officers hunted for him. 

Kennedy was captured, but got out on bail. 
On Jan. 3, 1898, he held up a Kansas City, 
Fort Scott and Memphis train at Macomb, in 
the Ozark Mountains. He is now serving 
a seventeen-year term in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for this train robbery. 

“Redmond was heard of by Captain 
Hayes in Montauk Point, when the Rough 
Riders were there. A dectiv@ was sent to 
arrest him, but, through an order of Roose- 
velt’s, was not allowed to make the arrest. 
He did not have all the papers. Redmond 
had enlisted under the name of Saville.”

Creighton brothers were employed in the 
construction of the Union Pacific railroad 
and other large enterprises. : 
Edward Creighton had one ideal in life and 
that was to found a free institution of learn- 
ing to be conducted under Catholic auspices, 
but he died intestate and the plans he had 
outlined were left unprovided for. His wife, 


Mrs. Mary Lucretia Creighton,‘inherited his - 


entire fortune. She knew of her husband's 
plans and determined to put them into 
execution. In her will she bequeathed $150,- 
000 to the founding of a college that should 
bear her husband's name, and Creighton 
College was erected in the City of Omaha 
and given overto the Jesuit Order. One con- 
dition of the gift and endowment was that

Why the Opera at the Auditorium 
Lacks Patronage. 


Chicago, March 23.—[{Editor of The Tribune. j— 
Much has been said lately by the musical critics 
of the Chicago papers about the lack of patronage 
and peculiar indifference of the public to the 
Operatic attractions offered at the Auditorium. 
With the Grau forces high prices prevailed. With 
the French Opera company the best seats on the 
floor cost $1.50—50 cents less than is charged by 
Many first-class dramatic companies—and yet 
they sing to scanty houses, most discouraging to 
the company and to those who do attend, for it 
is infinitely more pleasant and cheerful to sit in 
& comfortably-filled house than in a forest of 
empty benches. Many reasons have been offered 
ood this. But here is one which I think has some 
claim: 

Theater-going is largely a matter of habit. 
People get into the way of going to certain thea- 
ters, and these theaters have their regular patrons. 
The Studebaker is the most vivid example of this 
theory, where people go the same evening or the 
Same afternoon of every week, in many cases hold- 
ing the same seats throughout the season. There 
has never been, and could not be, an ‘‘ Auditorium 
habit,” for the reason that the,Auditorium re- 
mains dark the greater part of the year, opening 
Sometimes once and sometimes twice a year for 
Stand opera and two days out of twenty-two 
Weeks each year for the Thomas eoncerts. Put 
there is nothing in all this to-get or keep the peo- 
ble in the habit of attending that theater. It 
does not come within the range of thought of the 
Sverage theater-goer, and when an opera company 

come it has to expend a week or more of its 
time and strength waiting for the public to start 
the ball rolling in its direction. 

Now, it seems to me that a change in the method 
of conducting the Auditorium would surely rem- 
edy thie defect in Chicago which promises soon to 
Geprive us of all grand opera. Surely the Audi- 
torlum is available for some other attractions be- 
Sides grand opera and concerts, and I verily be- 
lieve that if the Auditorium should be kept open 
all the year around with one attraction and an- 
Other the public would soon form the habit of 
S0ing there just as they do to other places of 
S™tsement. As it is at present the opera com- 
panies that come here-are simply sacrificed to the 
“nfamiliarity of the house owing to its infrequent

The letter now being sent out to all agents of 
the company in the United States by General 
Manager Theodore W. Letton of the Prussian 
National of Germany, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago, calling attention to heavy losses last year 
and asking their co#peration in picking out those 
risks that have been found particularly unprofitable 
in past years has touched a responsive chord with 
insurance men generally. Mr. Letton has se- 
lected stocks of merchandise in brick buildings 
and the more’ hazardous classes of specials as 
needing a flat advance of at least 25 per cent to 
bring them up to a paying basis. 

** There are many places throughout the coun- 
try where agents do not come under the jurisdic- 
tion of underwriting boards,’’ said Mr. Letton yes- 
terday. ‘If a risk is written at an unprofitable

Interest in Cassidy Case. 

Cassidy’s case attracted much attention at 
the time of his ruling off. He was andisa 
prominent St. Louis man and was a member 
of the Jockey club there. Heis wealthy and 
was a heavy bettor. He made it a habit to 
reward jockeys and trainers for services 
rendered him, but he went outside the 
bounds when he presented to Jockey Houck 
a ticket calling for $50 on the favorite in a 
race where Houck was riding an 8 to 1 shot. 
Be it said to Houck’s credit that he went on 
and won with his mount and threw the fifty 
away, but he was violating a rule in accept- 
ing the ticket, and he was dealt with at the 
same time the rule about gifts to jockeys 
was applied to Mr. Cassidy. 

He pleaded ignorance of the rule, but the 
stewards would not accept that as an ex- 
cuse, and in spite of his prominence and in- 
fluence, Mr. Cassidy was made to feel the 
weight of turf law. He did not take his 
ruling off kindly, and when he failed to se- 
cure reinstatement he applied to the courts 
for relief. Being a wealthy man and a 
fighter, he will probably take his case inte 
the Supreme Court, an event which would 
not unwelcome to the Jockey clubs, for 
the reason that a Supreme Court decision 
upon the matter would be of inestimable 
value to the clubs, providing, of course, that 
Mr. Cassidy lost. | 

Riley Grannan tried to force his way into 
the Westchester track and was ejected. He 
had been told previously that his presence 
was objectionable and that he would not be 
permitted the use of the grounds. He went 
into court and everybody thought he would 
beat the case, but the New York jurists de- 
cided that a Jockey club might bar an ob- 
jectionable character from its grounds at 
its option. 

J udge Talty is not without a certain sense 
of humor. His decision was couched in the 
legal terms of his profession and in the 
decorous tones which belong to his position, 
but he could not refrain from saying in 
conclusion, that the plaintiff did not show 
oy his being deprived of the privileges of 
the track was a hardship upon him. On the 
contrary, it was the opinion of the Judge 
that the plaintiff was better off outside than 
— Which may set Mr, Cassidy to think- 
ng. 

Poor Men and Racing. 

We were talking about the plaints of the 
poor owners in the racing game when the 
track manager, who makes up programs and 
does other difficult things for his jockey 
club, opened up a new set of ideas con- 
cerning the poor man. “I don’t believe 
the poor man has any business with a race- 
horse, anyhow. That isa rich man’s sport. 
A poor man cannot afford to feed a poor 
horse, and he cannot afford to keep a good 
one at the price which a rich man will pay 
him for it, and it is time the poor man got 
_ of the business and went at something 
else. 

“These poor men’s horses are a turf 
nuisance. The owners are ever at the asso- 
ciation to give them races that their poor 
horses can win. That is putting a premium 
on the breeding and training of dogs, and I 
don't believe in it. And if a poor man’s 
horse can’t win good races it is a kindness 
to him to force him into getting rid of that 
horse and stopping the feed bills as soon as 
possible. He will just drag on season after 
season, getting deeper in debt every year. 

**I sympathize with the poor man in every 
other walk of life, but he hasn't any busi- 
ness dallying with the turf. That belongs 
to the fellow who can buy his horses and pay 
the bills for an entire season before he starts 
a candidate." 

Never thought of it that way before, but 
there is some reason in what the track man- 
ager says. Poor men have grown rich in 
the racing of horses, but many a compara- 
tively poor one has fallen into pauperism 
through trying to keep a stable of mediocre 
horses going along from year to year. 

Manager McEvoy tells me that he intends 
to make liberal provision for the jumpers 
at the Hawthorne meetings this summer. 
That is in line with what the other associa- 
tions are doing for the “ lepper.”’ Since the 
National Hunt and Steeplechase association 
took hold of the jumping game in a proper 
way and began to offer money sufficient to 
make a high class jumper pay a great many 
owners have begun schooling a horse or 
two. 

Just now there are more timber-toppers in 
training than were ever before known in 
America. New York will see some mag- 
nificent racing over the jumps when the big 
stakes of the association are being run at 
Westchester. Not only is the National Hunt 
working for metropolitan racing but mis- 
sionary work is being done all over the 
country in behalf of the jumper. He is a 

a drawing card for tracks, and strict dis- 
es of that character 
cipline will keep rac 
measurably clean. There will be at least 
twenty-five jumping horses at the Memphis 
meeting and quite that number will be avail- 
able for the racing in this vicinity.

Lawrence A. Young, the new President of 
the Washington Park club, was born in 
Louisville thirty years ago, and imbibed 
early that love of the thoroughbred and the 
track which is the natural sequence of Ken- 
tucky environments. He is theson of Colonel 
Bennett Young of Louisville. Aside from 
his active interest In the turf Mr. Young 
devoted time to athletics, of which he was 
fond, and in which he excelled. While at 
Princeton he was one of the leading spirits 
in athletics. He pitched on the Princeton 
baseball team for four years, andvwas Cap- 
tain of the club the last year of his college 
life. There ts one incident in his college 
career that Mr. Young recalls with pride. 
It was in 1891, when, as pitcher for the 
Princeton team, he distinguished both him-

self and the “ Tigers” by defeating Yale 
for the first time. Since leaving college 
Mr. Young’s interest in baseball and in other 
athletic a4musemenis has by no means be- 
come indifferent. He has missed few of the 
big derbies that have been run in his time, 
and athletics of all kinds find in him a 
ready patron. After practicifig his profes- 
sion in Kentucky for some years Mr. Young 
came to Chicago in 1896, and soon took rank 
among the young attorneys in this city.

He graduated from 
St. Lawrence University in 1867 in law, was 
admitted to the bar, and practiced his pro- 
fession. He was a classmate of the late 
Julius 8.

American Derby horses, the final starting 
fee to be only $75. On these terms it is ex- 
pected all the cracks now named in the 
Washington Park classic will be nominated 
at Hawthorne, as, aside from the Brooklyn 
and Suburban, both of which will be run 
well in advance of the Chicago Jockey club’s 
meeting, it will be one of the most valuable 
events on the American turf this year. 

Steeplechasing is also to be elevated to 
the dignity of stake fixtures, it being the in- 
tention of the Hawthorne officials to give at 
least four stakes for the jumpers this sum- 
mer. The money offered will be large 
enough to drag the crossrcountry cracks 
from Canada and the Bast, and this, with an 
increase octasionally in the regular semi- 
weekly purses, it is believed, will tend to 
keep a desirable class of horses at the Cicero 
track all through the season. 

In addition to the seven spring stakes, the 
entries for which are given below, the Chi- 
cago Jockey club will open later in the sea- 
son, probably about the first of June, some 
sixteen valuable events of similar nature to 
be run off during the summer and fall meet- 
ings. Included in these will be stakes for 
y-year-old and 8-year-old colts, and 2-year- 
old and 3-year-old fillies, pone of which will 
be worth less than $2,000. By June racing 
in the South will have given a pretty fair line 
on the abilities of the various youngsters in 
training, and conditions may be more in- 
telligently arranged than at present.

) the trouble comes in. 


The anti-O’Learyites have declared war. 
They say they will not allow Harlem to run 
the approaching season. They have threat- 
ened this before, but never with quite so 
much earnestness. Moreover, when they 
have made the threat before it has resulted 
in bringing the other side to terms, and some 
sort of a compromise has been effected be- 
fore the racing season got well under way. 
Just now the prospects of another such com- 
promise seem comparatively remote, and if 
none is effected there is every prospect that 
the threat to stop racing at Harlem will be 
carried out. 

And the stopping of racing at Harlem 
means the stopping of it at all the local 
tracks, with the possible exception of bake- 
side. For it is almost unnecessary to say 
that John Condon is not the man who will 
allow his own track to be interfered with and 
then not interfere with the spont at the 
other tracks. This is all the more true, it 
is believed, since Condon is thought to have 
the friendship of the city administration 
and could at once bring this powerful influ- 
ence to his aid. 


May Involve Washington Park. 

Thus it is that a renewal of the old fight 
among the poolroomkeepers threatens to 
drag in the Washington Park club, for the 
latter would immediately be the target for 
the Condon-O’Leary faction, whose love 
for the aristocratic South Side organization 
has ever been of the coercive kind. The 
Washington Park club is in no way mixed 
up in the contest, yet it would be the natural 
victim if a racetrack war were started. 
Hawthorne would share the same fate, for 
the agreement relating to non-conflicting 
dates and other mutual arrangements be- 
tween Hawthorne and Harlem is the result 
merely @f necessity and not of any actual 
feeling of cordiality between the owners of 
the two tracks. In fact, it has been charged 
that Condon was back of the indictment of 
the bookmakers at Hawthorne when racing 
was first resumed there last spring, and that 
he only desisted when shown that his own 
track would have to pay the penalty. 

The history. of racing about Chicago for 
years has been marked by just such gambl- 
ing entanglements as are now again forcing 
themselves to the surface. For some time 
the fight was between. Corrigan and the 
Condon faction. Then it shifted to a fight 
by Corrigan upon Washington Park, largely 
due to the fact that Washington Park re- 
fused to take Corrigan’s side in the fight 
against Condon. How this fight resulted in 
stopping racing altogether for nearly two 
years and kept Washington Park closed for 
three years is well known. 

At that time, however, Condon was not so 
powerful, and his battle against Corrigan 
was one mainly of defense. He appeared 
willing to go along with a share of the rac- 
ing plums. But when racing was gradually 
resumed it was Condon who made the ven- 
ture, and, finding a powerful ally in James 
O’ Leary, the pair got the sport on its feet 
again, and in 1897 a profitable meeting was 
given witheut interference. All this while 
Condon and O’Leary were strengthening 
their hold in official circles. 


Beginning of the Trouble. 

Had their enterprise been confined solely 
to the racetracks the present difficulty 
would not have come up—not in its present 
form, at least. But Condon and O'Leary 
have for years been interested in poolrooms, 
and here was where they got into trouble 
with the other poolroomkeepers.. The bat- 
tle has waged bitterly with occasional! inter- 
mission for two or three years, and a great 
part of the time Condon and O’Leary have 
had altogether the better of the battle. 

The latest trouble began with the closing 
of the Chicago poolrooms in December. For 
some time previous to that the rooms had 
been running comparatively without inter- 
ference, but all at once there was a general 
closing order, followed by a few raids, just 
to convince all the roomkeepers that the or- 
der was meant. A few days later James 
O’ Leary opened up a big poolroom at Romeo, 
in Will County, just across the Cook County 
line. This room wag allowed to run without 
interruption, and then the anti-O’ Learyites 
held their first council of the present war. 
They declared it was the same old story“ 
that O’ Leary made sure of his ability to run 
a poolroom outside: the city; and then made 
use of nis “pull” with the city authorities 
to have all the down-town poolrooms closed, 
thus forcing all patrons of the game to 4 
to Romeo if they wanted to gamble. Teo 2/ 
to the discomfiture of the anti-O Learyi 
they were utterly unable to secure a suitable 
location outside of Cook County for a rival 
poolroom, and when they attempted to start 
rooms at a number of places within Cook 
County they were at once raided. More- 


over, they encountered the most rigid en- | 


forcement of the “closing’’ order down- 
town, not even “ handbooks” being per- 
mitted. In fact, it is claimed, that twenty 
special detectives’ have been employed daily 
in watching for such “ handbooks” ever 
since the closing order went into effect. This 
means an expense to the city of $80 a day, 
and the anti-O’Learyites refuse to believe 
thee money is paid out with the motive of 
keeping the city free of gambling. 
Wilf Stop Racing at Harlem. 

After trying in vain to start rival pool- 
rooms at a number of out-of-town points, 
and nettled by constant contact with the 
watchful detective at those places down- 
town, where a “friendly little hand bet 
might just as well be made between friends 
as not,” the roomkeepers finally decided to 
declare war, and now they openly assert that 
Harlem will not race the approaching sum- 
mer. They will personally obtain indict- 
ments, they declare, that will put a stop to 
racing. 

John Condon is at present in Europe. 
O’Leary, his partner, looks after the affairs 
of the company, and, judging by recent re- 
sults, is doing the job well. 

In behalf of O’Leary & Condon, it is said 
that the present fight is merely the result 
of the jealousy of a lot of poolroom keep- 
ers and bookmakers. ‘“‘When Mr. O'Leary 
found that the city meant to close the pool- 
rooms,” said one of the friends of the big 
roomkeeper yesterday, ‘‘ he hustled around, 
and “found a place where he could open one. 
The other bookmakers hhd the same privi- 
lege, and now because they can’t find an 
available site they are sore at O’ Leary, and 
say they will stop racing at Hariem, I 
don’t see how they are going te hurt O’ Leary 
that way, for O’Leary owns no interest in 
Harlem. The statement that John Condon 
owns any interest in the poolrooms with 
O’ Leary is hot true. Condon has not had any 
interest in poolrooms that I knowof. The 
statement, too, that O'Leary has a ‘pull’ 
with the Police department, and that the 
down-town poolrooms are opened and closed 
just as may suit his interests is absurd.” 

Condon Revives the Sport. 

Still another sporting man, who does not 
sympathize with the uprising’ against 
O’ Leary and Condon, said: *‘ Condon started 
in when everybody else was afraid to at- 
tempt racing, and by his own efforts and that 
of his immediate associates succéeded in 
getting the sport under way again in Chi- 
cago, and by running it cleanly got the sup- 
port of the pubHe. This resulted in 
securing for it the support of the 
city and .county officials. Or, rather, 
the officials saw that the great majority of 
the people had no objection to racing as it 
Was being conducted, and so decided not to 
interfere with it as long as it was being con- 
ducted in the way it was. As soon, how- 
ever, as Condon got the sport on its feet, a 
lot of other fellows, who had been afraid to 
venture in at a time of trouble, broke into 
the game, and have done their best to hurt 
Condon ever since. Condon has shown his 
desire to be fair by dividing up his dates 
with the other tracks, and he was the first 
to suggest closing down if Washington Park 
should open again this year. 

** As for O’ Leary, he is known to be a good- 
hearted feilow, a hard worker, and he has 
made~plenty of friends of influence. He has 
always gone ahead, minding his own af- 
fairs, and nobody has any kick coming on 
him except the people who want to get some- 
thing for nothing.”’ 

The statement that Condon has not owned 
interests in poolrooms for some time is ve- 
hemently denied by opponents of the Harlem 
manager. “‘He has made that bluff for 
years,” said one of these men. “ But, asa 
matter of fact, there never have been any 
poolrooms Here of much consequence without 
Condon had some interest in one or more of 
them. As an illustration of the way things 
have been going, take the start last season. 
The previous fall was the time when Condon 
and O’Leary introduced the ‘ syndicate ring ’ 
for the first time, and to show how good a 
thing it was, it is well known that they made 
$100,000 in fifteen days at Lakeside. Last 
spring Condon wanted to introduce the * syn- 
dicate ring’ at Harlem. ‘He tried to force 
Richard Fitzgerald, the owner of the Haw- 
thorne track, to enter into an arrangement, 
explaining to him the big earnings that were 
assured by such an arrangement, but Fitz- 
gerald would not consider a ‘ syndicate ring.’ 

Trick on the Bookmakers. 


“Of course, Harlem could not afford to / 


run a ‘ syndicate ring ’ if Hawthogne did not. 
And so what did Condon do? He leased the 
betting privileges at Harlem to an organiza- 
tion of bookmakers, who, as is well known, 
agreed to pay all the purses. That was all 
right, but what was the next move? In a 
few days four big poolrooms down-town 
were suddenly running wide open. Don’t 
you know what that means? Why, it means 
that Condon, having leased his Interest in 
the betting at Harlem, opened up poolrooms 
down-town and proceeded to take trade 
away from the bookmakers to whom he had 
leased the betting privileges at the track. 
Of course, when anybody went to him and 
protested about the poqlrooms he held up 
his hands and protested that he could not 
want the poolrooms open. ‘How could I” 
he declared, ‘ when I own the Harlem race- 
track” But those who understoad the true 
state of affairs knew he did want the pool- 
rooms open, and knew he and O’ Leary owned 
them. So matters went along wntil in the 
winter, when, with no interferen@, the pool- 
rooms began to multiply so rapidly that the 
rooms belonging solely to Cmdon and 
O'Leary got only a moderate t of the 
trade. O’ Leary saw that he anchis partner 
would have a mich better thir by getting 
an out-of-town poolroom and having the 
down-town rooms closed, heng they made 
arrangements for, the poolroog at Romeo. 
That done, they pulled the strig, and forth- 
with came the closing order W ch has kept 
the down-tewn rooms tight eyr since; and 
now Condon and O'Leary havehe poolroom 
business all to themselves.” 

It is claimed, and has been fr some time, 
that the man who acts as dleman be- 
tween Condon and O'Leary a the author- 
ities is Tom McGinnis, progietor of the 
“ Berlin saloon on State strét. McGinnis

F. Foster in the New York Sun says any 
player who does not open a hand from his 
longest suit is playing the “ common sense ” 
game. If that be true, it includes every- 
body, and the term therefore has no mean- 


ing. 

H. H. Ward, Captain of the American team 
of Boston, in an interesting article in the 
last number of Whist Opinion, gives a dif- 
ferent version. According to the system of 
play as laid down by him, the “ common’ 
sense’ game means the game as it must have 
been played before Hoyle began to write on 
the subject. From all that has been written 
on the subject, however, the best that we 
are able to deduce is the system varies with 
each team, and usually consists of the un- 
derstanding which would naturally grow up 
between people accustomed to playing with 
each other. It is an easier game for players 
of moderate ability than the close counting, 
long suit scientific game. .

Comment on the Play. 

Trick No. 1—The lead of the jack of spades 
is strictly a common-sense play, as players 
of that school are fearful of leading away 
from tenace sults. 

Trick No. 2—The play of East in returning 
the spade up to the original leader after he 
has held the first trick with the king is good, 
indeed. His partner is marked with the ace 
and probably is, with South, long in spades, 
which will give East an opportunity of mak- 


der the yoke. }n this his expectations are 
fully realized, and in tricks three, four, five, 
and six East and West have everything their 
own way. 

Trick No. 7West makes a pretty play 
in leading the thirteenth spade instead of 
continuing the diamond suit, which one of 
the opponents is certain to ruff. After he 
has found that his partner had originally 
five diamonds, his trumps must be nearly 
exhausted, and with only North in hearts 
and enly three trumps to the jack in his 
own hand, it is better play to force and honor

Trick No. 8—South finds himself in a 
predicament. With the diamonds estab- 
lished against him, the best that he can now 
do is to make two heart tricks and the ace 
of trumps, making a disastrous hand as the 
result of the opening. 

At the other table the eight of hearts was 
opened and held by the king in South hand. 
South then promptly exhausted the trumps 
and brought in the entire heart suit, mak- 
ing the score ten North and South and three 
East and West, or a difference of five tricks.

The average pay of the old-time sailor was

THE WINTER FUND. 

Each pay day a certain sum finds its way 
to the proprietors of boarding-houses, and 
is credited toward the winter fund. In this 
way all idea of cold or hunger is dispelled 
and the sailor restg serene in the prospect 
of a comfortable winter. 

These boarding-houses are not impressive 
structures. Apparently each one is a sa- 
loon. Entering, there is a bar at one end

and scattered over the sawdust which cov- 


| ers the floor are tables, surrounded by men, 


whose weather beaten faces and general 
appearance smack of the sea. 

The air is heavy with smoke from short 
black pipes or cheap cigars. From: over 
the bar passes a constant line of tall foam- 
topped schooners, made of heavy glasses 
and over a foot in height, but by a trick 
of his own the bartender knows how to make 
the amber fluid foam, so that while the 
effect is most generous, the actual liquid 
would itn no wise tax the capacity of a nor- 


mal stein.

in their chairs. 


SLEEPING QUARTERS. 

Above the saloon are the sleeping-rooms. 
The bunks are close together, but they are 
fairly comfortable, fairly clean, and thereis 
a plenitude of covering. 

Quantity also tells in the culinary de- 
partment, and while the food is not such as 
to tempt the palate of an epicure, it is hearty. 
And, after all, one can’t expect the Audi- 
torium for $12 a month.’ 

But not all the sailors ean enjoy the lux- 
ury of these boarding-houses, and many are

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forced to look for employment to tide them 
over the winter. Some of them find employ- 
ment on buildings like the Coliseum, where 
there is work to be done with. hoisting 
tackle, and they are obtainable for work 
on repairing church steeples or in any posi- 
tion where a steady head and a sure foot- 
ing are necessary in climbing. 

Others go to their homes, in the smaller 
towns, along the lake—for the larger cities 
furnish comparatively few seamen. The 
employment agencies have applications from 
more or less for positions as cooks, fire- 
men, caretakers, housemen, or any similar 
place. 


DECREASE IN NUMBER. 


Still the heads of several of these agenw 
cies agreed that each year saw fewer gall- 
ors applying, for the steamships were driv- 
ing them into other trades, 

Some of the sailors have come from inland 
farms, and when winter sets in they forsake 
the shore and go back to their native heath, 
hiring out as farm hands and doing chores 
for their board. 

Fortunately, few followers of the lake 
vessels have families, and individual needs 
are all the demands made upon them. Their 
tastes are simple and their wants few. Shel- 
ter, food, grog, and tobacco satisfy their 
ambitions, as a rule, and they care naught 
for what the morrow may bring if today’s 
supply is sufficient. 

Apparently they. hibernate, as does the 
ground hog, coming out only upon the as- 
surance of spring, for a casual search along 
the wharves fails to discover a man bear- 
ing any semblance to fim you seek. 


EVANGELIST DISAPPOINTED. 


The dearth of sailors proved a. keen dis- 
appointment to a good evangelist armed 


with boxes of salve and lint and plasters — 


with which to preseht each sailor’ he could 
find. 

“I thought there would be many in need 
of just such help,” he explained. “ You

mammal. It. was held to be the plan of 
creation that eternal void should yawn be- 
tween group and group, but Darwinism com- 
bated such a theory. Thus the dispute 
about the limitation of groups became ac- 


tual. But it is remarkable that this dispute 


always led to the southern hemisphere. 
Three continents point to the Southern po- 
lar region—south Africa, South America, 
and Australia. Beside these there are nu- 
merous islands, among them two which re- 
semble small continents—Madagascar and 
New Zealand. Madagascar is distinctly 
separated from Africa in its animal king- 
dom, and New Zealand contrasts just as 
shafply with Australia. Strictly speaking, 
there are, therefore, five distinct land re- 
gions. with,one common point of direction 
toward. the -ice-clad, mysterious south pole. 
A glimpse. at the animal life of these five 
regions will be interesting. 


AUSTRALIAN MAMMALIA. 

To begin with Australia. When the animal 
life of the Australian Continent wae dis- 
covered during the eighteenth century the 
supposition was that a crippled or degener- 
ated continent had been found. All the 
higher groups of mammalia—apes, beasts of 
prey, bovines, elephants, horses—were lack- 
ing. On the other hand, there were strangely 
incomplete mammalia, opossums, and the 
ornithorynchi. The opossum is incompleté 
in the organs of gestation as found in the 
higher'animals, and the ornithorynchi prop- 
agate by eggs, like a bird or reptile.

that these animals were the living origins 


‘of the higher mammalia. Such o¥{iparous 


animals as the ornithorynchi were the tran- 


‘sitory form between the lizards and the 


mammalia, and such opossums as the kan- 
garoo in turn formed the connecting link be- 
tween the ornithorynchi and the higher 
mammalia. He claimed that man at one 
time ‘Was opossum and a beaked animal, 
and Australia today preserved this portrait. 

The number of marsuplalia Australia 
is legion, though most of this animal group 
are small. However, skeletons found in- 
dicate that there were at one time opossums 
of the size of the rhinoceros and lion. The 
older class of ornithorynchi is not so well 
represented, in fact, but two are known, one 
living in the water, the other, quilled like a 
hedgehog, on the land. The former lives in 


‘the same waters which harbor a giant fish, 


the ceratodus of Queensland. This, again, 
is not a fish like other fishes, The ceratodus 
is a lizard fish. It has lungs and gills et the 
same time, and hence is a sort of transftory, 
something between fish and salamander. 
In the antediluvian time, in the trias period 
and before, such a thing lived in the morasses 
of central Burope and produced the genuine 
salamanders. The ceratodus lives in‘ the 
South Sea. But in the ocean at the coast of 
Australia there is another strange fish, the 
epigonichthys. It is closely related to the 
amphioxus of the Mediterranean Sea, on the 
northern hemisphere. Both.are primitive 
fishes, without craniums, in fact, as much 
worm as fish. In the Darwinian sense they 
are the transition from worm to fish, from 
the vermes to vertebrata. Only two species 


| of this kind exist today, so far as known, and 


one of them in Australia. 


The next step is New Zealand. The orni- 
thorynchus forms the transition from lizard 
to mammal, the ceratodus from fish to sal- 
amander. Where is the ‘transitory form 
between salamander and lizard? This Dar- 
winistic form, the hatteria, cr bridge lizard, 
is found in New Zealand. “It is not so called 
because it is the bridge between the two 
species; nevertheless it is such a bridge. 
It is the last living representative of the 
primitive reptiles of the earth. Its com- 
panions flourished when the equisetum for- 
ests of the cagbon period still waved in the 
wind. Some almost inaccessible rocks .of 
the New Zealand coast saved its precarious 
existence. 

The same New Zealand, with its glaciers, 
hot springs, and fern thickets, harbors prim- 
itive birds of the most wonderful kind—with- 
out wings, with hairlike feathers, and, in 
some forms at least, of gigantic size. The 
smaller kiwis can still be found frequently; 
the larger moas have nearly disappeared. 
They were counted of the ostrich family, 
but it appears that the entire group of os- 
triches is much mixed and branches out into 
the most diversified species. However, the 
ostrich family is extremely old, and in its 
decline shows the prehistoric courses of 
birds. 


AFRICAN OSTRICHES. 

Here, again, it appears-as if the south 
polar region was at one time the center of 
distribution. The continents of Asia, Eu- 
rope, and North America know no other 
ostriches than, those raised by artificial 
means, but the genuine ostrich is a south 
African bird. In Madagascar are found co- 
lossal eggs and bones of a bird but recently 
disappeared, the gigantic #phornis. Aus- 
tralia, as far south as the Sunday Islands, 
has its emu ostriches and cassiowaries; New 
Zealand, the moas and kiwis; South Ameri- 
ca, the small nander ostriches, and in the 
day of the expazaive pampas the bones of 


extinct gigantic birds. Such connections are 


scarcely accidental. 


MADAGASCAR APES. 

The same Madagascar which at one time 
was the home of ostriches is today the most 
important home of the semi-apes, which 
otherwise occur only on the African conti- 
nent and on a few northerly and notheast- 
erly’ places bordering on the Indian Ocean, 
like scattered remnants. .This, again, is a 
highly. important Darwinistic group. These 
prosimians formed at one time the transitory 
link between the lower mammals, resemb- 
ling the opossum and perhaps the hedgehog, 
and the genuine ape. Of these genuine apes 
the most imperfect group, the claw apes, 
live today in the southern hemisphere, in 
South America, while the most. developed 
of this family, the gorillas, chimpanzees, 
and orang-outangs, live near the equator. 

But the famous recently in petrified rem- 
nants discovered of a transitory form be- 
tween ape and man, the pithecanthropus 

ectus of Dubois, lived in Java, also in the 

uthern hemisphere. 3 


ANIMAL CATACOMBS. 

South America furnishes one of the most 
remarkable animal regions of the earth. 
Its southern, sandy plains are one immense 
catacomb of grotesque mammals, which 
must have existed not so long ago. Most of 
them belong to the family of the armadilios 
and sloths, which today are found exclusive- 
ly in South America. Quite recently bones 
of such a gigantic sloth were found in the 
cave of Ultima Esperanza, in .western Pata- 
gonia. They were the remnants of the 
grypotberinus, a monster_of the size of an 
ox, which cannot be so long extinct, because 
there are traditions among the aborigines 
that it was at one time a domestic animal, 

The remnants of this vast animal ceme- 
tery increase in such a remarkable ratio 


toward the extreme southern point that the , 


| probabiy exists 


conclusion is irresigtible that here was at one 
time the center of this animal life, which 
then gradually extended toward themorth. 

But ‘should such a center be in the ex- 
treme point of a continent? Was this point 
not at one time connected with a south con- 
tinent, which formed the real place of de- 
velopment of these armadillos and sloths? 
Wherever the gigantic bones of the 
megatherinno and the shells of the giant 
armadillos are found there are also masses 
of remnants of opossums. Was thereat one 
time land across such a continent, that is, 
across the south pole, connecting with 
Australia, the home of the opossum? 

This almost incredible accumulation of 
Darwinistic transitory forms around the 
south pole gives much food for thought. It 
admits of the most interesting and diversi- 
fied hypotheses. The southern herhisphere, 
at one time, perhaps, covered with large 
land regions, connected with each other, 
may have been the real original center of 
development of the higher and highest ani- 
mal groups, up to man, and today may pre- 
serve the traces in the shape of numerous 
transitory forms. On the other hand, ft is 
possible, in some respects even probable, 
that development to a certain degree was 
uniform over the entire earth, and that sub- 
sequently a separation occurred, resulting 
in the northern hemisphere in rapid evolu- 
tion, while in the isolated islands of the 
South, in Australla, Madagascar, New Zea- 
land, and, perhaps, in South America, old 
primitive groups of animals continued to 
exist. 


THE QUEST. OF SCIENCE. 

In such a case the southern hemisphere 
would then be the stationary, reactionary 
part of the earth. . Hence the earnest desire 
of the scientists for knowledge of the south 
polar region, the mysterious continent which

But these same questions were asked 
when the researches in the north’ polar 
region began in earnest, and it is known 
today that in former periods of the earth 
there was no ice whatever in the highest 
latitudes ever reached and that there was a 
profuse vegetation in an at least temperate 
zone. How this was possible is, of course, 
another problem still unsolved. _ . 
And there is a great probability that sim- 
ilar conditions prevailed at one time ip the 
south polar regions, Even now remnaiite of 
former forests have been discovered in this 
now almost inaccessible icy part of the 
earth. What sort of forests were they? 
What kind of animal life stirred in them? 
One may well see in imagination again the 
tertiary period when in’ Grinnell’s Land, 
near the north pole, there were firs, elms, 
and swamp cypress. Horses, camels, ele- 
phants, and apes probably migrated from 
one northern continent to the other. Thus 
may one imagine near the south pole a world 
of giant opossums, marvelous ornithoryn- 


ICE PERIOD’S MYSTERY. 

It is known that around the north pole the 
great ice period swept away all the vegeta- 
tion and animal life that is now known to 
have existed. This ice period itself remains 
unexplained today. Did the south pole also 
have its ice period, which holds it today in 
its grim clutches? Did the land connections 
between continents disappear at that time 
from the southern hemisphere? Was man 
at one time an inhabitant of this region, and 
are the remnants of his existence—bones, 
stone tools, and other things—now buried in 
the débris of the perpetual glaciers, as sim- 
ilar remnants have been found in the north 
polar region? Truly, these are but ques- 
tions; but what scientist would evade them 
when it is within the range of possibility to 
solve them? 

It would certainly appear that with the 
south polar expeditions of the immediate 
future hopes and expectations are bound 
up, much more interesting than the mere 
romantic side of the discovery of the south 


pole. 
When Nansen in his last lectures had no 


more to say about voracious polar bears 
that intended to eat him, and had no other 
adventures to report, but confined himself 
soberly to researches in the polar sea, and 
gave facts and figures in relation thereto, 
some critics asked: “ Why ali the trouble 
for such information?” 

These same critics may not appreciate it 
if the next south polar expedition results in 
the finding of a lot of dirty rock fragments. 
It is necessary in this.respect to reach the 
height of the Darwinistic ideas referred to— 
ideas which in themselves are but the basis 
of the idea or ideas of the old philosopher's 
admonition, “ Know thyself.” 

One must think that the eagerness to find 
the pole has other ideals than the mere fixing 
of a point indicating the limit of the planet; 


must think that in these researches there is — 


the endeavor to discover the solution of life, 
the development of the earth tothe brain 
being, man, who today shuns no dangers to 
enhance knowledge. These aims may make 
no impression upon the average conception, 
educated up solely to the mere romantic side 
of adventurous voyages. 

Polar researches in the nineteenth century 
have had largely the effect of great spectac- 
ular performances. The twentieth century 
will no doubt witness an epoch of estrange- 
ment between the problems of research in

In the latter part of March many 
well-known citizens received through the 
post each a stamped card of Invitation, bear- 
ing this inscription: 

“Tower of London—Admit bearer and 
friends to view the ceremony of washing the 
white lions on Sunday, April 1, 1860. Ad- 
mittance only at White Gate. It is partic- 
ularly requested that no gratuities be given 
to wardens and attendants.” 

This hoax worked so admirably that car- 
riages clattered around Tower Hill all Sun- 
day morning in futile endeavors to locate the 
White Gate, to the intense disgust of the 
quiet Sabbath-keeping residents of that 
neighborhood. 


** Wise Fools of Gotham.”’ 
There is a curious legend connected with 


the Village of Gotham, in Nottinghamshire. 


which has given that borough some notoriety 
because of its *‘ wise fools.’ King John, the 
chronicler says, was en route to Nottingham 
via Gotham meadow. The villagers supposed 
that ground over which the King passed re- 
mained forever after a public highway, and 
not wishing to forfeit their meadow they 
sought means to prevent the royal trespass. 
The King, naturally incensed at this dis- 
courtesy, sent a messenger to inquire its 
cause. 

When the Gothamites learned of the ap- 
proach of their sovereign’s representative 
they were as eager to escape the Kingly dis- 
pleasure as they had been to preserve their 
meadow. Their time for deliberation must 
have been short, but when the courier ar- 
rived he found the villagers engaged in most 
singular occupations. Some were trying to 
drown an eel in a pond; some were rolling 
cheeses down hill that they might thus be 
delivered at Nottingham market; yet others 
were dragging wagons and carts to the top of 
a barn, in order to shield a wood from the 
sun’s rays; and a half dozen were busily 
building a hedge about a bush, upon whose 
branch a cuckoo had perched. 

The King’s officer surveyed the scene in 
open-mouthed amazement, and then re- 
turned to report to the monarch that this 
was a village inhabited by fools, and there- 
fore not worth the imperial wrath. The 
Gotham townspeople were of another opin- 
ion, however, and took unction to them- 
selves for their wisdom. From this incident 
arose the term, “‘ Wise fools of Gotham.” 


Hunting the Gowk.” 
Th Scotland “‘ Hunting the Gowk ” {fs still 
as popular as it was at its introduction, and 
is a sort of. ‘‘ good-thing-push-it-along ”’ 
game. Gowk, the original meaning of which 
was a cuckoo, has been adjusted to signify 
a simpleton or fool.. When April 1 arrives 
some witty Scot selects as his dupe a per- 
son whose absence of imagination is notable 
and asks him to carry a note to a friend 
some distance away. This note almost in- 
variably reads: ‘‘ This is the Ist of April; 
hunt the gowk another mile.”” The indi- 
vidual receiving the missive either claims 
not to be the one for whom it was meant, or 
says he has not the wished for article, and 
suggests that the messenger seek such and 
such an one, still further away. The third 
jester will probably dispatch the unlucky 
wight to a fourth coadjutor, and so it may 
continue indefinitely, unless the poor victim 
shakes together his scattered senses and 
discovers the fraud, or is enlightened by 
some friendly Jeems. The comments of 
**Poor Robin” on this custom may not be 
uninteresting:

The forces already interested 
are sufficient to make it at least memorable. 
What might be accomplished by a union of 
all sects working in harmony for a common 
end has yet to be demonstrated, There is 
certainly no reason why union and har- 
mony in religious effort may not accom- 
plish at least as much as similar consoli- 
dations have achieved in the world of busi- 
ness, 

The project, if successful, will not be, 
however, the first great religious revival 
which has swept over the country. Stu- 
dents of history are familiar with the 
“Great Awakening” which stirred the 
American colonies in 1740; again in 1857-58 
the people‘of the United States were roused 
to a great depth of religious fervor, The 
last revival of a truly national scope was 
that of 1875-76, when Moody and Sankey 
toured the country, making thousands of 
converts by the earnestness, sincerity, and 
eloquence of their services. 

The new movement promises more, on the 
surface, at least,.than any of the others, 
because of the fact that denominational dif- 
ferences appear to be sunk in the common 
effort to exalt and emphasize the few fun- 
damental truths in which Christians of all 
creeds agree. 


REACTION AGAINST COEDUGATION. 

Beginning fifty years ago, the colleges 
and universities of the country have, one 
after the other, opened their doors to wom- 
en students. What was once a remarkable 
exception has now come to be almost the 
universal rule. Even the ultra conserva- 
tive universities of Europe have gradually 
been persuaded to make coeducation their 
policy. 

Now it appears that the reaction, which 
seems to be inevitable in the ease of any 
revolutionary reform, has begun. Within the 

week several of the old advocates and 
adherents of the coeducational plan have 
definitely decided to desert from the ranks

the Wesleyan University at Middletown, 
Conn.

It is possible that 
there are special and specific reasons which 
make the action in this case advisable. If 
that be true a simple explanation would 
thave settled the matter. On the other 
hand, if the change at Morgan Park is sim- 
ply the beginning of ‘a general reaction 
against coeducation it becomes a matter of 
great public interest, in regard to which the 
‘public naturally is anxious to have the full- 
est information possible. 

WOMEN AS OONSUMERS. 

Modern economists recite that women 
have become in a large sense the consumers 
of the product. That is, articles of food, 
house furnishings, clothing, works of art 
‘(or whatever comes under the head of lux- 
‘urious expenditure for the adornment of the 
‘home) have been given over in the main 
‘to women purchasers. Mep .as wage-earn- 
ers, salaried officials, or workers in the pro- 
fessions may be considered, so far as the 
‘great output of manufactured articles goes. 
producers and distributers; women are the 
‘consumers, 

This may be verified any day in the great 
retail shops. Wherever you find groceries, 
furniture, clothing, notions, pictures, trin- 
kets, sweetmeats, flowers, drugs, fruits, you 
will find that the women buyers far out- 
number the men. Even in the matter of. 
men’s clothing we are told that in the shops 
which carry a common class of goods the 
women select and buy for the men to a 
considerable extent. The laborer who sup- 
ports a family on two dollars a day is less 


fastidious about the color of his neckties 


and the fit of his shirts than is the lawyer 
with a two thousand dollar income. 

Go into the great department store hives 
and compare the number of women with the 
number of men buyers. For the average 
household here is where the largest amount 
of the weekly wage is spent, aside from the 


| personal expenditure of the head of the fain- 


ily and the coal and rent bills and sometimes 
the grocery account. Women crowd and 
jostle and nag each other in the aisles and 
about the counters, when perhaps the men 
in sight at any one time may be counted on 
the fingers of your hand. The money that 
goes into the cash drawers represents, large- 
ly, feminine judgment and taste; and if in- 
dustrial conditions are to be greatly bet- 
tered by living up to better principles of 
consumption the burden of reform in this 
direction lies with the women. 

How best can women be taught that cheap 
gilt belts, coarse cotton roses, and tawdry 
satins are ugly to the eye, fairly devoid of 
use, and expensive at any price? How shall 
they be taught that a plain white muslin 
curtain is more economical and infinitely 
prettier than a monstrosity in figured lace? 
How shall they be taught that a good, 
washable gingham gown is finer in every 
correct nse of the word than a cottony imi- 
tation silk, and, of course, cheaper? How 
shall they be taught that a plain oak chair, 
with simple lines, is more pleasing, easier 
kept clean, and more durable than a gro- 
tesque, machine-twisted shape, patched out 
with poor brocade? 

The same questions enter into the choice 
of focds. Why buy an indigestible mince 
pie when you can have fine, wholesome red 


apples for a smaller sum? 


All the worthless lace, gilt jimcracks, and 
trumpery plush furniture are manufactured 
to meet a demand; and the demand in cheap- 
er goods apes the demand in more expensive 
materials.- What if we find the kernel] of 
the matter here?, Women put large bunches 
of coarse flowers on their bonnets because 
the imported hats in the windows are loaded 
with finer ones. It may be that less con- 
spicuous waste on the part of women who 
set the pace would lessen the sales at the 
shoddy counters. 


LIMITATIONS OF “HINKY DINK.” 

Alderman Bahen of Richmond, Va., is 
about to bring a suit for libel against a 
New York newspaper, claiming $25,000 
damages for referring to him as “ the Hinky 
Dink Kenna of Richmond.” Thereupon 
Hinky Dink Kenna, with a degree of sensi- 
tiveness usually foreign to the natures of 
Aldermen from the First Ward, replies in 
a severe manner: “I'll bet you that if you 
trace his record back from the time I was 
dubbed *Hinky Dink’ you'll find that my 
record will outgeneral him for charity, 
honesty, and everything else that goes to 
make up the character of a man.” 

“Hinky Dink” errs in taking an ethical 
view of the situation. The New York 
newspaper in question, of course, intended 
no reflections upon the character of the 
Richmond Alderman nor, on the other hand, 
does the Richmond Alderman imply any- 
thing of the kind in bringing this suit. 
“ Hinky Dink’s ” character is too well es- 
‘tablished to be assailed by slurs from New 
York or Richmond. But “ Hinky Dink” 
has his limitations which he should recog- 
nize and if possible remove, and it is prob- 
ably on account of these limitations that 
the Richmond Alderman thinks he has been 
damaged by being likened to him, In 
“everything that goes to make up the 
character of a man” the First Ward of 
Chicago, which is a judge of such things, 
holds him in high esteem. No legal pro- 
ceedings can disturb his reputation in the 
First Ward. | 

Probably the real grounds upon which 
the Richmond Alderman sues for dam- 
ages are that “Hinky Dink” is only 
“Hinky Dink” and that he himself is 
something more than a “Hinky Dink.” 
“ Hinky Dink ” is only a name and nothing 
more. He suffers himself to be overshad- 
owed by his colleague as well as by other 
| Aldermen. Instead of keeping himself in 
the public view by doing something he shuts 
himself up like an oyster. “ Bath-House 
John” is a prominent figure in public re- 
ceptions. He goes to Saratoga and the 
Waldorf-Astoria and sets the fashions for 
the provincial New-Yorkers at functions. 
His sentimental lyric, “ Dear Midnight of 
Love,” will shortly be the vaudeville raze 
and it will make its way eventually to New 
York, unless it should prove to be too pas- 
sionate a ditty for the fastidious audiences 
of that city. Then again, there is * Major” 
Sampson, who is making his campaign in 
the Twenty-third Ward. He, too, is doing 
something to make himself known. Like 
Silas Wegg he has dropped into poetry 
and in the first flight of his Pegasus he 
achieved the couplet:

Itis 
undoubtedly true that the American short 
credit system, which is admirable for home 
business, and has now completely displaced 
the old long credits except in parts of the 
South, is “ non grata ”’ in Spanish-speaking 
countries. The difference is one that must 
be considered by our jobbers and merchants 
in their dealings with all our new island 
possessions. 


THE DIET OF GREATNESS. 

Since the days of Cassius there has been 
an unquenchable public curiosity concern- 
ing the diet of great men. “ Upon what 
meat doth this our Caesar feed that he is 
Presumably the motive 
of inquiry is the same as that humorously 
applied in Lincoln’s wish that he might 
learn what brand of strong drink Grant 
used, with a view to ordering a barrel of 
it for the other Generals. This public pry- 
ing into private matters is sometimes re- 
sented by the great ones. Sir John Everett 
Millais once complained that the interview- 
ers were never content until they had dis- 
covered what he had had for breakfast, 
and if he suid mutton chops then they de- 
manded to know what he had done with 
the bones. 

The same inquisitiveness is still ram- 
pant in England, as was shown a few days 
ago by Andrew Lang’s wail, coupled with 
a threat to start a counter-irritant cam- 
paign by compelling all men to tell whether 
they had married their first loves or not, 
and how they liked it. Even this harsh 
menace has failed to stop the deluge of 
interviewing circulars, for the editor of 


‘| Life and Beauty, a new London organ on 


hygiene and diet, has been “ drawing out ” 
some more or less prominent authors on 
the subject of the diet they find most favor- 
able to good brain work. 

Israel Zangwill answers flippantly that 
he has unfortunately never eaten to work, 
but has always worked to eat. Miss Marie 
‘Corelli likewise shows a grievous lack of 
reverence for the importance of the ques- 


quotation from “ Hamlet”: “I eat the 
air, promise-crammed; you cannot feed 
capons so.”’ Another feminine author con- 
fesses that she flourishes best on “ the 
plainest food and a good salary.”” Mme. 
Sarah Grand takes the matter seriously 
enough to confide the fact that she cannot 
drink milk.

Final- 
ly, we have Alfred Russell Wallace's die 
tum that “vegetarianism is ideally the 
best, but really impracticable,” which is 
‘countered by Miss Winifrid Emery’s state- 
‘ment: “I find that meat sustains me bet- 
ter than any other thing when I am work- 
ing hard.” 
One finishes reading this expert testimony 
with a delightful sense of knowing just 
as much about the subject as one knew be- 
fore. ‘This is more than can be said of some 
scientific disquisitions of this sort. 


ABUSES IN AMATEUR ATHLETICS. 

The recent criticisms by President Eliot 
upon athletic sports as conducted at Har- 
vard, which, by the way, have borne 
fruit in the abolition of some of the evils 
complained of, and the still more recent 
action of President Low and the faculty 
of Columbia in forcing the resignation of 
the manager of the athletic sports of that 
college for manifestly improper practices, 
lend emphasis to an article contributed 
to the current issue of the Independent 
by Walter Camp, the football expert and 
graduate adviser in athletics at Yale, upon 
abuses in amateur athletics. The appear- 
ance of this article at the present time 
shows that amateur athletics are not yet 
as clean as they should be. | 

- One of the abuses to whi¢h Mr. Camp 
calls attention is the gradual collecting of 
especially expert athletes into the larger 
clubs and coincident with this a natural 
loss of interest in the smaller organizations 
which, if not corrected, must eventually 
lead to the extinction of the latter, as they 
will be unable to retain the services of 
any athlete after he has made a prominent 
success. Mr. Camp also refers to cer- 
tain abuses growing out of the relations 
between the governing body of amateur 
athletics and the college athletic organiza- 
tions, such as questions of authority and 
questions inyolying the training table or 
the support of athletes during the summer. 
Mr. Camp goes to the root of this latter 
evil, which has its start in the undue in- 
fluences brought to bear upon school ath- 
letes in the choice of a college or university. 
Where it leads has been shown by the Co- 
lumbia College incident. In Mr. Camp’s own 
words the school athlete “is offered a 
scholarship, or charge of an eating table,

ARE WOMEN ORITICAL? 

An assertion recently made by a reviewer 
—a masculine one—of a late collection of 
critical essays written by a woman, that 
the province of criticism is wholly alien 
to a woman, naturally provokes comment. 
Glancing over the literary field one is almost 
compelled to concede a point to this aggre3- 
sive critic. Where are the feminine coun- 
terparts of a Gosse, a Saintsbury, or a 
Dowden? One ean match a Dickens with 
a George Eliot, a Thackeray with a Jane 
Austen, but where do we find a critical 
woman to be placed side by side with a 
Hazlitt or a Matthew Arnold? The cousin 
of the latter, Mrs. Humphry Ward, has 
revealed some of the family critical spirit, 
but in no sense can she be called a great 
critic, 

To come down to the modern and more 
humble aspirants for this doubtful laurel 
wreath,are the critical essays that one hears 
read in women’s clubs real criticism or 
merely expressions of personal opinions? 
Where does the stumbling block lie? And 
are not those intangible qualities called 
“ feminine intuitions’ to be trusted here? 
No doubt the coldly intellectual man critic 
would say that a woman cannot get away 
from the personal point of view and that 
eghe is too apt to allow her judgment to 
be swamped by the sea of her emotions. 
But this is the old, false reasoning and it 
does not account for the fact. But the 
fact is there, that authoritative feminine 
critics are rare. Who will be brave enough 
to explain this matter? 


A writer in Education 
tells gf the great interest in 
American schools shown by 
foreign authorities. In Eng- 
land the American manual 
training sehools re- 
garded as the best models, inagmuch as they 
represent the adaptation of the Scandi- 
navian and Russian ideas to the exigéncies 
of Anglo-Saxon conditions. In Ontario and 
other Canadian provinces the American high 
school system is likely to displace the British 
System. The Ontario Minister of Education 
is frank enough to admit that “‘ the Ameri- 
can is immeasurably superior to the Eng- 
lish system which calls for tuition fees. To 
shut out the poorer classes from the high 
schools is a relic of an undemocratic age.” 
The same notion is making progress in the 
United Kingdom. The Congregational min- 
isters, under the leadership of ‘Dr. J. H. 
Hallowell, want Great Britain to adopt the 
American idea of free schools under public 
control, instead of the mixed system of state 
supported public and parochial schools. Sev- 
eral British writers in the educational! 
journals dwell upon the superiority of 
American secondary schools in commercial 
ucation and in fitting pupils for immediate 
entry into a business career.

Of course any form of self-renunciation is 
good for the soul, and the sooner, one 
realizes that life is a continual giving up 
of chocolate creams the better it is for the 
individual. But, after all, &' sacrifice that 


of cafés recognize the season, is only a higher 
form of self-seeking. Yet this seems not 
to be the modern method of sacrifice, and 
the stories one hears of the transplanting 
of society buds into the slum districts dur- 
ing the Lenten season, and of the oblitera-

ee are actually infidels. Aside from the 
rs of Christian sects which confusé the 
Japanese investigators of Christianity, the 
missionaries labor under other disad- 
vantages. Matsumura Kaiseki, in a Japan- 
ese magazine, declares that the failure io 
make converts is due to the discrepancy be- 
tween practice and preaching. The modern 
missionaries are, he declares, unlike Paul 
and Barnabas, who underwent untold hard- 
ships in the propagation of their faith and 
whose devotion and self-denial forced be- 
lief. *‘ Paul and Barnabas had no men-of- 
war at their beck and call and would not 
have used them if they, had,” he says. The 
missionary is too often the forerunner of the 
land grabber, and he reiterates the well-de- 
nied charge that the Oriental missionaries 
lead luxurious lives of ease. 

Meanwhile, there are many signs that 
some of the Japanese statesmen regard it 
as politic to make Christianity the state re- 
ligion. Others plan a union of Buddhism, 
Confucianism, and Christianity. Count 
Okuma, one of the leading men in the gov- 
ernment, is an advocate of such a blending

And rules leve] down more than they level up. They cannot help poor 


teachers forward, but they do keep good teachers back. They may preven 
positive harm, but they also prevent healthful progress; and they surel 


dampen ardor and drive the vital element of inspiration from the operations 


of the schools. 


Again, there is doubtless a loss to the spirit of the school in the grading 
of pupils and in the construction of buildings, and in the genera] adminis- 
tration incident thereto. Who shall say that young pupils do not gain quite 
as much from bearing older ones recite, or seeing them fail, as from their 
own books and their own recitations? The intermingling of pupils of all 
ages in the early schools was of incalculable advantage in the way of in- 
citing kindliness and generating inspiration. Some of the old folks who 
have come to such greatness in later days used to know half as much as the 
class above them knew before they got there.

The evil 
of primogeniture has been itsown antidote. It has begotten democracy. 

. On the continent it was notso. In France all of noble lineage was noble. 
Thus the blood of nobility and the bld®d of the clown were kept separate, 
and the clown increased with the failure of his betters. 

Other influences destroying the best were social repression, religious in- 
tolerance, irreligious intolerance, the centralization of the activities in 
Paris. But all these other influences, large and small, count for little beside 
the great destroyer, war; war for glory; war for gain.

Others draw a curtain over the dogmas and declare that action is more im- 
portant than belief. But in the latter case the dogmas are only kept in the 
background, not abandoned. Again, the ministers of too many churches 
take their ideas of good from the mere surface of things. They preach so- 
clalism today and imperialism tomorrow. In fact, the pulpit tends to be- 
come in too many cases just the echo of the newspaper. 

We are told that the great aim is to reconcile science and religion. But 
is this readjustment possible to religion as traditionally delivered? 

- We must constantly be prep ared to-receive new ideas and entertain new 
outlooks. The contribution which Jesus made to the moral teachings of the 
world is invaluable, but it is not final. There is room on the ethical tree 
for a higher branch. : | 

We cannot get sufficient help in our political or conjugal or industrial 
duties from the teaching of the New Testament. The doctrine of brotherly 
love in the abstract is not enough. The whole social problem is how to prop- 
erly apply the principles of brotherhood. How shall love express itself? 

There is an intrinsic faw inthe mind which will not allow us to conceive 
of infinity. We cannot think of a God like us, and therefore we cannot in 
any adequate sense take an infinite being as a pattern, Man cannot be god- 
like, but he can feel that he is susceptible to influences that come from a di- 
vine source. More and more we are learning to rely upon human effort 
and not upon miraculous interference. We depend upon the development 
of our own ideas and powers, not upon any special revelation or imputed 
righteousness.

If the failure to act upon pedagogical principles in the management of 
the schools is preventive of pedagogical spirit in their teaching it may well 
be doubted whether some of our common educational! ideals, the objective 
points towards which we are striving, do not count against rather than in 


_favor of inspiration in teaching. 


The leading educational ideal of our day is the diffusion of the higher 
learning. We are making no mistake, for we know well that the youth of 
this day who do not strive for it will be sadly deficient in the competitions 
of the morrow. The splendid evolution and the wider diffusion of the 
higher learning is truly the greatest accomplishment of our own times, and 
it has had its own luxuriant growth in our own country. Before this there 
Were no standards at all for measuring the work of the elementary schools. 
Because these standards have been found our lower schools are doing more 
work and doing it better than schools ever did it before. Still the fact re- 
mains that the conditions in which the early schools did their work contrib- 
uted more to the inspiration of the pupil for aggressiveness in life than the 
conditions in which we do our ‘work. We are to recognize this fact, and do 
what we can to remedy the difficulties which new but beneficent conditions 


have imposed upon us. 


My word for teachers is that they shall never hesitate to exercise their 
inborn intellectual freedom, and that they shall nofpermit rules, and lec- 
tures, and books, and papers, and devices to take out of them any original- 
ity which they ever had, and so make their work in the schools insipid. 


The power which is to propel their work must be their own. 


It is not the main business of the schools to teach form for the sake of 


form so much as for the sake of life. If one is to be subordinate to the other 


life must be uppermost. Inteusiveness in life makes beauty in form. 


Beauty in form does not produce effectiveness in life. The great things in 
art have not been produced by students and copyists in form, but by men 
and women with developed talents, and commonly with talents developed 


NE common remark which you hear in casual con- 
versation is that the peace conference at The 
Hague amounted to nothing. It is so generally re- 
garded as what is elegantly called a “ back num- 
ber” that but few of the journals of this country 
have noticed the fact that the convention, as its final 
act is called, wasconfirmed by the Senate of the 
United States. 

The Emperor of Russia called The Hague con- 
ference together with the hope that it might make 
a formal statementof those “central principles of 
equity and right on which rest the security of states 

| and the welfare of their peoples.” That statement 
has now been confirmed by the twenty-six nations interested. The last of 
these nations is ours—a pure democracy, the largest republic in the world. 

It is quite true that the convention has not prevented the Boer war, which 
was begun four months before it was confirmed. Yet we meet with many 
people who condemn it as useless because it did not settle that controversy 
between the Dutch and the English. Nor did it settle our own contest with 
the natives of the Philippines. It is a proposal looking toward peace among 
the twenty-six nations who agree to it; and the featherweights ridicule it 
because it does not settle the affairs of the islanders in the Pacific or the 
Boers in the Transvaal, who had nothing to do with the treaty and for 
whom it did not pretend to make any provision. 

One may say in passing, however, that the Boer war probably had some- 


thing to do with our unanimous confirmation of the great convention. No

ever be, the Legislature has a duty to perform in changing many of the pen- 
alties, particularly that for burglary. The minimum penalty is now one 
year. It should be changed to five. One year, deducting time for good be- 
havior, ete., has little terror for evildoers,. but if a person about to commit 
burglary knew in advance that he was almost certain of detection, and if 
detected was absolutely certain of serving five long years in the penitentiary, 
it would have a deterrent effect. 
The minimum punishment for burglary where the burglar has deadly 
weapons upon him is now five years. It should be changed to a life sen- 
*tence, for the presence of the weapons is prima facie’ evidence that murder 
is intended if the burglar be discovered. If a person whose house is being 
burglarized is fortunate enough to be a sound sleeper he is comparatively 
safe, but thegnoment he should wake up his life is imperiled, 
I am well aware that many persons of kindly and philanthropic natures, 
-who-may or may not have a considerable knowledge of criminology, will 
oppose what I have herein advocated. They will say that it is unwise if not 
absolutely dangerous to acquaint the mind of youth with the details of 
crime; that the effect would be demoralizing and corrupting. I do not he- 
lieve it, and as a basis for believing the contrary I cite them the fact that 
évery school physiology has a chapter showing the evil effect of alcohol upon 
the human system, upon every nerve and organ of the body. I have yet to 
hear any one declare that such instruction hag proved an incentive to tippling 
or strong drink.

AM not and never have been of that variety of wom- 
en who spend their time in agitating for the right of 
suffrage, and I have never been a member of a 
woman's club, notwithstanding the fact that my 
name was used as a director in the new Boston Au- 
thors’ club. To the subject in general I have never 
given much time or thought, and am by no means 
qualified to answer the statement made by Cardinal 
Gibbons recently that the long-continued agitatiou 
and so-called popular movement looking toward the 
granting of the franchise to women hinders rather 
than advances the welfare of women in general.

The schools 
are to discipline minds without subduing them. They are to incite to action. 
They are to find the point of equipoise between good form on one hand and 
intellectual energy and spiritual freedom on the other. And they are'tore- 
member that where there is real mind activity and heart life they will in 
time come to be expressed in acceptable style. | 

The trouble is that by far the greater number of pupils in the schools 
never really get waked up overanything. They live only ordinary lives, and 
nothing occurs to quicken their souls and open their intellectual lives to the 
opportunities of life. Their homes are ordinary homes, where the struggle 
for bread is a pressing one. All must help carry the burden, and as early 
as they can. If there is no need to struggle there is small chance to rise, 
If there is need to struggle there is too little to inspire. The schools are to 
bear this in mind. Inspiration comes from doing, If there is inspiration 
all the other things that are needful will take care of themselves in good 
time. 
Arouse ambition. Tell the stories of successful lives. Emphasize the 
successes of ordinary lives in possible undertakings, and accentuate the 
principles upon which al] substantial success must necessarily rest. 

It is not so much matter how much the schools do as what ideals they 
create, If these are ennobling they will bring forth their natural fruit; the 
spelling will be correct enough, the problems demonstrated with exactness 
enough, knowledge of events will accumulate, powers will strengthen, the 
desires and the foundations for the higher learning will be manifest, and a 
greater number of healthful and ambitious spirits will push on the higher 
interests and enrich the nobler iife of the world. 


matter which side may engage people's sympathies, every American is sorry 
that the Boer war is raging; every Senator is sorry for it. Before a Senate 
of such men at such a time came the great convention. It looked the right 
way. It expressed the wish for peace. It stited the “ principles on which 
rest the security of states and the welfare of their peoples.” Now, a man 
might think that it was too long, or too complicated, or too diplomatic, or 
-not diplomatic enough. He might think it vague or impractical, or that it 
went into too much detail or attempted too much. But at such a moment 
no man chose to oppose it. Criticism on detail gave way before the deter- 
mination to proclaim, in the most signal and definite announcement, that 
the United States of America wishes for the union of the world; secondly, 
and last, the policy of this nation is peace. The Senate of the United States 
has asserted this magnificently in the silent act by which it confirms the 
great convention without even the appearance of discussion. 

The nation had, indeed, already asserted this in a hundred thousand 
ways. : 
America likes to have her own way, and the conscientious people of 
America were quite sure that in this affair they were in the right. Peace 
is the policy of the people of the United States. No men knew this better 
than the Senators of the United States. The Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, a committee of great strength, never doubted or wavered. The 
leaders of the Senate said from the beginning that the convention would be 
confirmed without opposition. It is to the honor of the Senate that its 
leaders in this matter were right.

It will be no argument against the plan I advocate to cite illustrations 
of youthful depravity as a result of criminal literature, such as the sensa- 
tional dime novel. In those books crime is exalted and glorified. The héro 
commits all the crimes in the calendar with impunity, and often his clever- 
ness and shrewdness are best depicted in the telling of how he eludes the 
officers of the law. 

The effect of teaching the criminal code in the public schools would be 
the reverse of the effect of the dime novels, for the scholar would learn that 
the commission of crime means dishonor and imprisonment, and often death.. 

In conclusion, it is presumed that every man knows the law; hence, ig- 
norance of the law excuses no one. According to our present system of 
education it is a violent presumption, because most people are ignorant of 
the law, and ignorance is the most prolific source of crime. Why not make 
such a universal presumption a fact?

It was an ancient ideal to provide free entertainment as an education in 
citizenship. That such education is now needed our civic federations and 
good citizenship leagues bear witness. The present social and settlement 
ideal in its outworkings provides both ‘entertainment and instruction.

cannot be a good citizen, a city 9f apartment-houses ought to have some- 


thing to counteract this possibility. Such park houses might foster civic 
friendships and break down barriers. Here could be exercised a sociability 


- that might make these houses the most precious treasuries of generous

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WO new plays from two different coun- 
tries were brought to Chicago last 
week. One came from a corner of our 
own land, mingling the freshness of 
the sea wind with the fragrance of 


the land breeze, wafting westward in the 
joined current the knowledge of the simple 
lives of some folk who dwell in a quaint Long 
Island town. The other journeyed from over 
the sea, bringing an atmusphere we know, 
because we have breathed it so often in the 
theater, containing no view of life with 
which one can feel sympathy; a trille. enter- 
taining for a moment, no more. The two 
eces were “Sag Harbor’ and “ The 
anny of Tears,’’ the respective offerings 

, of James A. Herne and of Juhn Drew. 
Plays so unlike can be compared only to 


the degree they represent different schools | 


of dramatic writing. It is not unfair to say 
that the distinction is that between English 
and American material, and the conclusion 
must be that the latter never stood a test to 
better advantage. Twice now within the 
year has it been permittea to Chicago to 
witness the marvels which may be wrought 
from homely and home substances. The 
contrast bet ween the illustrations themselves 
is an eloquence of argument, for one was 
** Arizona and the other is Sag Harbor.” 
The rugged romanticism and plunging action 
of the Augustus Thomas play have no kin- 
ship with the subdued sentiment and noise- 
less movement of Mr. Herne’s latest handi- 
work, but both pieces have a reality of char- 
acterization passing anything most plays of 
the day can offer. The sources of the in- 
spirations of the two playwrights were over 
8,000 miles apart, but the ranchman who 
knew the mission of every rider who galloped 
through the alkali dust of the Aravaipa Val- 
ley and the meddling. Captain of the sloop 
Kacy were alike products of American life. 
Against their virllity and their humanity 
what of attraction do hackneyed English 
and other foreign types offer? What happy 
omens do they not hold out to dramatists 
who will work with the wealth they find 
at their feet? After the production of “ Ari- 
zona’”’ one recalls writing that the country 
owed a debt of gratitude to Mr. Thomas for 
having emphasized anew the possibilities of 
the American play. With equal sincerity one 
desires now to repeat the statement, chang- 
ing only the name of the playwright. It may 


perhaps be late in the day to thank the au- 


thor of ‘‘ Shore Acres" for the impetus he 
is giving the national drama, but it is pos- 
sible that a deserved tribute never goes 
amiss. ‘‘ Sag Harbor,” too, affords a better 
reason for complimentary utterances than 
“Shore Acres’’ did. Its character por- 
trayals are at least as clear, while at the 
same time they possess a subtlety and a 
mental depth never claimed for the person- 
‘ages of the earlier play. It is natural that 
‘Mr. Herne should continue to improve as a 
playwright. He is getting to be an old man, 
but he never has allowed himself to fall be- 
hind the progress of his art, and generally he 
has been a leader. The mechanical details 
of structure and of stage management have 
‘received as much of attention as he has 
given’to the development of literary skill. 
In consequence he is today not only author 
and actor, but ane of the best of stage di- 
rectors, forming one of a notable trio, hav- 
ing for his companions William Gillette and 
David Belasco. May he long ho'd the place 
he has so nobly earned! May he write an- 
other play, better even than “‘ Sag Harbor,” 
which is good but not great. 

“Sag Harbor,’’ nevertheless, has brought 
Mr. Herne the greatest triumph he probably 
ever has had, and the place has been Chica- 
go, the time the last week. The reviewers 
gave his play unanimous praise, some of 
them going to lengths of most pronounced 
enthusiasm. The review which appeared 
in these columns was, indeed, the most con- 
servative of any of the number. The public 
leoked with equal kindness upon the piece, 
once it got accustomed to its strangeness, 
and throughout the week there wasa steady 
gain*in~ business, making the future outlook 
a pleasant. one. 

The Chicago engagement may be called 
the play’s crucial test. If/it has a success- 
ful month here,’ it is assured of a career as 
remarkable as that of any play Mr,.Herne 
has written. The reason is sufficiently sim- 
ple. The characters with which one forms 
acquaintance in the play are persons strange 
in kind to us of the West. Down in Boston, 
where the play was produced, they likely 
were easily recognizable; if they were true 
‘to life they certainly were understood. Out 
here the need was that these characters 
should be entertaining as well as exact. At 
this distance inexactness was less a crime 
than dullness. 

As a matter of fact, one is not able to say 
how real Captain Dan Marble ts, or how real 
are Freeman Whitmarsh, Mrs. John Rus- 
sell, and Elizabeth Ann Turner. More than 
that, one doesn’t care a whit about the mat- 
ter. Much has been written about “‘ Sag 
Harbor” being “a transcript of life’’ and 
* a leaf torn from life,”’ but there is a certain 
amount of bosh in such phrasing. Pagsing 
by the story, which.is unreal, the chargcters 
give one the impression of. having/s been 
drawn from life, and of being—lesg’an oc- 
casional farcical exaggeragion—in the main 
true to the original models. This impression 
is all that is necessary, the illusion of reality 
is more potent than the fact of it. On this 
basis alone one'‘is willing to laud the play 
for its realism, and one’s opinion would not 

- be changed in the least if the Sag Harbor 
villagers should march en masse to Chicago 
and accuse Mr. Herne of having travestied 
them. Where these outraged spirits would 
say they had been burlesqued, one would be 
inclined, however, to substitute the word 
* ennobled.’’ It all depends upon the point 
of view. Speaking personally, one happens 
never to have met in life the counterpart of 
any of the “‘Sag Harbor” folk, but they 
do not seem to him to be creations of the 
imagination. He is willing to believe that 
persons not unlike them walk the streets of 


the old-time whaling port, and he finds them 


pleasant 


Granting that Mr. ;.’ Herne has put real 
people into his play, he cannot be held guilt- 
less of making them do unreal things. The 
theme, he has admitted, is an old one. He 
has put his faith for novelty in a new psycho- 
logical turn he has given it. Other girls 
than Martha Reese have been loved by two 
brothers, and other girls have had to make 
the choice of one or the other. In this case 
Martha Reese has been cared for since 
childhood by the elder of the two, Ben 
Turner, and has for him the affection of a 
daughter, while her love is given to the 
younger, Sailor Frank. When gossipy 
Cap’n Marble gives Ben cause for believing 
Martha loves him in more ardent fashion, 
and he with manly awkwardness asks her 
to be his wife, it is natural she should hesi- 
tate to refuse. When he, however, finds out 
she has given her heart to his brother, and 
in the presence of both withdraws his pro- 
posal and promises to make their future 
bright for them, her action in waving aside 


the proffered release and in begging him to 


marry her is hard to understand. At any 
rate, it does not explain itself when acted 
out on the stage. Possibly the players 
themselves are at fault. It is possible to 
reason that Martha Reese felt. herself so 
obligated to Ben that she conceived the 
gift of her hand to be small recompense, but 
the brusque stage action is not convincing. 
Mr. Herne will not concede, however, that 
he is at fault. 
. “Martha Reese,”’ he says, does the only 
natural thing she could do under the cir- 
cumstances, and she does it with simple 
heroism. Remember, her nature is not a 
complicated one. 
vocabulary is duty, and she does not con- 
sider Me justification of evasion. Neither 
does she consider herself. When hér parents 
@ied when she was a little child it was 
Ben Turner who picked her up in his strong 
-, arms and carried her to his own home. She 
Says gratefully of him that he has been like 
mother and father to her. She does not 
weigh her own unhappiness against his, but 
she gives herself to him. It may be asked 
what right she had to inflict pain not only 
upon herself but upon the man to whom her 
love was given and who returned it. I 
think, however, that reflection will serve the 
purpose of answer. Does it not seem plausi- 
ble that some instinct warned her of the 
volatility of Frank’s nature, of the im- 
possibility of his receiving a blow from which 
he could not recover? May it not have been 
that she acted in accord to some deep im- 
puise truer to herself than was the heart- 
beat of the moment? In the last act, it will 
be recalled, she said she realized she must 
have loved Ben from the first.” 
It is evident Mr. Herne. believes. his play

1 In an artistic sense the play’s most 
serious flaw lies in the anti-climax of its 
last act. It was not put there, however, 
by an accident. Mr. Herne realized that 
the curtain should fall on the scene of his 
own exit with Mrs. Marble, the Elizabeth 
Ann Turner of the play’s beginning. The 
troubles of Ben and Martha are settled, and 
the elder pair are left to the joy which a 
precious secret gives them. There could be 
no fairer ending, but if the audience were 
to depart then there would be lumps in 
throats rather than smiles on faces. Tear- 
ful sentiment is pretty, but it doesn’t pay 
when it comes in a last scene. So a thor- 
oughly conventional ending has been tacked 
upon a piece which has aimed, at least, to 
be unconventional. 

One believes and hopes “ Sag Harbor ” 
will live long and prosper. 


Mr. Herne himself has not been in the best 
of health the week he has been in the city, 
and if there is no improvement during the 
period of the Chicago engagement it is likely 
his season will be brought to a close the Ist 
of May. Inthat event he will rest until Sep- 
tember, when “Sag Harbor’’ will open 
Hammerstein's new theater, now building in 
New York. He expects the play will run in 
New York until the new year. Then, if 
present arrangements are carried out, he 
will go to London to present not only “ Sag 
Harbor” but also “Shore Acres” and 
** Margaret Fleming.”’ 

“ The Tyranny of Tears ’’ enters tomorrow 
night upon its second anddast week at Pow- 
ers’ Theater. C. Haddon Chambers’ “ com- 
edy of temperament” is an amusing come- 
dy, lacking in dramatic impulses, but gen- 
erally sustaining one’s Interest and often 
tickling one’s fancy with a bright line or an 
apt phrase. Mr. Chambers has developed 
a Gallic lightness of touch without acquiring 
at the same time a Gallic turn of morals. 
It is easy to understand why London liked 
the play; it proved that an English comedy 
did not have to be heavy. At the time Mr. 
Wyndham produced it several writers took 
it for the text of articles in which they 
sought. to prove that there might come a 


time when English playwrights would not 


have to go to Paris for inspiration. Natur- 
ally, the little play cannot make in this 
country the appeal it made at home, while 
the. fault that caused the English actor to 
part with it is more than ever noticeable.

The auditor would have no 
cause of complaint, however, did he not ex- 
pect that a play in which John Drew is 
starring contained something for John Drew 
to do. If he can get over the disappoint- 
ment of finding the reverse proposition true 
he has no cause for unhappiness. It is-im- 
possible to imagine the small part better 
played than Mr. Drew plays it. His com- 
pany is a talented one, though not all its 
members seem to find delight in their parts.

HORSE SAVES A BOY RIDER. 


Intelligent Animal Rescues a Mounted 
Newspaper Carrier from Among 
Floating Ice in a Flood. 


La Salle, Ill., March 22.—A most remarka- 


ble case of intelligence in the horse came to | 


light in La Salle during the recent high | 
water in the Illinois River. Edgar Bray, a 
paper carrier, is the owner of the animal, 
and he was saved from almost certain death 
by its action. 

Bray, who is 13 years old, carries the La 
Salle Daily Tribune through a sparsely set- 
tled territory south of this city and across 
the Iilinois River.’ He has been riding to 
that work a great gray horse of uncertain 
age. One day last week, with the Illinois 
River twenty-five feet out of its banks, Bray 
left La~Sallé for the.route over which he 
daily traveled... He had found some trouble 
in reaching the city, because of the river 
overfiowing the road at several points. 
Nevertheless, he started for the bridge over 
which he was accustomed to cross the river 
to deliver the papers. 

When he reached the half mile stretch of 
road that leads across the level bottom land 
in the river valley he found that the few 
inches of water that had flown over it before 
had increased to such depth that heavy 
cakes of ice were crossng the bottom land, 
swept along by the current of the stream. 

An older rider would have gone back. The 
boy went forward and entered the dangerous 
fiood. When midway a huge chunk of ice 
struck the horse. It plunged wildly and lost 
its footing, throwing the boy into the water. 

Instead of going shoreward, as would have 
been expected, the horse followed the boy 
and stood quietly while being remounted. 
Then the journey was recommenced. An- 
other piece of ice, larger than the first and 
immensely thick, came down upon them. 
This time the horse jumped squarely upon 
the ice. 

Boy and horse were at once carried off 
the road over thirty feet of water, and the 
journey gulfward was The horse 
realized the danger of the current and soon 
jumped back into the water, swimming to- 
ward the fringe of willows that marked the 
solid ground. After a hard struggle the 
boy was brought safely through to the road. 

A remarkable feature of the affair was 
that the youngster rode back to La Salle 
and crossed the river en the big bridge of the 
Iilinois Central railroad, delivering his pa- 
pers on time. The bridge used is closed to 
all but foot passengers, for which it has a 
narrow walk on each side. On this occasion 
the boy eluded the bridge tender and led his 
horse across in safety. It is the first time 
in twenty years that the railroad bridge is 
known to have been used for the passage of 
a horse or other animal. The boy was reti- 
cent about telling of his ddventure, but the 
story finally leaked out from his home.

Mr. White's 
tenants have a park at their own door, and 
those who live the rear may rightly 
consider themselves so much better. off 
than the “front” tenants.

TENANTS UP TO THE MARK. uf 
The years have only added to Mr. White's 
faith in his poorer fellow-man. At the 
tenement-house exhibition he rejoiced with 
me the other day in.the evidence that the 
old lie about the tenant having ta be brought 
up slowly to the understanding of the good, 
things he might have if he were only worthy. 
of them was at last heard of less and less. 
Mr. White's tenants always came up to the 
mark he set them, and for the same reason 


dore Roosevelt was at the head of it. He 
believed’ in it, and it justified his faith.: 
You have only to keep dinning into the ear: 
of a man who is in no position to kick back 
that he is a scoundrel and a loafer, and a 
scoundrel and a. loafer he will be in due 
cou of time. 

For all that, things dragged. I used to 
think we would never get there. The siegd 
was too slow. The slum grew faster, much 
faster, than we could let light intoit. But all 
the while we were “‘growing in sentiment” to 
deal with it radically—the public sentiment 
that the landlord's profit had no right to 
stand in the way of public health, moral and 
physical; that property was not sacred when 
it threatened: the. commonwealth, as the 
worst tenement-house conditions did. 
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the test. We enacted a law upon the basis 
| of the arraignment of the slum by the Tene- 
ment-House commission of 1894, which gave 
the Board of’ Health the power to seize 
unsanitary property and destroy it. We 
trod in that simply in the footsteps of Lon- 
‘don and other English cities, but it was a 
step it took-us years to make up our mind 
to, and even when we had taken it we were 
slow to act under the powers given us. 


TOO MUCH “ DISCRETION.” 

The old notion of “ vested rights ” is a big. 
stumbling block for the Anglo-Saxon mind, 
hard to surmount. For years our Health de- 
partment had possessed the power to order 
bad tenements to be vacated; just as yours 
has in Chicago, but it had used it sparingly, 
again as yours has done. 
the case of each was the biggest, if not the 
best, part of valor. ‘‘ Discretion ’”’ has cost 
a good many human lives in our city, in deal- 
ing with the tenement-house evils. It has 
nearly always been exercised in favor of 
the builder, with bad results to the tenant. 
Perhaps that explains why our recent Com- 
mission of Builders, appointed by Tammany 
to revise the building ordinances under the 
Greater New York charter, has put it in, 
right and left, wherever there was a chance. 

Our experience with official ** discretion ”’ 
shas:led to'the demand lately that it be alto- 
gether abolished, and the whole tenement- 
house matter put into the hands of a com- 
mission, beyond the reach of politics. In 
that, again,.we are at last following Euro- 
pean.jead in the direction of safety. In mat- 
ters of life and death discretion has no place 
—not mow. There was a time when our 


reason, that a rigid use of the power even to 
vacate might lead to organized opposition 
of property-owners, which might defeat 
progress: in the Legislature; but that time 
‘has happily passed. 

In Chicago, as.in New York,-human ‘life 
weighs heavier in the balance, at last, than 
the landlord’s pocketbook. 


TERMS OF THE LAW. 

. Cause for the seizure of bad tenements was 
set down in our law as follows: “ When- 
ever, in the opinion of the Board of Health 
any building or part thereof is, by reason of 
age, defects in drainage, plumbing, infection 
with contagious disease, or ventilation, or 
| because of a nuisance on the premises which 

is likely to cause sickness among its occu- 
pants or among the occupants of other prop- 
erty, or because it stops ventilation in other 
buildings, or otherwise makes or conduces to 
make other buildings adjacent to the same 
unfit for human habitation or dangerous or 
injurious to health, or because it prevents 
Proper measures from being carried inte 
effect for remedying any nuisance injurious 
to health or other sanitary evils in respect 
of such other buildings, so unfit for human 
habitation that the evils in or caused by said 
building cannot be remedied by repairs orin 
any other way except by the destruction of 
said building or a portion of the Same, said 
Board of Health may condemn the same and 
order it removed.” 

The owner has his remedy in the courts. 
Compensation is provided for om a scale that 
excludes values enhanced by illegal over- 
crowding or use. If the building is wholly 


be paid to the owner. Hisland he gets back,

and an empty phrase, the Board of Health 
seized sixteen of the worst tenements in the 
city. and cleared the tenants out, declaring 
its purpose to destroy’ the houses. The land- 
lords ran to the courts with their tale of 
woe, They were about to be robbed. They, 
the taxpayers, the bone and sinew of the 
community, were to have their property, 
their rents, taken from them. 

But for once they cried for help in vain. 
Tammany was out and powerless to help 
for a consideration. The courts sided with 
‘the Health board. The death bureau set- 
tled the matter. Not all the forces of vestec 
rights could take the kopje upon which Dr. 
Tracy mounted his guns. The showing was 
that in sixty-six of the worst tenements, 
containing 5,460 tenants, there had been 1,313 
deaths in five years. The sixteen were torn 
down. 

Among them was Gotham court, better 
known as Single and Double alley, of which 
I spoke in my first paper. Twenty-five years 
before a sanitary inspector, sent to tell what 
ought to be done to it, had reported that it 
was fit for nothing but to be destroyed, and 
that as long as it stood it would bea menace 
to. the community. Yet, as I said, it was 
built by a well-meaning Quaker, with the 


early style of reckless barracks. That was 
just about fifty years ago. . 
‘In less than ten years the “ health war- 
den ’”’ of that neighborhood found 146 cases 
of sickness, including ‘all kinds of infec- 
tious disease,”’ in the court, and reported 
that of 138 children born in it in three years 
sixty-one had died. Nek 

In later days a more sensible kind of phil- 
anthropy tried its hands at it. Themen who 
‘built the first model tenements up-town took 
it on a lease and tried to make the most of 
it after turning out the crowd of tenants 
to one-half. But the court was hopeless. 
Where it stood is now a stoneyard, a deep 
gap in the block, Into which the sun shines 
all day, and light has come to the windows 
of the schoo! abutting on it from Roosevelt 
strect. It was always twilight in the class- 
rooms before. I tried to have the city buy 
the site for a play ground to sort of square 


ceed—not yet at all events. 


MOTT STREET BARRACKS. 

The Gotham court was hopeless because it 
was structurally bad. In that respect the 
barracks in Mott street were the peers of it. 
The sunlight never reached farther down 
into their black abysmal depths than the 
uppermost stories, where for that reason the 
rents were highest, despite the stairs, re- 
versing the ordinary tenement program. 

With a kind of grim irony a.cemetery cor- 
poration held the mortgage on it. It hap- 
pened last summer that I traveled across 
the ocean with the secretary of it, and I 
found ,him heartily ashamed of the part 
his concern had played in the business. But 
the propriety of it from a business point of 
view was not to be.questioned. In 1888 
the baby death rate among its 360 Italian 
tenants was 325 per 1,000, while the whole 
infant death rate In the tenements was only 
$8.38. Upon that showing a tremendous 
effoft was made to clean up and set things 
right, but in spite of it the next four years 
sent fifty-one of the tenants to the grave- 
yard. 

I have not heard the braying of a brass 
band in the block since a yard was made 
where the rear houses stood. Being Italians 
the tenants are partial to military music 
even at their baby funerals. I am not pre- 
pared to say that there has been none since 
the sunlight took up its abode there, but

of concern since. Even the agent, the sa- 
loonkeeper in the front, told.me stealthily, 
after making sure that no one:was within 
hearing, that it was “ good business ’’ to 
tear down the houses. The landlord sued 
the city for damages, all the same, and what 
is more, he gotthem. 

The case of the barracks had dragged in 
the courts till the wave of public interest 
began to wane. The old conspiracy was 
back in office, having won squarely on the 
issue: ‘To hell withreform!” Thecourts 
took the conservative stand that we had. 
gone for enough. Their decisions register 
crystaiized public opinion on great public 
questions like this.. We shall have to wait 
till ours crystalizes some more. 


OUTWORKS TAKEN. 

But we had fairly taken the outworks 
of the slum. ‘It was no longer securely 
intrenched behind unquestioned property 
rights. In the one year we had seized nine- 
ty-four rear tenements and destroyed most 
of them. Of the disease with the ominous 
name ‘“ tenement-house rot’’ we hear no 
more. The death rate of New. York came 
down from 26.32 per 1,000 in 1887 to a little 
over 18 in a thousand last year, while 
over a half million had been added to its 


tenements had been torn down to make room 
.for small parks. The Mulberry Bend was 
gone. We shall hear about that yet, and» 
' see what took its place. We had let in 
the light, and the slum would never drive it 
all out again; try it ever so hard. 

I am afraid we rather surprised ourselves 


enough to make terms with the slum land- 
lord, when he had'him by the throat. We 
paid him for the houses which we seized as 
“unfit for. human habitation,” and set a 
bad precedent in doing it.. For Gotham court 
we paid $19,750, ,when the value of the old 
materials would have been what they would 
bring for firewood. 


BOSTON’S METHOD. 


Boston did much better. They not only 
destroyed more tenements there when they 
went at it—I think 144—but they stood out for 
the principle that it was the community that 
was the injured party, not the landlord, 
They simply called in a contractor and asked 
him what he wouid take to remove the 
house, and the sum he naméd they offered 
the owner. And he took it, aad said not a 
word. The fact’ was tnat his ‘land ruse in 
value while he got rid of a bullding that 
might at any moment involve him in heavy 
expenditure and’ trouble. Let Chicago take 
notice, and its Health board pach “ discre- 
tion away on the top sheit 4 ben. the ques- 
tion comes up of deaiing with a’ house “ un- 
fit for human habitation.” I no.iced'in the 
“ report of the housing of the, poor tn Chi- 
cago,” which was part cf your exhibi: in the: 
recent tenement-house exhibition, the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘The power to destroy dwellings unfit for 
human habitation is given io the Health de- 
partment. It is not enforceu. Houses unfit 
for human habitation may be ordered Va- 
cated. And yet houses so ordered are not 
vacated.”’ 

If that were in New York I should:look for 
the cause of the: hold-up im the camp of the 
appropriate district leader, and think I 
should come pretty near finding it, too. You 
have got to settle with him, before you can 
take the slum landlord by the throat. But 
when you get so far, grab him with a firm 
hand.

Toward 
that day those who believe that it is surely 
coming are now building model tenements 
that are setting up a standard for the builder 
and the legis!ator, too. 
That is the constructive end of #. The 
other was the destructive end. The two be- 
long together. The crowd is there to he 
looFed after. At the tenement-house census 
in 1808 there were 341,597 families, compris- 
ing 1,491,751 persons, living In our tenements, 
including over 190,000 babies, and thousands 
have been added to their population since. 
Unhousing s0 many as we did in making 
parks and clearing up in backyards gave us 
no concern, because the speculative build 
had been on the ground first and provided 
houseroom. But what he had to offer was 
bad as a rule.

MODEL BUILDERS. 

The City and Suburban Homes company 
was formed in pursuit of an understanding 
which apportioned to the Good Government 
clubs the tearing down as their end of it, and 
with thesame men at its. head who had broken 
ground in 1879 by the erection of the im- 
proved dwellings, and later had tried vain- 
ly to reform Gotham court; The City of 
New York owes to the Cutting brothers— 
Bayard and Robert Fulton Cutting—a debt 
of gratitude hard to puy. To date the com- 
pany has put up two blocks of buildings— 
one on the up-town West Side, close to the 
neighborhood of the crowded blocks of 
double-deckers, of which I spoke in my last 
paper, the other on the East Side, at First 
avenue and Sixty-fourth and Sixty-fifth 
streets, in the region of “ Battle row,” so 
called for cause. The latter is hardly yet 
finished and not fully occupied. The picture 
shows what it is like, but it can convey no 
idea of the change from the conventional 
type of tenement, in which the rents are 
‘mearly as high. 

The rate in the City and Suburban Homes 
houses, is a dollar a’‘room:a week, which is 


about a dollar a month more than the’aver-

ference is as between the open fields and @ 
gloomy back yard. There are no dark halls, 
not a room in the model buildings into which 
the sunlight does not shine. The buildings 
are steam heated, and there is hot water 
not only for the bathtubs in the basement 
and for the laundry, but for every kitchen 
as well. Anything as cheerful as those flats 
I have not seen in New York, The entrance 
on the avenue, with its lamps and its flower 
bed, is suggestive rather of an old-time 
palace than of a modern tenement, and yet 
there is an entire absence of the shoddy 
showiness that is the brazen face of thq 
slum. 

The new buildings await only the last 
touch of the contractor to be filled to the 
brim. Of 148 flats 100 were filled last week, 
The larger buildings on the West Side have 
room for 373 families, and they were full 
when I last saw them, with a waiting list 
of more than they could hold to choose from 
in case,of a vacancy. Both realize the ideal 
of a home in a multiple dwelling. Theik, 
walls are deadened; there is entire pri 
for the tenant. 

TENANTS STAY. 

And the tenant stays. East and West, thé 
management of the houses, reports “no 
trouble.” In spite of the bad mame given his 
neighborhood, the superintendent of the 
First avenue houses says that he has no 
cause of complaint. His tenants are picked 
of course by the “ lady rent collector,” but 
from amrong the people of the neighborhood, 
Even the gang, with which the police long 
battled in ‘vain, “ did not steal $50 worth ” 
of stuff from the place while the buildings 
were going up. : 

The City and Suburban Homes company— 
of the suburban end of fits activity I shall 
speak hereafter—limits its dividends to 5 per 
cent and pays them. It is satisfactory to 
know that a considerable part of them goes 
into the hands of the wage-earners for whom 
it builds. Nearly one-half, ofits sharehoid- 
ers own less than ten shares each—that ista 
say, less than $100 worth of stock. 


PERIL OF FIRE. 

One of the dreadful perils of tenement« 
house life—that of fire—we tried in the past 
to ward off by forbidding the boiling of fat 
in bakeries in tenement cellars.. We drove 
out more than’a hundred bakeries of that

Plants Village of Hyde Park. 

He laid out the Village of Hyde Park and 
obtained promises from the Illinois Central 
railroad, which guaranteed transportation 
facilities to the inhabitants of the village. 
He sold sixty acres to the railroad com- 
pany, and a part of the consideration was 
an obligation. on the part of the company 
to run regular suburban trains to the vil- 
lage. Mr. Cornell, in addition to securing 
transportation, bullt a large hotel in 1857 
and became a resident of the place. He was 
Superviser of the town from its incorpora- 
tion in 1861 to 1864. : 

The name of Hyde Park was given to the 
village. by Mr. Cornell after Hyde Park, 
London, and he now takes pride in the fact 
that, in his opinion, the second Hyde Park 
is more beautiful than the original. . 

In 1854 a railroad collision occurred at 
what is now Grand Crossing. and it was de- 
cided that thereafter all trains should come 
to a full stop before crossing any, of. the 
roads intersecting at that point. Mr. Cor- 
nell saw opportunities for the establishment 
of a village at«that point after the order 
was established, and he bought 600 acres of 
land there for $6,000 from W. B. Ogden. . 


Founds Grand Crossing. 
For many years the ground was unim- 
proved, but after the fire Mr. Cornell platted 
it as Cornell's eubdivision, which became 
shortened to “ Corneh.”” He had hopes that 
the site would become valuable as the loca- 
tion of factéries, and established a watch 


| factory. The name of” Corneil " was after- 


The commissioners first employed land- 
scape architects and opened a nursery of 
five acres. Land desired for parks was se- 
lected, surveyed, and its probable cost es- 
timated at $1,865,750. About 60,000 young 
trees were set out, and work was begun on 
roadways and sewers. The fire not only 
put a stop to operations, but it destroyed 
the original plans and specifications for the 
improvement of the parks, together with all 
contracts, estimates, and receipts. 

The commissioners met an emergency by 
putting immediate stop to the work and dis- 
charged ali but the immediately necessary 
employés. The suspension of work was not 
permitted to continue long, and on Sept. 1 
H. W. 8. Cleveland was appointed landscape 
gardener and ornamental work was begun. 
By 1875 the commissioners had purchased 
1,045 acres, of which 780 acres had been 
paid for in full. Nearly four-fi of the 
more western park areas had n com- 
pleted, and 850 acres had been tilled and 
seeded and planted with forest trees. A 
connecting @rive had been constructed be- 
tween the east and west divisions of the 
parks, and the nursery was furnishing sev- 
eral thousand trees each year. In 1880 the 
commission owed no floating debt, interest 
on bonded indebtedness had been reduced 
ow and a sinking fund had been cre- 
at 

Mr. Cornell served on the commission from 
April 16, 1860, until 1883, and was its Secre- 
tary until 1871, and its Auditor from March, 
1876, to March, 1877. 

Mr. Cornell was married in July, 1856, to 
Miss Helen M. Gray of Bowdoinham., Me.., 
the wedding taking place at the residence of 
his brother-in-law, Orrington Lunt of Chi- 
cago. They have five children, George, John, 
Paul Jr., Lizzie, and Helen.

conversation with Cotnt Karolyi at. the 
royal palace at Buda-Pesth the other day 
the septuagenarian monarch, who until a 
few months ago enjoyed exceptionally good 
health, and who had retainéd all the vigor 
and elasticity of youth, complained that he 
fclt poorly, and that all the efforts of his 
physicians had so far failed to benefit him 
in any way. 

“T have fits of shivering like ague,” said 
his Majesty to the Count, “and they last 
all day. I am not free from them until to- 
wards dusk. In consequence of this weak- 
ness I feel wretched and am obliged to be 
most careful about my health.” . 

It is feared that the Emperor's health is 
at last breaking up, and that the so sorely 
stricken monarch, whose reign has been 
one long succession of sorrows, bereave- 
ments, and disasters of one kind and an- 
other, is at last succumbing to the burden. 

The Duchess Helene of Aosta, sister of 
the Duke of Orleans, has just given birth 
to another son at Turin, while the Monte- 
negrin born Crown Princess of Italy still 
remains without any prospect of becoming 
a mother, all hopes in that direction having 
now been abandoned by the reigning family 
and the nation. The eventual succession of 
the Duke of Aosta and of his male issue to 
the throne of Italy seems, therefore, assured, 
and Duchess Helene, who is notoriously one 
of the most ambitious of the royal ladies of 
Europe, is certain to realize her dreams of 
becoming a full-fledged Queen, like her elder 
sister, Marie Amelie, the consort of the King 
of Portugal. It is pleasant to be able to 
add that the Crown Princess of Italy, in 
spite of the cruel disappointment caused by 
her childlessness, is devoted to her little 
nephew, the 2-year-old son of the Duke of 
Aosta. 

Among the most remarkable tributes to 
the diplomatic skill and success of rd 
Pauncefote is the satisfaction with which 
his retention of the British Ambassadorship 
at Washington beyond the appointed time 
has created throughout the length and 
breadth of Canada. The Canadians, imbued 
with that spirit of independence which 
seems native to the soil of the western hemi- 
sphere north as yell as south of the Ameri- 
can-Dominion frontier line, have always 
been an exceptionally difficult people to 
manage, and have absolutely declined to 
submit to the same amount of direction and 
control on the part of the home authorities 
in Downing street as the other colonies in 
the antipodes and elsewhere. Moreover, in 
all England’s relations with the United 
States the Canadians have invariably mani- 
fested a species of suspicion that the im- 
perial authorities, in their desire to foster 
friendship between Great Britain and the 
United States, were prepared, in case of 
necessity, to sacrifice the interests of the 
Dominion at Washington to those of the 
entire British Empire. The existence of that 
feeling on the part of the Canadians of every 
political shade has been one of the principal 
difficulties with which the English Ambassa- 
dors at Washington have had to contend, 
since the interests of Canada seemed always 
to stand in the way of England’s making 


such concessions to the United States as 
were required by the readiness on the part 
of the Washington government to meet Eng- 


land half way in pending issues. 


Lord Pauncefote is the first English Envoy 
to this country who has succeeded in accom- 
plishing the apparently impossible task of 
acquiring the complete confidence and good- 
wil) not merely of England and of the 
American people and government out also 
of the Canadians, who are all congratulat- 
ing themselves upon his continuance at 
Washington. 

This feat im itself is sufficient to stamp 
Lord Pauncefote as a diplomat of the first 
water, and it may be anticipated that hie 
stay at Washington will be prolonged not 
merely for a few months but more likely 
still for a few years, since, after the conclu- 
sion of the war in south Africa it will be 
more than ever necessary for England to 
have a man of his diplomatic caliber in the 
American national capital, owing to the 
fact that the Canadians, who have ren- 
dered the home government such valuable 
and gallant assistance in the south African 
trouble, will be more than ever eager that 
their interests at Washington should not 
be unduly sacrificed by England. 

While on this subject I may mention that 
I have received from a friend connected 
with the Foreign office in London, who is in 
& position to know, a correction of the story 
commonly current in Pall Mall, according 
to which Lord Pauncefote’s appointment as 
British Envoy at Washington was the re- 
sult of a Foreign office intrigue against him. 
This friend, who was close to Lord Paunce- 
fote when the latter was the Permanent 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
declares that it was Lord Pauncefote him- 
self who applied for the mission at Washing-. 
ton. It was shortly after the unfortunate 
Lord Sackville episode, and Lord Pauncefote 
was far-sighted enough to see the almost 
unrivaled opportunities that existed at 
Washington for restoring there the sadly 
damaged prestige of English diplomacy and 
of rendering invaluable service to his coun- 
try. Moreover he had always felt a particu- 
larly warm sympathy for America and 
Americans, and was convinced that he would 
feel at home at Washington. It was in con- 
sequence of this that he himself asked Lord 
Salisbury to intrust him with the American 
mission, which was at that time merely a 
legation; and in order to obtain it sacrificed 
his office as permanent head of the Foreign 
office in London, which is regarded as the 
Blue Ribbon of the English home civil serv- 
ice and vastly superior in prestige and im- 
portance to the position of mere Minister 
Plenipotentiary, which was the status of 
the British Envoy at Washington when Lord 
Pauncefote came to this country. 


Lord Salisbury, in the ‘House of Lords, in 
announcing Lord Pauncefote’s continuance 
in office as Ambassador, insisted so strongly 
on the obligations of the government and of 
the nation to his Exellency in thus consent- 
ing to remain in harness after reaching the 
age at which he was entitled to retire on his 
Ambassador’s pension of $8,000 a year, that 
it is confidently expected the crown will 
shortly confer upon him some fresh token of 
royal favor by way of expressing its appre- 
ciation of his devotion to the public service. 
This, in view of the fact that he is already 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath, a member of the Privy Council, and a 
Baron, will probably take the form of a step 
in the peerage, and in his elevation, like 
Lord Cromer to the rank of a Viscount, 
possibly with a special remainder to his eld- 
est Gaughter, his only son having died in 
infancy.

Making a List of Delinquents. 

A complete list of all persons transferring 
property in alleged violation of the federal 
stamp laws is being made by Deputy Col- 
fector Reed, and notices will be sent by 
Collector Coyne to these parties advising 
them to appear before him and show cause 
why their deeds, conveyances, mortgages, 
galoon bonds, and other legal documents gre 
insufficiently stamped. 

The most notable evasion in stamping a 

ocument that so far has come to light is 

n the case of a wealthy Chicago lawyer. He 
deeded a lot of real and personal property 
to a relative, and the document bears a 50- 
cent revenue stamp. The value of the trans- 
fer is estimated at $1,900,000. The amount 
of revenue stamps needed for this convey- 
ance would be $1,900. The case has been re- 
ported to Washington for advice and a. 
criminal prosecution may result.

How Errors May Be 

Collector Coyne said yesterfay: ‘To 
Yust what extent this undervaluation in affix- 
ing stamps has been carried on can be de- 
termined only after a careful investigation. 
The remedy lies In any persons who believe 
their legal doeuments are understamped 
coming to me at.once. If they justify and 
the case is not past a certain limit, I will 
issue a certificate; and on being given the ad- 
ditional stamps required will cancel them. 
Bome cases will call for a fine. In case of a 
real estate transfer the increased amount of 
stamps should be reported to the County 
Recorder, in order that a record may be 
made of the correct value of the property. 
If those receiving notices fail to respond a 
United States Deputy Marshal will be sent 
to bring them, and this will cost them from 
$16 to $18 tn addition to their fine and extra 
stamps. This office does not wish to be hard 
on any one, but the law must be enforced.”’

HIGHER CABLES CAUSE AN OPENING 
- ADVANCE, SOON LOST. 


Fair Export Sales, Making One Million 
Bushels for Two Days, Steady a pulf 
Market—Corn Opens Strong on a 
Sharp Advance in Liverpool, Caused 
by Small Stocks, but Realising Sales 
Bring About a Decline—Provisions 

Clese Lower. 


All the important markets on the board 
opened higher yesterday but wheat, the dull- 
est of the lot and apparently the weakest, 
was the only one which did not at the close 
of the short session show a loss for the day. 
Wheat gained, but only the smallest frac- 
tional advance possible. The opening, on 
higher cables and a sharp advance in corn, 
was at 65%@66c May, an advance of %c, the 
range from 65%-%ec to 66c and the close 
655%%c sellers. At the first quotations there 
was a raft of wheat for sale through com- 
mission houses and a small proportion only 
was distributed before prices eased off. Liv- 
erpool was up \4@%d futures, London 
and Paris %@lic, but spot wheat at Liver- 
pool did not recover any of the 1d lost on 
Friday on all grades except No. 1 Northern, 
which was up 4d. Cash bids from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom were 1d lower than the day be- 
fore and from the continent were 4d lower, 
but at this reduction 314,000 bu were worked, 
nearly 1,000,000 bu for two days. That the 
market barely held its own in spite of that 
encouraging factor was considered a sign of 
inherent weakness. Light stocks at the sea- 
board and at Liverpool were largely respon- 
sible fer the cash demand and the firmness 
of futures. Several local bulls tried to help 
the market up by buying at the top prices, 
but their play for a bulge was unsuccessful. 
Elevator people who were not buying against 
their cash sales sold against the big Argen- 
tine shipments. Some long wheat came out 
and was taken by shorts, but generally the 
trade was extremely dull. Shipments for 
the week were 441,189 bu te receipts at public 
warehouses of 225,700 bu, while from Jan. 1 
to date shipments were 3,544,742 bu to re- 
ceipts of 3,274,312 bu. Northwestern re- 
ceipts continued in excess of last year, 535 
cars to 454, and for the week were 3,891 cars 
to 2,707 cars last year. Some encouragement 
eame from Duluth in a report of 100,000 bu 
worked for export yesterday.

UNITED STATES EXHIBITS. | 

The United States exhibit is one of the 
finest at the exposition. It comprises more 
than 7,000 exhibiters. Of these five-sixths 
are classified as exhibiters of agriculture, 
mines, 
and fine arts; religious, charitable, and other 
associations;- schools and colleges. The 
number of commercial exhibiters included 
in the 7,000 ig 1,110. Among the strongest 
numerically among the latter are tlie “wine 
manufacturers, who have a great display at 
the exposition. American agricultural ma- 
chines are another great feature of the 
American exhibit. 

Besides the National United States pavilion 
along the Seine the United States has an an- 
nex to the Forestry Building, an annex to 
the Palace of Various Industries, an annex 
to the Agricultural, Building, and an annex 
to the Mercantile and Marine Building, 
where a fine United States weather bureau 
is established. 

Besides all these annexes the United States 
has a colonial exhibit on the Trocadero, a 
publishers’ press building, and a series of 
buildings at the , Vincennny annex of the ex- 
position. 

Forty delegates, and at- 
tachés have been at work two years organ- 
izing the American exhibit, which has cost 
to properly display nearly a million of dol- 
lars. 

The National American pavilion is situ- 
ated upon the left bank of the Seine, along 
the foreign row, between the Turkish and 
Austrian pavilions, third in line from the 
Invalides bridge. It was designed by Archi- 

tect Coolidge, and resembles in form the 
Capitol buildings in a number of American 
State capitals. It is covered with white 
staff and profusely decorated with sculp- 
ture. The pavilion rises in a dome, and is 
surmounted by the American eagle. At 
night, when the dome is lighted by elec- 
tricity, the effect is striking. 

The interior of the building has a base- 
ment, in which is a refreshment room. Frbm 
this story a circular staircase leads to the 
first floor. In. front of this floor is a porch 
built like an arch of triumph, adorned with 
Corinthian columns and crowned with a 
quadriga representing the Goddess of Lib- 
erty on the Chariot of Progress. Behind this 
arch, and giving access to the pavilion, is a 
door in a niche decorated with paintings. 
Upon the same level as the columns is an 
equestrian statue of .George Washington. 

In the center of the building is a vast hall

- Upon the first floor is a series of private 
reception-rooms assigned to the various 
States of the union. The reception-rooms 
are supplied with newspapers and writing 
materials, and communicate with telegraph, 
telephone, and ‘a _postoffice. The idea of 
Commissioner General Peck was to have 
these rooms a series of clubrooms, where 


Americans could feel at home during the 


exposition.’ The elevator service, the hard- 
ware used in the building, together with the 
inlaid flooring and furnishing, have all been 
supplied by American industry, and the stat- 
ues and paintings by American artists. The 
American pavilion stands fifty-one yards 
above the Seine. The dome is twenty yards 
in dlameter.

THE ITALIAN PALACE, 

The Italian palace is the most beautiful 
of all the foreign palaces at the exposition. 
It is situated upon the left bank of the Seine, 
the first pavilion after leaving the In- 
valides bridge. It is separated from the 
United States Building by the Turkish Build- 
ing, and oecupies twice as much space as 
any other along the row. The architectural 
style is ‘pure Italian Renaissance in every 
detail. It is a most perfect reproduction of 
the most beautiful monuments of the epoch, |

with its Venetian cupolas and almost lace- 
like decoration. The architects, Counts 
Ceppi, Salvadori, and Gilodi, have given 
visitors at the exposition a glimpse of the 
beauties of the architecture along the Adri-' 
atic. . 

The palace occupies a rectangular surface 
of 65x28 yar@s. The entrance is an exact 
reproduction’ of the famous Porta della 
Carta gate at Venice, reduced one-fifth in 
size. 

A frieze in mosaic breaks the monotony of 
the height of the building. -Five . gilded 
cupolas give a special character to the build- 
ing and are exact reproductions of the 
cupolas of the Saint Mare Church at 
Venice. 

All the motives of the devesatinne were 
executed at. Turin.‘ They are mostly au- 
thentic copies of celebrated subjects of the 
famous Italian palaces. In the niches are 
statues of celebrated Italians, and the busts 
of Michel Angelo, Dante, and others occupy 
conspicuous places. 

The interor of the palace is an immense 
nef from which branch various galleries. 
The walls are profusely decorated with 
paintings and frescoes, and a feature of the 
interior ornamentation ts the window glass. 
More than 500 square yards of the latter has 
been used. 

The palace is entirely constructed of wood 
and covered with white staff. The exterior 
facade is painted so as to give the illusion 
of two celebrated Italian marbles, the Bosso 
de Verona, and the Marmos d’Istria. The 
arms of Italy are prominently in view upon 
the front of the building. The exhibits of 
the Italian building include the most cele- 
brated Italian arts—glass, mosaics, faiénces, 
marbies. 

M. Tomaso Villa is the Italian commis- 
sioner. 


THE SWEDISH PAVILION. 


One of the most original edifices in the for- 
| eign section is the Swedish pavilion, which 
overlooks the Seine. It belongs to no known 


style of architecture, nor does it recall the 
past. It is a gay looking building, an apt 
choice in style for a time of fétes. It is or- 
namented with turrets and towers and bal- 
conies. It has a zigzag form, and withal 
is exceedingly picturesque. 

The building is entirely in wood and is not 
concealed under a cover of staff. Certain 
parts are painted red, others yellow, while 
the main part is the natural color of the 
wood protected by a coat of oil. M. Fernand 
Boberg is the architect of this curious mon- 
ument. 

In the basement of the building is a native 
brasserie, where Swedish drinks are served 
and Swedish dishes to’the native or foreign 
visitor. The main salon is on the first floor, 
surrounded by other salons. Two of the 
latter are devoted to photographs of inter- 
esting spots in Sweden. In the rear several 
rooms are occupied - by’ Swedish peasants 
from Dalecariie, Scanie, and Ostrogothie, in 
national costume, at work on embroidery 
and lace. Two other rooms contain paint- 
ings by Swedish artists. 

The reception room will be entirely fur- 
nished in modern style Swedish furniture. 
Other rooms are devoted to exhibits of wood- 
en wares made by the peasants. In the hall 
is an exhibition of sports. There are sleds 
and snowshoes and skates and the sparkz- 
teotting. Reading-rooms are provided for 
visitors, where Swedish newspapers and 
magazines are to be found. M. Thiel, the 
Swedish commissioner, is hospitably in- 
clined, and desires all his countrymen to 
feel at home in the national pavilion. 


THE NORWEGIAN PALACE, 


The Norwegian palace is next to that of 
Beigium along the Seine. It rises in proud 
rivalry to that of Sweden, and is separated 
from the latter by the German, Spanish, and 
Monacoan pavilions. The architect, M. 
Sinding-Larsen, is one of the most celebrated 
in Christiania. 

The pavilion is entirely built of wood and 
recalls, upon general lines, the rural con- 
structions is but with a rich orna-

mentation not habitual about such struct- 
ures. The roof is covered with sculptured 
slats, giving it a picturesque: appearance. 


The building is painted in various colors, red 


predominating. The ornamentation is 
curious—what is known as “ interlaced "— 
and is a Scandinavian art. The principle of 
the interlacing is a series of designs woven 
in and out, as it were, in wood. There is no 
regular form to it. Sometimes it takes the 
shape of an animal, a bird, or a flower, but 
only conventional, pure fantasy. 

The interior of the building comprises a 
vast hall and numerous salons, in which 
national products of the chase and fishing 
are exhibited, along with objects of sport 
and exploration. A feature of the exhibit 
will be a series of panoramas, showing the 
most picturesque scenes in the country. A 
luxurious national Norwegian restaurant oc- 
cupies one of the large lower sections of the 
building. National dishes are to be found 
here. 

M. Christophersen is the commissioner 
from Norway. 


AUSTRIA’S THREE PAVILIONS. 

Austria, not content with one building, has 
three—the royal Austrian pavilion, a Hun- 
garian pavilion, and a Bosnia-Herzegovina 
pavilion. The Austrian pavilion is situated 
upon the left bank of the Seine, next to the 
United States Building. The~ Austrian 
pavilion is a square edifice, with a mansard 
roof. It is built after the style of the 
“ Vienese baroque” of the time of Fischer 
von Erlachs, 1750. The motives which dec- 
orate it are borrowed from the “ Winter- 
Reitschule,’’ one of the Hofburg batiments. 

The interior is divided into large reception 
salons and a series of galleries, in which are 
exhibited national exhibits. Austrian art is 
also displayed—many works of national 
fame belonging to the Emperor of Austria. 
Thre are two fine restaurants in the Austrian 
pavilion. 


The Hungarian pavilion is one of the most. 


picturesque of the foreign buiMings along 
the Seine. It is situated between the Eng- 
lish and the Bosnia-Herzegovina pavilions, 
and it combines in its architectural style an 
ensemble of the styles of architecture fol- 
lowed in Hungary—the Roman, the Gothic, 
and the Renaissance. Zoltan Balint and 
Louis Jamboe, Buda-Pesth architects, drew 
the plans, which have given the public a 
faithful summary of the history of Hun- 
garian architecture. 

The building comprises four wings, 
grouped around a Roman cloister. The lead- 
ing motive recalls the Church of Jaath. 
Along the Seine the facade is Gothic in 
tendency, with its balconies, and the north 
side of the building has an arched roof, mod- 
eled after the Csuetoertoekhely Chapel. The 
architects have also introduced the tower of 
the church of the citadel of Koermvezbanza 
upon the top of the pavilion. The Hungarian 
renaissance is noticeable in the facade, 
which includes motives from the Rakocsy 
The windows upon the ground floor are 
ap ee of those in the City Hall of Bartfa.

The interior rooms of the Hungarias 
pavilion are reproductions of famous Hun- 
garian interiors. The commissioners’ re- 
‘ception-room, known as Hussars’ Hall, con- 
tains paintings and sculpture glorifying the 
Hungarian Hussars. In the adjoining rooms 
of the pavilion is a retrospective exhibit of 
Hungarian art, including the “ Corvines.”

The third Austrian pavilion, the Bosnia- 
Herzegovina pavilion, is situated In an ex- 
cellent location, along the left bank of the 
Seine, between the Austrian and Hungarian 
pavilions. Its architectural style is pure 
Magyar. Its Oriental origin is exceedingly 
marked. The buikding resembles the 
Seigneurial residences of Bosnia, with its 
high tower and fortified walla. The harem- 
like, or women’s apartments, are a curious 
part of the structure, lighted by latticed bal- 
econies, which in Bosnia formerly protected 
the fair inmates from the indiscreet gazes 
of passersby. 

The decoration of the pavilion is a fine 
example of eastern art. The architect has 
aimed to give a perfect reproduction of na- 
tive Bosnia-Herzegovinian architecture. 

The interior is divided into salons, contain- 
ing exhibits of national products, and there 
is an excellent Oriental restaurant in the 
building. 


THE GERMAN PAVILION. 
The German pavilion is situated.upon the 


banks of the Seine along the Quai d'Orsay, in‘ 


the section known as the “ Foreign Build- 
ings.”” It is easily reached by. either the 
Alma, the Invalides, or the new Alexander 
bridge. The pavilion cost more than 1,000,- 
000 marks and was designed by Architect 
Radke of Berlin. All the plans were person- 
ally approved by the Emperor. 

The space allotted Germany is almost 8,000 
square feet. In style the pavilion is renais- 
sance. It resembles the noblemen’s resi- 
dences in Nuremburg with its gabled ends, 
bronze turrets, and red birch roof. The main 
tower is 225 feet high. 

The ground floor is devoted to a photo- 
graphic exhibition and a history of books. 
The first floor, where the reception rooms 
are and the general offices of the commis- 


sioner, is reached by a magnificent marble | 


staircase. The paintings which decorate the 
walls are all from the Hmperor’s private 
galleries and consist principally of eigh- 
teenth century French art—pictures and 
tapestries which have been In the imperial 
residences of Potsdam since the days of 
Frederick the Great. Among the gy 
represented are Wattean, Lancret, 
Chardin. The tapestries are mostly Gobe- 

lins and Beauvais. 


There is a national German restaurant in | 


the pavilion, where German girls serve beers 
and foog excessively German in origin. M.

many. 

The German exhibit, which will be found in 
the various groups, represents an investment 
of $4,000,000 and is participated in by 8,000 
manufacturers and business-men. Most of 
the German exhibits will be made collec- 
tively. Food products, chemical 
instruments of precision, surgical instru- 
ments, toys, tissues, library exhibits, roll- 
ing stock, will all be shown collective}y.

When Near Death.

ONDON, March 14.—In the recent death 

at Birmingham of Isaac Gordoh, the 

Shylock, England lost one of its most 

famous, or rather infamous, charac- 

ters. He was vengeful and rapacious, 

at once @ usurer and a miser. It has been 

said that he ruined more homes from his 

evil practices than the war in south Africa. 

This is perhaps drawing it rather strong, but 

certain it is that during his comparatively 

brief life he caused many suicides and 

brought despair to hundreds of men and 
women. 

Gordon warred against all mankind, high 
and low, with a remorselessness that was 
probably unique. It is some gratification 
to bé able to write that he was not an Anglo- 
Saxon. He was a Russian Jew by birth, and 
at the time of his death was in his thirty-fifth 
year. When he reached this country, in his 
sixteenth year, he was practically penniless, 
but it is reported that he died wortha million 
sterling, or $5,000,000. His first and only 
situation in England was as a money lend- 
er’s clerk at Worcester. He was clever, 
and he knew it—in fact, so clever, it was 
eaid, that in a short time he knew more about 
his employer's business than his employer 
did himself. | 

He soon saved enough money to start in 
the money-lending line on his own account. 
His rapacity knew no bounds, but in spite 
of it his clients increased, until there was 
scarcely a town in the United Kingdom 
where he was not represented; neither is 
there a judicial tribuna! before which he has 
not appeared as plaintiff. 


Weakened by Prison Life. 

About twelve years ago Gordon over- 
reached himself in connection with some 
loan proceedings and he was tried at the 
Worcestershire Assizes on a charge of fraud. 
The late Mr. Asquith, Q. C., M. P:, defended 
him, but Gordon was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment. 
Never of robust health, the prison treatment 
completely broke him down, and after about 
eight months had been served he was lib- 
erated in the belief not only that he would 


never return to business but that he would, 


not Hive for more than two or three months. 

But, like so many other people, he deceived 
t octors. On his Hberation from Worces- 
ter jail he went to Nice, where he speedily 
recovered his health, and in a few months 
he returned to the money lending business 
with a renewed vigor and with an avowed 


‘ determination to exact his full pound of flesh 


from the British public. 


Demands His Pound of Flesh. 


Gordon always maintained that he was 
wrongfully convicted and he would say: 
“ They had my life’s blood at Worcester, and 
when I came out I was determined to have 
their blood. I have had their blood ever 
since, and I am having it now. I am like a 
tiger.” His principal office in recent years 


/, was in Livery street, Birmingham, where he 


traded under the name of Rylands. In Lon- 
don he was known as Wallace, at Liverpool 
as Spencer, at Manchester as Elliott, at Ox- 
ford as Edwards, and at Edinburg as Cook. 
When examined before the Royal commis- 
sion on money’ lending he stated that Isaac 


_ Gordon was his correct name. 


The universal contumely which followed 
his evidence before the commission seriously 
affected him, although outwardly he en- 
deavored to keep up an appearance of in- 
difference. If he was harsh before he was 
ten times more so now. Knowing that he 
was at’variance with all mankind. he 
stopped at nothing; no one could convince 
him that he was not more sinned against 
than sinning 


_ Frowned On by His Own Race. 
Perhaps he was as much detested by his 
own race ag by his victims. Few would 
accept him as a “ paying guest,’’ and a few 
years ago the Birmingham Hebrew congre- 
gation, of which he was a member, declined 


_ to accept contributions from him. This 


aroused his indignation, and he addressed a 
letter to the officials of the synagogue, in 


_ wifich he repudiated their right to sit in judg- 


ment upon him, saying: “If I sin against 
‘the law of man I am responsible to my 
maker; if I sin against the laws of the land 
ithe law will deal with me.” 

1 He was offered the free use of a seat in the 
synagogue which he had hitherto paid for, 


- but he refused to accept it, and never again 


entered the building. 


Without Wife or Friends. 
Gordon was unmarried and without a 
. friend in the world, with the possible excep- 
, tion of a former client, for whom, for some 
-wnaccountable reason, he seemed to have 
formed an attachment. 
For a long time he suffered from bronchitis 
‘and was apparently under the impression 
that his end was near. He wrote a letter to 
-his one friend asking him to call and see him, 
adding: “I wish to pour out to you the 
bitterness of my heart.” It is not known 


“whether he ever saw his friend. 


_ The usurer’s nearest kin are three brothers 
‘and a sister. One of the brothers, the eld- 
‘est, is a Hebrew teacher living in poor cir- 
cumstances in a small town on the Polish 
,frontier. Here also lives his sister. She 
is married, has a large family, and is in 
straitened circumstances. One of his other 
‘brothers is a_ money lender in Scotland, and 
‘the third a cigaretmaker in Germany. 

Gordon lived the quiet life of a bachelor, 
, chiefly in hotels, though he rarely stopped in 
any one for any length of time. 


Lived Almost as a Miser. 

After he gave his evidence’ before the 
“Royal commission reporters from all parts 
of the country visited Birmingham with the 
‘object of obtaining photographs of the 
‘palatial mansion, which it was populariy 


‘supposed the “ money-lending millionaire" 


occupied, but, to their surprise and disgust, 
they found that all his household effects were 
contained in a small bedroom at a second- 
‘class hotel. Even here he scarcely rested 
night or day. An indefatigable worker, he 
could not wait until the ordinary delivery 
of letters on a morning, but made a persona! 
call at. the postoffice between 5 and 6 o'clock, 
and, as a rule, had dealt with his mass of 
correspondence before his clerks arrived. 

He died at the Pitman Restaurant in Cor- 
poration street, Birmingham. Two hours 
‘previously he was transacting business, but 
the previous day, when, on the advice of the 
‘woman manager of the hotel, a physician 
was called in to see him, Gordon would not 
permit the doctor to examine him or to make 
any inquiries until he had stipulated as to 
swhat his fee would be. | 

Too Penurious to Live. 

The cause of death is stated to be larnygi- 
‘tis and it appears that he suffered from a 
‘tnroat affection for some time. A month or 
‘two ago he was advised to spend the win- 
ter in the south of France or some other 
mild climate, but he said that he could not 
afford the time away from his business or 
the money, and when prevailed upon to have 
.@ nurse he dismissed her soon after she came 
on the plea that she was too young, though 
-the real reason was said to be that he 
thought her fee of $10 was toc high. 


Soon after that he quarreled with his doc- y 


,tor on the subject of his charges, and it was 
mot until Sunday that he permitted another 
-medical man to see him. On Monday he en- 
deavored to attend to his work. 
displayed as 
te the circumstances of death. bat it has 
‘been ascertained he died in the arms of his 
‘confidential clerk, who had called to see 
him. Phe same night. according to the Jew- 
Sh custom, twe watchers kept vigilover 
the body, candles burning on either side of 
the bed. On Wednesday the body was re- 
agnoved to the. public mortuary.

THE MONACOAN PAVILION, 


Monaco, owing to its proximity to France 
and to the friendly relations between the two 
countries, was accorded a fine large site upon 
the Seine in the foreign section. 

The Monacoan pavilion is an imposing 
structure built of iron and wood and covered 
with staff. It is picturesque with its numer- 
ous arcades and terraces. A tower, the archi- 
tectural lines of which are adapted from the 
chateau of the Prince, completes the build- 
ing, which was designed by Architects Mede- 
cini and Marquet. 

The Monaco pavilion is the third from the 
Alma bridge, to the left, and stands between 
the Sweden and Spain pavilions. Geograph- 
ical and historical exhibits form one of the 
features of the national Monacoan exhibi- 


tion. 


THE PAVILION OF SERVIA. 


« The pavilion of Servia is the first pavilion 


on turning to the left upon leaving the Alma 
bridge. The situation is admirable, com- 
manding a fine view up and down the 
Seine. M. Baudry drew the designs of the 
building, which in architectural style be- 
longs to the Serlo-Byzantine art. The 
structure is built of brick and stone, and 
the cupolas, of which there are five, are of 
metal bronzed. 

In the interior is an immense central hall 
decorated in Serlo-Byzantine style. The 
work is exquisite, although the building 1s 
only temporary. 

are a series of eries, in Ww 
products are displayed, agricultural exhibits 
predominating. One of the most curious 
of the galleries is one devoted to an ethno- 
graphic museum, in which every variety of 
Servian national costume is displayed upon 
life sized figures representing national char- 
acters. Count de Camondo is commissioner 
from Servia. 


THE MEXICAN PAVILION. 

The Mexican pavilion occupies a large site 
along the inner row of foreign nations. It 
is next to the press pavilion and to the left 
of the Alma bridge. M. Amza, architect, 
has made an effort to show the world mod- 
ern Mexican art, modeled upon the neo- 
Greece style so popular during the second 
empire. 

The pavilion is reached by an imposing 
staircase leading up to three central doors. 
The middle of the interior forms a vast hall 
forty-two yards long. All around the hall 
is a gallery, divided into a number of parti- 
tioned sections. The national Mexican art 
exhibit is displayed in the pavilion, although 
the place of honor, as far as the products of 
the country are concerned, is given to to- 
bacco. The fabrication of cigars and cigar- 
ets is shown by natives in national cos 
tume, who are at werk at their “‘ metier.” 

There is also a great display of gold, sil- 
ver, copper, and metal work, to say noth- 
ing of opals, agates, topazes, emeralds, 
onyx. 


THE PAVILION OF GREECE. 

The Greek pavilion is situated upon the 
left bank of the Seine, the second pavilion 
after leaving the Alma bridge to the left. 
The style of the architecture is pure Bygan- 
tine. The design of the building was drawn 
by Lucien Magne and is a synthesis of a 
number of celebrated Greek churches. The 
plan is that of a Greek cross, of which the 
branches are equal. <A, cupola rises in the 
center, and four other cupolas, one at each 
corner of the building, which is buikt entirely 
of red and blue.enameled bricks. The prin- 
cipal entrance is supported by marble 
columns. 

The interior. of. the building is occupied 
by a display of national products, notably 
wines and spirftuous liquors. 


THE ROUMANIAN PAVILION. 


The Roumanian pavilion stands in the 
inner row of the foreign buildings, the first 
to the left upon leaving the Alma bridge. 
In architectural style it is Byzantine, in a 
modified form. The elements of the con- 
struction are borrowed from the most cele- 
brated edifices of Roumania, and date back 


to the sixteenth century. The domes and | 


‘‘ clochetons ”’ are after those of the Curtea 
D’Argis Church. The porch of the pavil- 
fon Is a reproduction of that of the church 
of the Orezu monastery. Other details are 
borrowed from the Trois Saints Church at 
Jassy. The frieze of the facade is remarka- 
ble for a series of ceramics. The plans were 
drawn by Architect Formigé, under the di- 
rection of the Commissioner General, M. 
Ollanesco. 

The interior is divided into a large hall 
and a series of galleries. The national ex- 
hibits in the building relate to mines and 
metallurgy and education and furniture and 
decoration of buildings. A room is especi- 
ally devoted to a retrospective exposition of 
Roumania, comprising ancient costumes, 
jewelry, arms, silver work (religious sub- 
jects), manuscripts, and books. 

An excellent restaurant is in the Rou- 
manian building, where national dishes are 
served by natives in the costume of the 
country. 


THE BELGIAN PAVILION, 


Belgium’s pavilion is situated upon the 
banks of the Seine, in the foreign section, di- 
rectly vis-a-vis with the Horticultural Build- 
ing. It stands next to the Sweden pavilion, 
and has a passerelle exit from across the Seine 
directly in front of it. The Belgian pavilion 
is a reproduction of a Belgian city hall, and, 
while not one of the largest, is one of the 
most beautiful of the foreign buildings. On 
the ground floor considerable space is de- 
voted to the press. There is a handsome 
reading-room in which all the Belgian papers 
are found. The walis are decorated with 
pictures of famous Belgian cities and sites. 
The brewers of Belgium have a national 
restaurant upon the lower quay, where Bel- 
gian beverages are sold. 

Belgium has a creditable display in the 
various groups of the exposition. 


-THE TURKISH PAVILION, 


The Turkish pavilion, the next door neigh- 
bor to the United States building, is situated 
upon the left bank of the Seine, the second 
in the row from the Invalides bridge. It 
stands between the Italian and United States 
pavilions. It wae designed by Architect Du- 
buisson and is typical of Turkish archi- 
tecture, a branch of Mussulman architecture. 

The pavilion is surmounted by a great 
dome, topped with the Turkish crescent. 
The basement of the building is occupied by 
a fine Turkish restaurant. The ground floor 
is occupied by Turkish natives, who have 
organized a kind of a bazaar, in which they 
embroider, work in gold and copper, illus- 
trating the native arts. Arab ee is also 
displayed here. 

Upon the first floor is an Armenian thea- 
ter, where the performances represent Turk- 
ish like. A café is attached to the theater, 
furnished with the marvelous sculp- 
tured wood and lacqué furniture peculiar 
to the country. 

In a series of rooms leading off from the 
theater are museums, collections of Turkish 

. Mumie y is Commissioner General 
for Turkey. 


-THE PERSIAN PAVILION. 
The Persian pavilion is located 
left bank of the Seine in the ieget sam an 
buildings belonging to the foreign section 
It is close to the Royal English pavilion and 
easily reached from the Champ de Mars, or 
by crossing the Alma bridge. In architec- 
tural style it is typical of Persia. The na- 
tional features of building have been care- 
fully reproduced. The palace is exotic in 
splendor. The salons and adjoining recep- 
tion-rooms are furnished with great luxury 
showing magnificent Persian rugs, Persian 
embroideries, and Persian silks. A feature 
of the rooms is a series of superd crystal 
columns which support the ceilings. There 
is also a handsome display of glass. Within 
the Persian building is an exhibition of the 
national products of the country. 


THE BULGARIAN PAVILION, 

The Bulgarian pavilion ts another of the 
foreign pavilions situated along the inner 
row of the foreign section, bet ween the char- 
acteristic structures of Finland and Rou- 
mania. It is amuzing to state that the style 
of architecture is distinctly French, ap- 
proaching vaguely in a few of its details the

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| FIGHTING SAN JOSE SCALE. 


scientists from the University of Illinois Waging War ona 
Pest That Destroys Orchards—Methods Pursued to Pre- 
and Opposition Encountered. 
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RBANA, Ill, March 23.—Professor 
Stephen A. Forbes and his corps of 
assistants at the State University are 
making preparations for active war- 
fare against the San José scale in 
this State during the remainder of the win- 
ter. ‘Uniess some unlooked for contingency 
arises to upset Professor Forbes’ plans, 
eight men will be sent out from the univer- 
sity next week to the infested districts, to 
remain until spring puts an end to their 
work, or until the appropriation of the State 
4s exhausted. 
Despite the strenuous efforts which have 
been made in recent years to check the 
spread of the scale in Illinois, new localities 
in which the pest has secured a footing are 
constantly being discovered. In the last 
year eleyen new districts were found to be 
infested. The recently infested points are 
Manito, in Madison County; Assumption, in 
Christian County; a farm near Walnut Prai- 
rie, in Clark County; one near Warden, and 
another near Mount Carmel, in Wabash 
County; and town lots in Browns, Edwards 
County. Other points in which the infection 
fis of recent date are Monticello, in Piatt 
County; a farm near Quincy, in Adams 
County; and Albion, in Edwards County. 
At all these points the scale occurs only in 
small patches, and by careful treatment Pro- 
fessor Forbes is confident that the orchards 
can be cleared of the pest by next year. 


One Case Beyond Cure. — 

Out of the thirty-one localities known to 
be infested with the scaie, there is but one 
in which the disease has spread so far as to 
render a cure impossible. This condition ex- 
ists in the neighborhood of Sparta, in Ran- 
Golph County, where the scale has been 
found in sixty orchards, scattered over an 
area of twenty-five square miles. So far all 
efforts of the department to wipe out the 
pest there have failed, and Professor Forbes 
is of the opinion that the only way to pre- 
vent farther ravages of the scale is to cut 
down the infested trees and shrubs. These 
heroic measures were enforced in the vi- 
cinity of Vila Ridge and at Tremont, and, 
though the trees were destroyed several 
months ago, the pest has not reappeared in 
these regions. In seven of the twenty-one 
districts treated last year—namely: Dun- 
dee, Monroe Center, Sanford, Vermilion, 
Ernst, Herrick, and Paloma, the pest was 

h the last two years all sorts of plans have 
been tried for the extermination of the scale, 
and all were more or less successful.

“While it is true that fumigation with 
hydrocyanic acid gas has been recommend- 
ed as efficient for the extermination of the 
scale, even where the trees are completely 
and heavily infested, the general judgment 
of economic entomologists supports the 
declaration of Dr. L. O. Howard. He says: 
‘ While hydrocyanic acid furnishes the most 
effective means of destroying the San José 
scale and many other scale insects, it is not, 
aS some seem to suppose, an absolutely per- 
fect remedy, experience having demonstrat- 
ed here and there an occasional scale will 
esc@pe treatment and in the course of time it 
will be necessary to go over the same plants 


again. In California it has been found 
necessary to treat them once in every four 
years.’ 


**In brief, the San José scale can clearly 
be kept in check by thorough spraying with 
whaleoil soap or by general fumigation with 
hydrocyanic acid gas once in four years, ac- 
cording to the situation and the rapidity of 
its multiplication. But it can be exterminated 
where it has once gained effective lodgment 
only by drastic measures of destruction, 
supplemented by careful spraying or fumi- 
gation, or by repeated treatment applied in 
every case as frequently as a watchful in- 
spection gives any evidence of the presence 
of the scale.’’ 


Farmers Oppose the Work. . 

Owing to the ignorance of many of the 
farmers with whom the State entomologist 
comes in contact, serious trouble occasion- 
ally arises over the fumigation of an or- 
chard. The farmer, by resisting what he | 
considers an unlawful invasion of his prop- 
erty by a “set of fools, who will ruin his 
trees with their new-fangled apparatus,”’ 
can completely block the work of the de- 
partment, because the State Legislature re- 
fused to pass a law giving the entomologist 
authoritative control of the matter in 1897, 
when that body made the appropriation for 
carrying on the work of destruction. 

The entomologist at present has no author- 
ity to compel action on the part of reluctant 
owners or to proceed in opposition to their 
wishes. Commonly there is little difficulty 
in securing partial codjperation of the or- 
chardist whose trees are infected, but the 
co-operation seldom extends farther than to 
grant permission to enter the infested prem- 
ises, and rarely rises to the point of assist- 
ing in the work. 

At best the interest evinced by the farm- 
ers islanguid. In several instances orchard- 
ists have persistently refused to permit the 
entomologists to enter their grounds. Often 
after the work is done the beneficiaries 
have refused to pay for the material used. 

In but one instance, however, has any 
serious difficulty developed. At Sparta last 
summer one of the assistants of Prof r 
Forbes, finding a badly infested tree a 
cabbage patch, quietly set about the work 
of fumigation, though he knew the farmer 
was opposed to his doing so. For several 
minutes the orchardist sullenly watched the 
process, and then, seeing several of his cab- 
bages go down before the heavy tread of the 
students, he hurried rapidly away across the 
fields. He returned shortly with a number 
of lusty farm hands at his back, all armed 
with stout clubs and swearing vigorously. 
The angry farmers charged the scientists, 
and they, being outnumbered, discreetly 
fled, leaving their apparatus in possession 
of the enemy. At night they returned and 
secured their tools, which had not been 
harmed by the farmers, and quitted the 
country. That farm, it is needless to say, is 
marked, “‘ Infested and not

HEN the fact was published re- 

cently that some bird assassins of 

a county in the State of Delaware 

had contracted with a New York 

; milliner to furnish the bodies of 

20,000 song birds for hat decorations there 

were doubtless many people who thought 

there were not that number of songsters left 

in the country, let alone in one of Delaware's 

counties, which, as a rule, are not much 
bigger than an Illinois corn patch. 

The desertion of the vicinity of houses by 
the native birds owing to the presence of the 
English sparrows is largely responsible for 
the belief of the people that the feathered 
creatures are now few and far between. 
The birds have diminished in numbers sadly, 
but there are lots of them left. It is the in- 
tention of this article to tell people who have 
lawns or garden patches of any size how 
they may have the oriole, the robin, the blue- 
bird, the wren, and the others as neigh- 
bors, and on terms of the most friendly in- 
terest. 

As a matter of fact, the dweller in the 
heart of the city also may have his wild 
bird companions at the price of an hour’s 
work, although of necessity his feathered 
friends must be limited to one or two spe- 


- eles. People living in suburbs Hke Evanston 


and Highland Park ought to be able to com- 
mand enough May and June music to pay 
many times over for the cost of bringing 
together the performers. Hyde Park, En- 
glewood, and Lake View dwellers should 
have some five or six songsters nesting be- 
tween the house and the fence that skirts 


the street. 
Only Await Invitations. 


Invite the birds and they will come. A 
West Side woman with a yard no bigger than 
a good-sized kitchen has had a humming- 
bird companion for twelve successive sum- 
mers. From the fact that this feathered 
jewel takes up Its abode in response to kind 
treatment, amid the brick walls and the ter- 
rifying noises of a city, some idea of the pos- 
sibilities of the cultivation of bird friend- 
ships may be gleaned. 

By far the most potent-agent for the at- 
traction of native birds to the dooryard may 
be purchased at any tinshop for five cents 
or less. It is a tin baking pan about two 
inches deep. This should be sunk in the sod 
until its edges are level with the surface. 
It should be placed near a bush to afford 
some shelter from the street and should be 
filled or nearly filled every morning with 
clean cold water. The bird does not “ tub 
#’’ Saturday night. He bathes every morn- 
ing and thereby unconsciously sets a good 
example for many of his persecutors. 

A man living in a thickly settled part of 
Rogers Park is a pigeon fancier and has a 
loft filled with tumblers and fantails. Last- 
year in the early spring he stopped the prac- 
tice of xiving the pigeons water in the coop. 
He sunk a pan, in the manner described, in 
the ground in his back yard and filled it 
twice daily for his pigeons. The fancier’s 
place had'been so overrun with English spar- 


rows, which came to help the pigeons eat 


their grain, that he thought there were no 
American songsters in existence. He found 
out his mistake within a day after he had 
put out his pan of water. The birds found 
it, and migrants by the score dropped in to 
drink and to bathe, while several pairs of 
robins and a pair of orioles took up their 
abode close at hand and made ~— summer 
resort out of the back yard. a 


Food Is an Attraction. 

Food is of course one of the chief factors 
in the attracting of birds. If a bit of the 
ground in the vegetable patch be turned 
over with a spade early in April, the robins 
will gather for a feast of earth worms. A 
néw plece dug up each morning until plant- 
ing time will keep the birds about until it 
is time for nesting operations. If the pan 
of water be an auxiliary to the digging a 
phalanx of English sparrows wil! not be 
strong enough to dissuade the robins from: 
building close at hand. W. O. Hipwell, the 
assistant cashier of the Union National 
Bank, lives at Highland Park. It was his 
custom to dig every morning in his garden. 
The robins came, ate the worms which he 
brought to light, and nested above his roof 
tree. One bird insisted on sitting on his

can get a constant supply of suet, which to

on the ground. — | 
Nesting Sites Lure Birds. 

~ The providing of nesting sites is an all im- 
portant means of securing the summer so- 
journing of the birds within sight of the 
parlor window. The house en, an inde- 
fatigable and sweet singer, is almost cer- 
tain to stay if he finds in some tree a small 
box with a hole in one end not larger than 
a silver quarter. The wren is a good fight- 
er, but he can’t stand the attacks of the 


_ English sparrows if they come more than 


two at a time, as they do almost invariably. 

The tmported feathered nuisance can’t get 

through as small a hole as can the wren, 

— once inside its box the smaller bird is 
e. 


It is confidently stated by some bird ob- 
servers that since the great increase in Eng- 
glish sparrows Jenny Wren always meas- 
ures the entrance to a nesting site before 
starting in housekeeping. The entrance to 
a wren box should be made midway between 
the top.and bottom. The mistake in build- 
ing bird houses—and it is an error that is 

' made nine times out of ten—consists in plac- 
ing the entrances at the lower edge. Most 
housé-bullding birds make bulky nests, and 
the entrance to the box should be nearly 


on @ level with the nest top. A small plat- 


form should be placed just below the hole. 
In the more settied districts dead trees 
are rare, as is live timber... The

are put to it at times to find hollows in 
which to rear their young. This scarcity 
of the proper kind of trees may be responsi- 
ble for an interesting change of habit shown 
by some flickers and redheaded woodpeck- 
ers which took up their residence last sum- 
mer in front of the house of Hugh T. Birch 
at Highland Park. The woodpeckers pre- 
empted a bird-house and there they reared 
their young. It has been reported that these 
birds have been known to do this in other 
parts of the country. If a pair of them 
should settle in a suburban door-yard they 
are well worth cultivating, for instead of 
being the destroyers which ignorance has 
painted them they work for the salvation of 
many pest-ridden trees. 


Martins on Skyscrapers. 

If some enterprising janitor of a Chicago 
skyscraper will take an unpainted pine box, 
make it waterproof on top, put partitions in 
it, punch its sides full of holes, fasten it se- 
curely on a small pole, and put it on the roof 
away from the smoke stack, the chances are 
nine in ten that within six weeks frém date 
he will have a colony of purple martins 
overhead. These birds are wholly insectiv- 
orous, and are among the most beautiful of 
the feathered tribe. They like the society 
of man, and are not in the least disturbed 
by the noises of the city. Last March a 
Waukegan man followed the directions 
given, in every respect save that a four- 
story business building took the place of a 
Sxyscraper. The bird house overlooked the 
busiest corner in Waukegan. The martins 
came in great numbers, and made a home of 
the box until cold weather set in. 

The white-breasted or tree sparrows iike 
nothing better than a starch box with a hole 
in the end for a residence. They like the 
box all the better if it be plated flat on the 
roof. These birds are common in many 
parts of Lilinois, and it takes but little en- 
Couragement to make them confiding and 
sociable. 

The Baltimore oriole, with the exception, 


“| perhaps, of the scarlet tanager, is the most 


beautiful of Northern birds. He will swing 
his cradle t in a tree outside your window 
if given invitation. The brilliant-coated 
maies arrive from the South before their 
more soberly dressed mates. They. whistle 
about the yards through the last week of 
April and the first week of May, trying to 
be cheerful and to cheer others despite their 
lonely bachelor estate. If there be a suita- 
ble tree near the house the bird that whisties 
at you window will doubtless bring his mate 
there to abide if he can tel! her when she 
comes from the Southland that some 
thoughtful person has put out bits of yarn 
and string, which are just the thing for nest- 
weaving purposes. 
Driving Away English Sparrows. 
The native birds will come about occasion- 
ally if you feed them and give them water, 
but they will nest at a distance unless the 
English sparrows are driven away. This is 
readily accomplished in any one locality. 
The English sparrow is shrewd enough to

find out when he is not wanted. In some 
suburban towns there are grounds into which 
& sparrow never ventures, while neighbor- 
ing places may be overrun. A systematic 
washing down of sparrow nests with a gar- 
den hose will discourage their building ef- 


skirts, and roses behind their ears. 

In the evening there are delightful band

forts. If the householder will kill a dozen 
of them with an air gun during the winter 
months they will avoid his locality as 
though it were plague infected. 

D. Lange, author of “*‘ Our Native Birds ” 
and an instructor in nature study in the St. 
Paul public schools, tells how the sparrow 
pest may be kept down, though he states 
that complete extermination is an impos- 
sibility: One of his correspondents, Frank 
Bond, editor of the Wyoming Tribune, pub- 
lished at Cheyenne, succeeded, according to 
Mr. Lange, is ridding that city of sparrows 
by means of puvisoned wheat. Mr. Bond’s 
method may be followed anywhere, care 
being taken to place the wheat where no 
birds but the sparrows will get at it. The 
poisoning should be done in the winter. 

Cheyenne was overrun with the birds. A 
recent search of the city failed to disclose 
one sparrow. 
row poison as given by the Wyoming editor 
in a book just published by Mr. Lange: “ I 
take two small bottles of strychnine, one 
drachm each, and mix the contents with 
about three quarts of water, boiling until the 
poison is dissolved, using boiling water to 
begin with. Into the hot poisoned water 
I stir nearly if not quite a peck of wheat, and 
then set the mixture aside for forty-eight 
hours. The grain absorbs all the water 
and swells greatly. I then spread the grain 
over the bottom of a large pan, one that will 
just slide into my wife’s kitchen range, 
keeping the grain hot, and stirring it 
frequently until it is thoroughly dried. It 
must not be allowed to scorch in the least, 
for then the birds will not eat it.”’ 

It takes one grain of this wheat only three 
minutes to kill an English sparrow. It is 
scattered sparingly near the roosting places 
of the birds. 


To Ward Off Cats and Boys. 


-Next to improperly trained boys and the 
milliners, cats are perhaps the most deadly 
enemies of the birds. They may be kept out 
of the grounds, however, by the use of a 
fence of wire netting. Horizontal crossbars 
should be nailed to the tops of the fence 
posts, and between these barbed wire should 
be strung with spaces between not more than 
ohe inch in width. A cat can’t get through 
Xxhis, craity though it be. The fence is the 
result of the St. Paul school teacher's 
thought on the subject of feline depredation. 

Nests in trees may be protected from cuts 
and boys by hanging two boards on either 
side of the tree, and then circling the trunk 
with strands of barbed wire. The boards 
will keep the wire from injuring the tree 
trunk, 

The work of a forenoon in this month of 
March will secure to any one the certainty of 
bird neighbors through the coming months 
of summer.

PUNISHMENT 
FOR REBELS. 


Ex-Attache Says England 
Will Disfranchise Dis- 
loyal Dutch. 


PROBLEM IS DIFFICULT. 


F all the problems that confront the 
British government in connection 
with the present trouble in south Af- 
rica one of the most difficult is that 
which relates to the manner in which 

it has become necessary to deal with those 
British subjects in Cape Colony and in Natal 
who have taken up arms against England 
during the last six months. Their status is 
entirely different to that of the Boer of the 
Orange Free State and of the Transvaal, for 
both of the south African republics are re- 
garded by Great Britain as bona fide bellig- 
erents. From the moment that they have 
been recognized as such their burghers are 
entitled to all the consideration of a fair and 
open enemy, irrespective of the previous sub- 
jection of the Transvaal to the suzerainty 
of Queen Victoria. 

There is no likelihood of any Transvaal or 
Orange Free State Boer being punished by 
the English for having borne arms against 
them. They have merely done their duty. 
It is doubtful even whether they will be 
made liable to any war tax, with a view to 
the payment of the inevitable war indemnity, 
and it is understood that the latter will be 
secured by Great Britain through the confis- 
cation of the state railroads of both repub- 
lics. j 

Indeed, the burghers of the latter, no mat- 
ter how much they may have fought against 
the British, will be permitted at the close of 
the war to return to their farms and to re- 
tain their holdings, and their future lot is 
likely to be even superior to that which has 
fallen to their share until now. For, instead 


‘of being closed off from all kinds of foreign 


markets—the inevitable result of the ultra- 
protective policy of President Kruger—they 
will now enjoy the same commercial advan- 
tages as regards both exports and imports 
that are the birthright of the subjects of the 
Queen: Only in one way will their future 
condition be different to what has been the 
ease until now. They will be forced to pay 
their fair and equal share in the taxes im- 
posed throughout the length and breadth of 
British south Africa for the provision of the 
revenue necessary for the administration of 
the country, instead of seeing all taxation in 
the Transvaal restricted, as heretofore, to 
the unfortunate uitlander, or foreigner. 


Status of “‘ Rebel Dutch.” 


The status of what are known at the Cape 
as the ‘“‘rebel Dutch” is, however, alto- 
gether different. In order to appreciate 
their conduct let the people of this country 
imagine the United States to be involved 
in a war with Germany, and then to find 
themselves attacked in the rear—stabbed, 
so to speak, in the back—by thousands of 
able-bodied men of German birth or lineage 
who are in the enjoyment of al! ‘the rights 
and privileges of American citizens. If these 
United States citizens of the German race 
had risen in rebellion against Uncle Sam at 
the moment when the latter was engaged in 
a war that taxed all his resources against the 
Kaiser—if these insurgents had taken ad- 
vantage of the situation to carry fire and 
sword. among those of their fellow-citizens 
who had no German blood in their veins, 
burning their houses, destroying their crops 
and property, and looting their belongings— 
what would. the treatment be which the 
United States government, acting in defer- 
ence to popular sentiment, would mete out 
to these rebels? 

It ig necessary to bear this in mind in con- 
sidering the problem now confrontng Eng- 
jand in south Africa. The hypothetical case 
of the rebel Germans in this country in the 
by mo means impossible event of @ war be- 
tween the United States and the Kaiser, is 
identically the same as that of the so-calied 
“rebel Dutch” in Cape Colony, Natal, and 
other British colonies in south Africa. 


Due to Ties of Race. 


There would be the same pretext—the only. 
pretext—namely: the existence of» ties of 


| race between the rebels and the enemy. Save 


the bottom.

The other gown is of cream-colored linen, 
and is made with tailor features, the cor- 
sage being tight fitting and smooth, witha 
long pointed vest of pure white linen, em- 
broidered in white braid. The sides over- 
lapping this vest are buttoned over it with 
tiny white linen buttons, and a strap of white 
linen with two rosettes crosses the breast. 

The skirt is laid in tucks, and has no trim- 
ming. 

The hat is of fine cream rice straw, 
trimmed with white chiffon and masses of 
pale purple grapes and leaves. 

In the remaining sketch are shown two 
pretty lace-trimmed gowns. One is of pastel 
blue crépe, with embroideries in silk of a 
slightly darker shade. The corsage is open 
over the bust and filled in with folded masses 
of pale pastel blue chiffon, the revers being 
of pale ecru lace.

for this there is no excuse for such treach- 
ery. For while in this country the Teuton 
race, no matter whether foreign or Amer- 
ican born, enjoys the most complete political 
franchise and freedom, its members being 
on a footing of entire equality with those of 
their American fellow-citizens who have no 
German blood in their veins, in south Africa 
the subjects of Queen Victoria of more or 
less remote Dutch origin are to such an ex- 
tent assured of political rights and of the 
fullest degree of civic equality with their 
English born fellow-citizens that they have 
actually returned to office an administration 
of their own kind and kidney, which at the 
present moment constitutes the executive 
of the government of Cape Colony. 

It is difficult to estimate the numbers of 
these ‘‘ rebel Dutch” in south Africa. But 
as far as can be ascertained there are some 
15,000 of them who have actively taken up 
arms against England, whilst a number 
more have been discovered to be engaged in 
acts of less overt disloyalty, such as fur- 
nishing the enemy with information, spoil- 
ing stores and provisions—one man was 
caught in the act,of punching small holes 
into air tight tins of canned food which had 
been stacked at a roadside station, having 
ruined several thousand that way—while 
others again have devoted their energies to 
cutting telegraph wires, blowing up small 
railroad bridges, and in other ways endeav- 
oring to hamper and obstruct the move- 
ments of the English troops. ’ 


Other Offenders. 


All of these “‘ rebel Dutch ” are certain to 
receive punishment in some form or another. 
There are others who likewise merit retri- 
bution, and yet who are likely to get off 
scot-free, I allude to those British subjects 
in south Africa who, enjoying all the bene- 
fits and advantages of British rule at Cape 
Town, restrict their manifestations of dis- 
loyalty to chaffing and sneering at English 
officers and soldiers who have been invalided 
to the base owing to wounds or sickness, ex- 
pressing undisguised sympathy for the ene- 
my, and openly manifesting their intention of 
using all the political influence at their com- 
mand to prevent any punishment being in- 
flicted upon those of their fellow-British sub- 
jects who have been taken in arms or caught 
in acts of treachery against the English. 

A graphic picture of these disloyalties, if I 
may be permitted to use the expression, is to 
be found in Rudyard Kipling’s Cape Town 
letter to the last number of Harper’s Week- 
ly, and while he puts the case strongly it is 
by no means overdrawn. Speaking as he 
does from personal experience acquired on 
the spot, it is net astonishing that he should 
present a powerful argument in favor of the 
infliction of a condign and drastic punish- 
ment upon all disloyalists in south Africa— 
if for no other purpose, at any rate for that 
of making a much needed distinction be- 
tween these so-called “rebel Dutch” and 
those loyal colonists who have sacrificed 
their all, and who have been reduced to beg- 
gary and destitution rather than take up 
arms against their Queen. 

Kipling’s plea will appeal all the more 
effectively to those English who have taken 
the trouble to follow and study the events 
in south Africa, because in times gone by ft 
has always been the policy of the home gov- 
ernment, Liberal as well as Conservative, 
to concillate the Boer in the hope of thereby 
converting him. into a thoroughly loyal 
friend and subject of Great Britain. Indeed, 
it has long been a matter of popular com- 
ment in south Africa that it paid far better 
at show hostility to the English than good 


England’s Former Policy. 

n the troubles of twenty years there 
were large numbers of Boers—I dobar Cape 
and Natal Boers—who fought on the English 
side. When peace was restored not only 
did they receive no reward. but there was 
actually no provision made for their protec- 
tion m those of their neighbors and fel- 
low-citizens who had either borne arms 
against England or actively sympathized 
with the latter’s foes. So far, in fact, was 
the policy of conciliation carried by the au- 
thorities that the ex-rebels received even 
kindlier treatment than the loyalists. pre- 
sumably on the same ground that led the 
father, ‘In the parable of the scriptures, to 
accord far kindlier treatment to the prodigal 
than to the well-behaved son. 

When, in addition to this, it is considered 
that these loyalists of the former war saw 
administrative power at the Cape intrusted 
to a Cabinet in which the spirit of the “ rebel 


Dutch” predominated, they naturally com- 


menced to ask themselves whether loyalty 
to England paid. As stated by General Sir 
Charies. Warren in last November's Con- 
temporary Review, the Boer of Cape Colony 


} and of Natal was confronted at the out- 


break of the present war with the following 
questions: 

“Can I afford to be loyal to the Queen, or 
must I conceal it? 

“‘Are my wife and children provided for? 

“Will my property be protected in case I 
fight for the Queen, or must I face ruin as 
the recompense of my loyalty?’ 

These questions have been answered in 
many and many a town and village of the 
English colonies in south Africa, where the 
population, with a strain of Dutch or Boer 
blood in its veins, outnumbers the inhabit- 
ants of pure English breed. The man who 
expressed sympathy for the Queen, who as- 
sisted the English, or took up arms in their 
behalf was subjected not merely to ostra- 
cism but to the most intolerable kind of 
persecution, which was extended to his wife 
and to his children, while, if it could be done 
with safety, his home was destroyed and his 
property devastated. 

It is indispensable that if England is to 
retain that supremacy in south Africa far 
which she has récently been making such 
an immense sacrifice of blood and of treas- 
ure, some distinction should be made hence- 
forth between the well-disposed and 
the ill-disposed towards British rule: that 
loyalty should be rewarded and disloyalty 
punished, and above all that, no matter how 
desirable it may be to pursue a policy of 
conciliation, the fullest degree of protection, 
and not merely of protection but also of 
favor and preference, should be accorded 
to those who have shown themselves to be 
true and leal lieges of the Queen. 


Punishment to Be Given. 


The question now arises as to what punish- 
ment should be accorded to those “ rebel 
Dutch” in the British south African 
colonies who have joined the enemy, who 
have taken up arms against the English, 
and who have shown their sympathies with 
the foe either by acts of treachery or else 
by attacks upon fhe persons and property 
of loyalists. According to the old Dutch- 
Roman law, which forms the basis of juris- 
prudence in British south Africa, and like- 
wise by the terms of the English code, the 
penalty for offenses of this kind is death, 
with an unusually short shrift. 

There are few, however, prepared to ad- 
vocate so drastic a form of retribution, 
which would, moreover, constitute a terrible 
strain on the feelings of the loyal Cape 
Dutch, bound by ties of kinship to the 
executed rebels, no matter how clearly they 
meant recognize the justice of the punish- 
ment. 

It would be equally unwise to consign 
these full-fledged rebels to terms of penal 
servitude, although this penalty has alreafly 
been inflicted in the casé of several par- 
ticularly gross cases of treachery. For 
inasmuch as there are at least 20,000 rebels 
meriting punishment, it would have the ef. 
fect of filling the jails and penitentiaries 
and of imposing upon the taxpayer the bur- 
den of their maintenance. 

It would be equally impolitic to confis- 
cate their property. For to deprive them 
of the latter would be to declass them, to 
leave them homeless and destitute; in one 
word, to degrade them to the level of the 
“mean white’’—a position to which no 
statesmanship would wish to reduce any 
white man in a land of blacks. 

There is only one punishment that remains 
and a punishment of some kind is indispensa- 
ble. The penalty in question is that of dis- 
franchisement and the loss of all their 
civic rights and prerogatives until by some 
satisfactory means or another they have 
proved themselves to have become once more 
loyal subjects of the Queen—have, in one 
word, retrieved their treason. This, from 
private advices of an authoritative charac- 
ter received from London, is, I have reason 
to know, the methed which the Eoglish goOv- 
ernment. is about to adopt In dealing with 
the problem.

contrast, first receive the careful considers. 
tion which an artist would bestow on thy 
selection of a subject for a picture tobs 
drawn or painted. 

Subsequent elements in the work of secu 
ing artistic expression by photography 
processes are the focusing of the cameraty 
such a way as to sacrifice the distinctnessog 
certain portions of the subject in order 
accentuate its chief features, the timingaf 
the exposure, developing 
choice of paper, the developing and toningof 
the print, and various methods of what the 
artist photographers call “ local treatment.” 


Local Treatment of Print. 


It is chiefly im their skill in the local treat. 
ment that their work is given the artistig 
results which are usually lacking in tis 
work of most professional photographer 
or in the crude results obtained by the sim 
ple mechanical processes of photography, 

The over or under development of a plats 
or print, the scrubbing, painting out, and 
other expedients to improve the plate, ang 
the stopping out or retarding of the printing 
in certain parts of the picture are a few 
of the many means employed to cfeates 
work of art out of the brutal and imperfect 


the soulless eye of the camera. 


Standard of Salon Is High., 


The Chicago Society of Amateur Photom 
raphers has aimed to make the standardef 
this exhibition the highest ever set in this 
country or in the world. It has choseni 
jurors from the acknowledged leaders of 
this branch of art in Eastern cities, and hag 
modestly deemed its own membership Ui- 
qualified to act as judges, but selected ons 
of the best-known Chicago painters to rep 
resent them. The members of the jury a 
Alfred Steiglitz of New York, Joseph & 
Keiley of Brooklyn, Clarence H. Whitegt 
Newark, O.; Eva Lawrence Watson of Pit 
adelphia, and Ralph Clarkson of Chicago,’ 

The modesty of some of the members wet 
even so far as to suggest the possibility, 
fore the result of the jurors’ labors 
known, that none of the Chicago pho 
phers would be worthy of representation i 
the exhibition. They also stated that ofe 
of the chief objects of holding the photo 
graphic salon was to procure the opportuni- 
ty of perfecting themselves by the study of 
the best work obtainable. 


Many Photographers Compete. 

In its prospectus the society announced 
that only work of the highest order would 
be admissible and that a severe test ef merit 
would be applied to all works submitted. 
Nearly 170 photographers have submitted 
examples of their work, and the jury hasez- 
amined from 800 to 900 pictures. The fact 
that less than 20 per cent of this numbet 
was deemed up to the standard set iss 
cient evidence of the rigor of the examina 
tion. 
The jurors received no instructions othe 
than to make the exhibition one of the higi- 
est order of artistic merit. Thé jurorssta® 
that the standard is at least WO per 
higher than that of any other exhibition, am@ 
that many works which attracted notice® 
other salons have not been admitted here 


Plan at First Opposed. 


While exhibitions of work of this class 
of frequent occurrence abroad and of receat 
years have become common in eastern citi?

vigorous opposition by some of the officers 
of that institution, on the ground that a8 
exhibition of photographs could not be com 
sidered an art exhibition.
